THE COUNTY ABSTRACTS, 


COUNTY-ATTORNEY LAW THINKS THE RE- 
CORDER CANNOT ACCEPT A CONTRACT IN 
THE MATTER. 

The greatly-agitated question of completing 
the county abstracts came up again yesterday 
afternoon in the committee-room of the County 


Board in an unexpected and informa] manner. 


The several committees which meet each Sat- 
urday bad finished what routine business had 
come before them, when County-Attorney Law 
incidentally stated to the Commissioners pres- 
ent that the instructions witich the joint Com- 
mittee on Finance and Publio Service had given 
him had proved to be rather vague. He had 
been requested to prepare'’» contract with Re- 
corder Scribner for the compieuon of the ab- 
stract books, which was to be submitted to the 
committee for their approval, but be had 
failed to do 80, because the Recorder 
was obligated by his oath of office 
to perform the work without any payment in 
addition to that which he received as Recorder. 
Commissioner Hemmelgarn at once took the 
ground that the County Attorney did not con- 
strue the law in the proper manner. He 
should be aware of the fact that the work 


which the statutes required to be performed. 


formed no portion of the proper duties of the 
Recorder. it was labor which should have 
been done long ago, and no person was better 
qualified to complete this work or had as 
good facilities for domg it as Recorder Scrib- 
ner. He was, therefore, for the reason stated, 
Opposed to leasing the work to any other per- 
son, and thought the Recorder ought to be 


given a fair compensation for any extra work 


and responsibility which might be imposed on 
bim if the recommendation of .the joint com- 
mittee which authorized him to finish the 
abstract books was approved by the board. 
MacDonald inquired whether County-Attorney 
Law would be justified in asking for extra pay 
for legal services which hé might give to pri- 
vate persons while be was still by tne 
county to act as legal adviser to the County 
Board. The County Attorney replied that tre 
Recorder was allowed to earn any sum he de- 
sired by extra work which did not conflict with 
his specific duties as Recorder. The County 


Attorney continued that he was not a servant 


of the county, and was quite at liberty te 
for any one he chose 
possible 


ormance of the custeé: duties 
of his office. He wanted to know if the Coun- 
ty Attorney desired to say that the County 
Board could not make an appropriation to flu- 
i and desig- 
nate who should do the work. The County 
Attorney said there was no doubt that the 
board would be legally justified in doing so. 
This seeming conflict of opinion on the part of 
Mr. Law was not understood by many of the 
Commissioners present, much mystification 
also arising when the matter of compensation 
to the Recorder for extra work was referred 
to. The County Attorney continued that he 
looked on the decision of Judge Wilson 
of the Appeilate Court as rather pe 
culiar, and be did not concur with 
the decision rendered by Judge Moran, in 
which he restrained tne County Board from 
leasing the abstract books. Attorney Beach 
of the Citizens’ Association said that there was 
no reason why the Recorder could not bid for 
the work as well as any other person. Hemmel- 
garn coincided with this opinion. The County 
Attorney finally stated that he was called to his 
office on important business, and the discussion 
came to an end. The subject will come up be 
fore the board again at tomorrow's meeting.

—Apropos to your discussion of the county 
abstract business and the attitude of the pub- 
lic, especially the land dealing portion of it 
therero, allow me to make a 6 . The 
county—whetber foolishly or otherwise is im- 
material now—bas at large expense acquired a 
set of abstract books more or less complete. 
Hitherto the Recorder has bad charge of them, 
but in fact their custody and maintenance are 
not a legitimate part of bis duties. Why not 
divorce the abstract business entirely from the 
Recorder’s office, and place iu charge of that 
department a thoroughly trained abstractor 
who sbail be aleo a good business-man, and 
who shall give bonds for the honesty, correct- 
ness, and competence of himself and clerks? 
The office now is not only self-sustaining, but 
affords asurplus income to the county. 
the purpose of completing the unfinished in- 
dices allow che chief of the department to use 
this surplus income. He may be some years 
about it at that rate, but that is of small con- 
sequence as the public is very well served at 
present. After ten years of such an adminis- 
tration of the county abstract office the people 


the chief of that office should hold his place 
permanently, and be removabie oniy for dis- 
honesty or incompetence, and ne have 
entire control of his employés. 0

Thie was followed by 
an adjournment until 10 o'clock Mon- 
day  moraing.

SMASHED THE COMBINATION, 


A GANG OF EXCEPTIONALLY RAPACIOUS 
SNEAK-THIEVES BROKEN UP. 

One of the worst gangs of expert sneak- 
thieves that ever infested the city was broken 
up by the police yesterday morning.

A Justice Court Jury Finds Hannah 


& Hogg Not Guilty of the Of- 
fense Oharged. 


Only Two Witnesses Offered by the 
Prosecution and None by the 
Defense. 


— 


Mr. W. X Patterson of the Reform Alli- 
ance Disgusted with the Jury and 
Its Verdict. 


Many people have looked forward with no 
small degree of interest to the trial of the test 
case brought by the Reform Alliance in the 
name of the people against Hannah & Hogg 
for alleged violation of the statute relating to 
the Sunday Liquor law, and Justice Lyon's 
court was filled at an eariy hour yesterday 
forenoon, while the overfiow stood upon the 
stairs or upon the sidewalk waiting for an op- 
portunity to gain admission. Hannah and 
Hogg were both silent spectators, but were 
unable to obtain seats. They were represent- 
ed by Attoraeys Harry Rubens, Julius Gold- 
mer, and John McKeogh, wulle the people ap- 
peared in the persons of Frank J. Smith and 
Thomas Hood. Only two witnesses were offered 
by the prosecution ana there were none for the 
defense. Hannah & Hoge, as representative 
saloonkeepers, were charged with an infringe- 
ment of the State law, which reads as follows: 

Whoever keeps open any tippling-house, or 
place where liquor is sold or given away, upon the 
first day of week, commonly called Sunday, 
shall be fined not exceeding $200. Sunday shall in- 
clude the time from midnight to midnight. 

Whoever disturbs the peace and good order of 
society by labor (works of necessity and charity 
excepted) or by any amusement or diversion 
Sunday, shall be fined not exceeding §25. 

Whoever shall be guilty of any noise, rout, or 
amusement Senday, whereby the peace of any 
private family may be disturbed, shall be fined not 
exceeding $25. „ 

THE JURY. 

Before jurors were accepted they were asked 
by the prosecution: “If you find that there is 
a law closing saloons and other business places 
Sunday, and if the evidence shows that they 
(Hannah & Hogg) have kept open in deflanve 
of the law. would you as a juror find a verdict 
against them?” The defense asked them if 
they did not thiok that the administration of 
such laws shouid be left to the city officers and 
not interfered with by any society. They 
were individually asked if they had ever 
worked Sunday, if so, why, and were they ar- 
rested for it, and finally if they were compe- 
tent to judge of the law as well as the facts in 
the case. .

Counsel for the prosecution contented him- 
self with about three questions, evidently sup- 
posing that the cross-examination would bring 
out some interesting facts, but Henry Rubens 
biandly remarked that he did not care for a 
cross-examination, and the witness left the 
chair, upon which the three advocates for the 
defense passed around a wink. 

The prosecution rested their case, to the sur- 
prise of the court, who thereupon remarked

He quoted a case where, in the Village 
of Chebanese, III., one McPherson had been 
fined for keeping oven a genera! store Sunday 
on the piea that the village authorities had no 
Statute covering the offense. The case was af- 
firmed by the Supreme Court, and the offender 
fined heavily. If the law is a bad one the best 
way to repeal it ig to enforce it and make 
it an issue with the peonie, but being 
the law the jury were compelied by their oaths 
to respect and enforce it. He dwelt upon the 
moral, social, and domestic phases of Sunday 
drinking and concluded by the assertion that 
he was not there to ask them to enforce a re- 
ligious observance, simply to keep invioiate the 
day of rest whether it was known as the first or 
the seventh day. 

Mr. Julius Goldzier for te defense said that

unless they kept open Saturday night or 
Sunday they would not be able to make ends 
meet and feed their families. 
“GOING FOR” THE PROSECUTION. 


Mr. Rubens in closing for the defense said 


that the statute under which this action was 
brought was passed in 1845, when Chicago was 
but a small town aud had not assumed metro- 
politan dimensions, and ata time and by legis- 
lators who never dreamed that Chicago would 
attain the magnitude she bas, through the en- 
terprise of her citizens. It was an old fogy 
notion worthy of the New England Blue Laws, 
and it was, he claimed, null and void, because 
the municipal government bad granted open- 
bouse privileges to saloonkeepers, provided 
they kept the front door closed and the window 
shades drawn. 

“If the people of Chicago want a Puritan 
Sabbath they can elect a Mayor favorable to 
it. We had one once and the people voiced 
their opinion on this very subject by a 13.000 
majority. Such miserable feilows as Bowie, 
there, are not to be believed on oath. The 
people of America have always despised and 
hanged spies. As for my friend Patterson, 
who 1s the agent and probably part owner ina 
large railroad corporation, be comes here in a 
great big diamond stud and sealsk iu top cost, 
and wants the saloons closed on Sunday. 
Does be look like a man who never took a 
drink on Sunday? Ale and. other rich men 
don’t need the saloons opén on Sunday be- 
cause they have their cellars full of wine at 
home. They keep a bottle at home for them- 
selves and their friends, but you and I, who 
are too poor to keep wine in casks, must go 
without our Sunday drink, forsooth. He is 
driven down to church behind a pair of fine 
horses, but be does not cause the arrest 
of the coachman in his pay! 1 
would not believe such .men as the 
prosecution bave placed on the stand under 
oath. Spies are always liars. Shall we arrest 
the newsboys and bootblacks who earn a liv- 
ing Sunday? Snail we cause the arrest of the 
drivers, conductors, and superintendents of 
our street-cars because they are working Sun- 
day?“ 

THE VERDICT AND AN OPINION ON IT. 

In closing for the defense Mr. Smith spoke 
of the closing of saloons as a matter of public 
policy to guard and protect such men as suc 
cumbed too easily to the convivial and genial- 
hearted. To protect the wives and children 
from want and to induce the workman to 
carry home his wages instead of paying over 
the bar the hard-earned money that ought to 
be spent iu shoes and raimeat. He did not 
want these defendants mulcted in a large sum; 
the extreme penalty was $200, but a fine of $1 
would vindicate the law and this was all he 
asked and expected the jury to do. 

The court was cleared and the jury gathered 
in a corner of the court and discussed the 
matter for fifteen or twenty minutes finally 
agreeing on a verdict of not guilty. At first 
they stood six to six, then nine to three for 
acquittal, and, according to J. C. Burns, one 
of the jurors who expects to open a saloon in 
a few weeks, the nine bad to use ail their per- 
suasive powers to win over the recalcitrant 
three. 

Mr. Patterson was seen after the verdict had 
been rendered and asked how he liked it? 

Just such a verdict as one might have ex- 
pected from such a jury. Fewof them could 
read or write, only two of them bave present 
oceoupation, and the rest no visible means of 
support. Take the colored man, for instance: 
he did not know which was the first day of the 
week, nor the Sab bath; all he knew was that he 
worked Sundays when be felt like it, and 1 
guess that is not often. That jury was picked 
up on the stairs and sidewaik or in the room; 
the constable did not even know the names of 
halt of them and made an effort to get a good 
jury. Ope of the jury offered to bet $100 to 
$50 on an acquittal. Our case was not well 
bandied, Bowie got flurried and rattled, and 
our own attorney got lefconme. He drew 
nothing out of me, and of course the opposr 
tion did not ask me a question. The liquor m- 
terests of this city bad tour lawyers in the 
room. Just ce Lyon had bolis on bis neck and 
told me he would not have come down at all 
today if it had not been for 
the appearance of things; the pubiic 
would have thought he did not 
want to try the case. He dared not back out 
under the circumstances. I am perfectly sat- 
isfied with the part that Justice Lyon had in 
the case, but we ought to have had a better 
jury. It was a put-up job. The case was 
originally before Hammer, then a change of 
venue was taken to Brayton, who got scared, 
closed up bis office and went away so as not 
have to try the case.“ 

It is understood that the further prosecu- 
tion of Hannah & Hogg and of some other 
venders who keep open Sundays will cost the 
alliance much time, money, and inconvenience, 
but as eighteen churches are represented in 
the alliance and there is said to be financial 
backing outside of the church members ‘t is 
probable that the alleged violators of the 
Liquor and Sunday law will soon again be on 
their defense. 


ATROCIOUS CRUELEX. 


PHYSICIANS 80 CHARACTERIZE THE CON- 
DUCT OF A FARMER WHO SAWED OFF THE 
HORNS OF HIS CATTLE. 

Health Commissioner De Wolf returned yes- 

terday from Geneseo, whitber he went Thurs- 
day with Drs. Paaren and Baker to testify for 
the prosecution in a case where crueity to ani- 
mals is charged. The defendant, a farmer 
named Haff, formerly practiced law in Chicago. 
The complaint was made by Officer Dudley of 
the Humane Society. Haff owns a oumober of 
cattle, and he sawed off their horns close 
to the head, in order that they could bunch 
Together in cold weather, thus getting the 
benefit of one another's budily heat and to pre- 
vent the strong crowding out the weak by hook- 
ing. The three doctors named were on the 
stand all of Friday, and testified that the cattle 
suffered by having their horns sawed off, the 
tissue inside being very sensitive. The pain 
was shown by the cattle throwing themselves 
down after the operation. In their judgment 
= removal oi the horns was “ atrocious. cru- 
eity.”” 

“The prosecution was not through when I 
left, said Commissioner De Wolf, and the 
case will not be conciuded until the middie of 
next week. Itis being tried before a Justice 
of the Peace. A ball was rented and ten cents 
admission is charged. The place was crowded, 
and much interest is felt in the result, 
there bemg a good deal of excitement 
about it, farmers comjng in from all 
directions. Sawing off the horns of 
cattle is not a*common thing. It has been 
done in England, but whenever there was a 
prosecution the offenders were punished. Haff 
has been in the habit of doing it, and the gen- 
eral sentiment. of the community is against 
him, so far as I can judge. He bas money and 
a good lawyer, and will make a strong defense. 
Paaren was on the stand three bours, Baker aa 
hour and a half, and I two two hours and a 
half. We all believed the sawing was cruel, 
because the core of the born is very sensitive, 
though the horn itself is not. The animals are 
tied securely during the operation, but throw 
themselves on the ground. In my judgment it 
is very cruel and ought to be stopped. 1 have 
heard of no other cases like it. The farmers 
are opposed to deborning.” 

Is plucking a live turkey eruel?“ 

Just as cruel as plucking a goose, but not 
at ali necessary. I heard of its being done in 
oue instance on South Water street, and the 
claim was made that it improved the flesh, but 
I don’t know whether it does or not.

How the Third Ward Is Divided Under 
the New Scheme— The Ballot- 
Boxes. 


The Mayoralty Contest to Be Soon Closed 
Up- The Cook County Demo- 
oorats. 


The employés of the Election Commussion 
say they are meeting with great difficulties in 
locating the polling-piaces. The law says that 
they must not be located in buildings ocoupied 
wholly or in part by a saloon. The saloons 
have hitherto been about the only places 
where polling-places could be established, most 
other storekeepers objecting to having them in 
their places, though rent may be paid. Private 
houses are out of the question fn most cases. 
The choice of situations is confined to a nar 


TOW space, as the precincts are so small, and a 


central location must be selected if possible. 
The Commissioners are in favor of using all 
the public buildings what can. be 
utilized—engine-houses, police-stathons, etc. 
Even school-houses have been sug- 
gested, but the Commissioners object to 
using them if it can de avoided. 
A uymber of the employés are out locating 
polling-piaces and they report rather slow 
progress. In the Town of Lake the cold 
weather has interfered with the work of Deputy 
Russell in locating polling-places.. He was to 
have submitted a list of them to the Commis 
sioners at a meeting yesterday afternoon, but 
instead notified them that he bad been unable 
to finish the work, and asked that the meeting 
be postponed till Monday, which was done. 

A conference will be held Monday with the 
city authorities with a view to having esti- 
mates of the probable expenses for the Election 
Board included in the annual appropriations. 
According to rough estimates the expenses 
durmg the first year will scarcely be less than 
$65,000 to $75,000, which includes fitting up 
the rooms of the Commissioners in the City- 
Hall and all salaries. The estimate is proba- 
bly too jo. It is certainly too 
low if any of the patent  ballot- 
boxes now on exhibition at the rooms 
of the Citizens’ Association are adopted. The 
lowest price is about $7 for one of them, and 
there is nothing about that one but. glass 
panels in the sides to distinguish it from any 
ordinary wooden box. An attempt was made 
yesterday afternoon to get a meeting of the 
spevial committees of the Union League and 
Iroquois Clubs and the Citizens’ Association to 
take some action on the patent fraud-prevent- 
me ballot-boxes submitted to them last Thurs- 
day. Only a few members of the committees 
putin an appearance. The matter was post- 
poned till next Wednesday at 3 p.m. All tne 
inventors or their representatives were on 
hand explaining the merits of their boxes. The 
Commissioners have, up to the present time, 
not shown any inolination to go to 
any expense for patent baliot-boxes. They 
prefer to place their confidence in their selec- 
tions of judges and clerks of election. The 
proper selection of these men will entail a 
large amount of labor. The Commissioners 
Will take it up as soon as the polling-places 
have been located or the work of locating 
them is well under way. 

The Third Ward has finally been dis- 
tricted to the satisfaction of Commis- 
sioners Hoffman and Raymond. The for- 
mers compromise plan has been car- 
red out. The part east of Indiana avenue 
and in the southern portion of Prairie avenue 
has been divided into three precincts and that 
portion lying west of the said avenues has been 
divided, as nearly as practicable, into square- 
shaped precincts measuring one block from 
north to south, as suggested by George W. 
Bass, E. G. Keith, Piling Smith, and others. 
The numbers of votes run pretty higb because 
It was necessary to cut down the number of 
precincts from thirteen to tweive, many of 
them bemg close upon 400 according to the 
vote polled at the last Presidential election. 
But no trouble is anticipated, since there is 
sure to be a large falling off of the vote. The

ON THE CITY’S RIGHTS.IN THE MATTER— 
A SUGGESTED COMPROMISE. 
About a week and a halt ago the Mayor called 


Michigan avenue from Randolph to Madison, 
he says that the dedication by the agent of the 
Secretary of War was a common law one, and

the United States owns these two blocks, but 
hoids them subject to the condition that they 
must be kept clear of buildings. To bave a 
good title to this property, if sold, an act of 
Congress is needed and the consent of the 
atutting property-owners. As for the Lake 
Park south of Madison street, the title is in the 
city in trust for the peopie of the State, and, 
as to the abutting property-owners, to be kept 
forever open and vacantof building To sell 
this land, or any part of it, 60 that it may be 
built on, requires the consent of the property- 
owners and of the State Legislature. 

Speaking again of the two blocks betwen 
Randolph and Madison, the Corporation Coun- 
sel thinks that the city has a claim to 
this piece of ground beyond a mere 
naked trusteesuſp, because, since the prop- 
erty was intrusted to the city’s hands, it 
has expended thousands of dollars toward the 
care, protection, and maintenance of the 
ground, and to guara against the inroads of 
lake storms. The city has placed tons of filling 
in the space between Michigan avenue and the 
‘railroad. For these betterments the city is in 
equity entitled to be paid, and on that ground 
he places the equitable lien of the municipal- 
ity upon the property. If the three blocks 
between Randolph and Monroe sbould be sold 
under the authority of Congress and the Leg- 
islature and consent of the property-owuers, 
then av adequate consideration should be paid 
the city in return for the money it laid out in 
protecting the property. 

Concerning the outer harbor, the questions 
to be answered are: Has the city the authority 
under its charter to erect and maintain docks 
and wharves? Does its jurisdiction over Lake 
Park carry with it the right to utilize the outer 
barbor by providing docks and wharves? And 
what bearing upor these questions has the 
fact that the right of way of the Illinois Cen- 
tral intervenes between the Lake Park and the 
water? As to the firet of these, the charter 
gives the city the power to erect wharves, etc. 
As for the second, the owner or possessor of 
land borderiag on navigable water has a 
right to build out wharves and docks into 
it. As to the third, the inter- 
vening right of way of the Illinois 
Central would not deprive the city of that 
right. Wereit not for the claims made the 
Illinois Central under the act of 1869, the 
suit now pending regarding the same, the city 
would bave the right to construct and maintain 
docks and wharves in the outer barbor. 

The best thing to be done in the interest of 
the city, he thinks, is—assuming that the city 
wants the outer harbor thrown open to naviga- 
on, and that the railroad wants to get the three 
biocks—to reach a compromise which will be 
satisfactory to all parties. He advises: 

I. That the parties to the sult should come 
together and agree on a basis of settlement. As 
the State of lliinols is the complainant, the over- 
tures might properly come from the State authori- 
ties. I would therefore suggest that the Governor 
of the State be called upon by yourself, and by 
business-men interested in the settlement of the 
matter, and by all public-svirited citizens who have 
the interest of the city at heart. Let the Governor 
name a committee of gentiemen, to serve without 
pay, whose character in the community is so high, 
whose motives are so disinterested, and whose in- 
tegrity is so undoubted that the people will place 
entire confidence in the result of their actions. 
Let this committee confer with the authorities of 
the railroad, company and devise a plan of com- 
promise which shall meet with the general appro- 
val of the public. 

It may be that a compromise can be effected 
whereby the Illinois Central will yield ite claim 
under the act of 1869 to build docks and wharves in 
the outer harbor, or the bulk of such claims; that 
it will agree, perhaps, in conjunction with other 
ronds, to pay the city $800,000, or some such sum 
for its aid in securing the three blocks, and to erect 
on the same an expensive depot subject to munici- 
pal taxation. The details of any such plan might 
safely be left in the hands of such a committee as 
the one above suggested. 

2. Assuming a plan to have been agreed upon, it 
should next dé laid before the City Council for its 
approval. That body is intrusted by law with the 
care of all such public matters, and I consider it 
essential that its codperation should be secured. 
Besides, any plan which opens up the outer harbor 
to the city will require the aid and assistance of the 
Conuneil to be effective. 

Z. Assuming the plan proposed to contemplate 
the purchase of the three blocks,“ the consent of 
Congress. must be obtained to the sale of the two 
north blocks. It is said that the abutting property- 
owners are already willing and anxious to join in 
any such proposition. It may or may not be néces- 
sary to secure action by the State Legisiature, as 
the company or companies purchasing might be 
satisfied that the act of 1869 is sufficient authority 
for the sale of the south one of the three blocks. 

“There is only one point in the opinion,” 
said Mayor Harrison. on which I differ from 
Mr. Winston. He is guided by the judgment 
of Judges Drummond and Blodgett. I have 
always regarded the opinion of Judge Drum- 
mond that the dedication of the two blocks 
was a common law one as interlocatory— 
simply dictum—and that be would reverse it 
on review. I have for years believed that the 
only way to solve the submerged-land question 
was by compromise. Before my second elec 
tion, when Aid: J. M. Clark was in 
the Council, we had a great many discus- 
sions. One suggested compromise was that the 
city should cede to the railroad company the 
lands immediately in front of the turee blocks 
and the city take the remainder. But the com- 
pany wanted a little more than that—enough 
to curve lu between Monroe and Van Buren. 
But when we came to it the railroad would 
take from the city, but couldn’t guarantee 
the city the remainder. They claimed that the 
State, having ceded to them the submerged 
lands, and subjected them to the burden of 
taxation to the State Government, they could 
not pass them over to the city. That killed 


any compromise. In other words, we could 


give to them, but they could not surrender 
their rights. That being the case, it is abso- 
lutely essential that we reach a conclusion in 
the nature of a compromise.” 

* What do you suggest?“ 

„ don’t agree with Winston that the Gov- 
ernor should appoint the commission. My 
present impression is that the State, the city, 
and the railroad company ought each to ap- 
point one—men in whom the public have abso- 
lute confidence, and whose decision would be 
accepted as final’ by the people. The United 
States has nothing whatever to do with this 
question. If we are going to sell the two 
blocks the United States will decide whether 
we can do it.“ 

“Will you make some recommendation to 
the Council?” 

**T want to look Ito che matter fret and 
study it. Imay not be able to recommend 
something by Monday night, but I will some 
time. Thes is no pew thing. It has 
been thought of for some time. I think the 
people of Chicago ought to bave some yoice in 
its appointment. Iam willing to abide by the 
decision of any first-class commission.’’

A Sample Letter to George W. Childs 
—Systematic Charity—Miss 
, Bayard’s Death, 


The Latest English Fad Is the “Hunt 
Ball,” Though Somehow or Another 
It Isn't a “Go.” 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 23.—[Special.|—A 
good friend of mine sends me a woful letter 
for referring to him in Tue Tammo as one of 
the millionaires of this Quaker town. He says 
my attention to him resulted in bie receiving 
two or-three score of begging letters from all 
parts of the country, thereby at least giving 
one some notion of the extent of Tue TRIBUNE'S 
travels and influence. I was talking to an- 
other Philadelphia millionaire about the mat- 
ter. He laughed and said that one of the pen- 
alties of being rich in this town, and probably 
every where else, is to be constantly pelted with 
communications asking aid or aims. The 
three Misses Drexel, who, as I have before 
written, have $4,000,000 each, have just 
founded a splendid charity—a home and school 
for orphan boys. They were very desirous of 
baving their connection with the matter con- 
cealed, though of course that was impossible. 
They told a partioular friend and adviser, from 
whom I have it, that their chief reason for 
making the request was that publication would 
result in increasing the volume of the flood of 
begging letters that is constantly flowing in 
upon them. Isaiah V. Williamson, the pictur- 
esque old bachelor with $15,000,000, tells me 
that he receives a bushel of begging letters a 
week. He declares that he never pays at- 
tention to any of them, but I rather suspect 
that he makes an exception now 
and again, for he has a wonderfully good heart 
under his rough exterior and has given away a 
quarter of a million, all quite under the rose. 
Mr. George W. Childa’ morning mail always 
contains ten or fifteen communications from 
people soliciting alms or loans. Those that 
seem to be worthy he puts aside for investiga- 
tion; the rest he destroys, for experience in 
matters of that sort confers in some degree 
the power of distinguishing the good from the 
bad. Of course many of these letters come 
from cranks. One crank correspondent living 
in Lonsdale, an interior town some forty or 
fifty miles from this city, nas been writing Mr. 
Childs every week for more than ten years, and 
the phraseology of his letters never varies. I 
saw one of them the other day. This is what 
it said: 

Mr, Childs, Pitla.—Dean Str: I hope and pray 
you will Loans me fifty thousand dollars at good 
Interest for my Ambition ts to Publish the Appren- 
tices Journal in Phila. it is a good scheme, and you 
wont be sorry for u. A thousand times, I hope. I 
may have an Interview with you this week, for 
sure. I won't be satisfied until you meet me, and 
have a pleasure talk on the subject. please don’t 
forget me. 

The letters, of course, are never answered, 
but still they come every Friday, and will con- 
tinue to do so, I suppose, until the poor crank 
dies. Judge Hare, a relative of Mr. John Hare 
Powell, who had the honor of being elected 
Mayor of Newport without opposition, is an- 
other one of Philadelphia's philanthropists 
whose mail is burdened with letters of wo. He 
has them all looked into, and he keeps two 
servants busy paying rent for poor widows and 
buying clothes for orphan children. He is, of 
course, very wealthy. To go on would be to 
repeat the foregoing of half a hundred men 
and women who have in abundance and give 
munificently; for, whatever we may say as to 
the drawbacks and defects of this dear old 
town, no city can surpass it in the victue of 
almagiving. 

MISS BAYARD’S DEATH. 

The death of Miss Kate Bayard has given « 
shock to Philadelphia society. Her father’s 
bome, Wilmington, is avery short ride from 
town, and, though she generally spent the win- 
ter at her father’s rosidence in Washington, 
she was well known and popular here. She re- 
ceived a large part of her education at a fash- 
jonable school in this city, and she kept up her 
school-day friendships with consistent faitnful- 
ness. The cbaracteristics that made her a 
charming and notable woman marked her 
life as a girl, She was the brightest 
ana most aggressive spirit of her class, orig- 
inal, witty, daring, tender-nearted. She was a 
great favorit with her companions, and her 
popularity was not leesened by the fact that 
the visits of the Secretary of State, then Sena- 
tor Bayard, were frequently made the occasion 
of a half-holiday at the school. The strength 
ot her personality was marked even then, and 
her brothers and sisters came to her for coun- 
sel and followed her suggestions as unquestion- 
ingly as they dia in after life, when, by reason 
of the illness of her mother, she became the 
ieminine head of the household. An intimate 
friend, who had just come from the bright 
creature's funeral, was telling me that the 
death has been a terrible blow to the family, 
especially to the Secretary, who was 
accustomed to counsel with his daugh- 
ter more than men ordinarily do with 
their children, and to give profound considera- 
tion to her advice. The family is full of grit, 
with the strong features and facial lines that 
indicate powers of self-controi. This master- 
ful strength was strikingly shown at the fu- 
neral. Only the occasional twitcliing of the 
muscles round the mouth indicated the depth 
of the 's grief, and the ladies of the 
family who were -present—sisters of the dead 
girl, for Mrs. Bayard’s illness kept her at 
home—had the force of will to restrain their 
tears in the presence of the 200 or more curios- 
pr dg who crowded into the little country 
church.

Miss Cleveland speaks French a little 
and is able to quote German. She quite frigtt- 
ened one of the modest little attacnés of the 

German Legation New Year's, when he was 
bowing low before her, by tossing lightiy to 
bim a quotation from Goethe. The poor young 
man bad gotten entirely by the remaining 
ladies of the line before he recovered suflicient- 
ly to be certain whether she had quoted Ger- 
man or French.

LAMENTABLE DENOUEMENT IN THE CASE 
OF MR. EDGAR HOLMES’ SHIPWRECKED 
PROTEGE. 

The “ancient mariner,“ whose wonderful 
story of shipwreck, privation, and wandering 
was published in yesterday's Taisune, proves 
to be an unmitigated old fraud, as Uluslve as 
the Fly Dutchman.” Mr. Edgar Holmes, 
the life-policy broker, spent ne little trouble 
in telegraphing to the impostor’s alleged home 
at Bast Bennington, Vt., only to receive the 
information that no such person was known iu 
that neighborhood. The old man arrived at 
Mr. Holmes office yesterday morning and en- 
joyed the perusal of bis adventures in the 
morning paper, in happy oblivion of what a 
potent ageney the press is for the exposure of 
fraud. A messenger suddenly appeared, bear- 
ing a letter to Mr. Edgar Holmes from William 
H. King of Kieg & Packard which stated that 
the latter bad read the wonderful story of 
Charles P. Holmes in the morning paper, and 
that there was po doubt hat Holmes was 
identical with a man who had come to his 
office with a similar tale last Thursday asking 
assistance and representing that his name was 
King.“ Old man Holmes was very indig- 
nant at the very suggestion of fraud, and de- 
clared in the most emphatic terms that there 
must be some mistake. The tender-hearted 
Mr. Holmes was almost on the point of restor- 
ing to the old mau his shaken confidence, when 
a second letter arrived from the office of 
Clark & Maynard, publishers, No. 151 Wabaga 
avenue, stating that a man exactly correspond- 
ing in all points with the old sailor’ bed 
tried to work the same dodge upon a Mr. 
C. M. Upton, who has an office with them, 
by representing that his pame was Upton. 
Mr. C. M. Upton arrived almost immediately 
after bis note, and when old man Holmes, alias 
King, alias Upton, was confronted with him, he 
broke down and biubbered like a whipped 
school-boy. He owned that he. was neither 
Holmes, Upton, nor King, but declared that 
the shipwreck and tramp part of his story was 
correct. Only bis age and apparent poverty 
prevented the outraged business-man from 
turning him over to the poliee. When his 
right name was demanded the old man said 
that it was F. S. Downer of Chittenango, N. ., 
and that bis wife, Mrs. Harriet Downer, could 
be found at the same address.

Mr. CANNON, Controller of the Currency, 
has notified the President that, in view of 
his acceptance of the position of Vice-Presi- 
dent of the National Bank of the Republic 
of New York, and for other reasons of a pri- 
vate nature, it will be impossible for him to 
retain his present office after the 81st inst. 


THe money market was dull and un- 
changed. The weekly statement of the New 
York associated banks shows a large increase 
in the reserve. Sterling bills were in fair 
supply. Investment securities were qulet. 
The New York stock market was inactive, 
and prices were lower.—The Chicago produce 
markets were generally weaker, with small 
receipts, especially of hogs, but more are ex- 
pected after the cold wave has passed over. 
Foreign houses were selling wheat here and 
at the East. As compared with Friday pork 
closed 10 cents lower, lard 734 cents lower, 
meats 5 cents lower, wheat 1 cent lower, 
corn & cent lower, oats , cent lower, rye 
cent higher, barley 4 cents lower on No. 
2, and flaxseeds firm. Our receiptsof grain 
last week exceeded the shipments by 20,000 
bushels in wheat and 296,000 bushels in corn. 
The packing of this city since the beginning 
of the present season includes 2,015,000 hogs, 
against 2,021,000 to the same time last year, 
and 1,762,000 to do in 1884, 


Wuen Mr. Vier S. Scribner, during the 
fall of 1884, became a candidate for the office 
of Recorder of Deeds he caused the fact to 
be widely published that he would esteem it 
an honor to receive that nomination, and if 
elected would discharge the duties of the of- 
fice with an eye single to the promotion of 
the public good. He knew at that time pre- 
cisely what the salary attached to the office 
was, and he was aware that the Constitution 
of the State prohibited him from receiving 
any compensation for his services except 
the salary fixed by law.“ He knew, or 
ought to have known, that the Constitution 
required all fees, perquisits, and emolu- 
ments” of the Recorder’s office, above the 
amount of the salary, to be pdid into the 
County Treasury. Let within a year from 
the time that Mr. Scribner was installed in 
office he began to agitate the scheme for 
violating the Constitution, and, under the 
guise of a contract clearly legal in its 
nature, appropriating out of the surplus earn- 
ings of his office $16,666.66 per annum for a 
purpose not authorized by law. We think 
that Mr. Scribner has made a very remarka- 
ble record for one so young in the Recorder’s 
office. If he shall succeed in executing the 


secure he will make himself and his bonds- 
men liable for every penny that he shall take 
out of the surplus earnings of the Recorder’s 
office and devote to the completion of work 
in the abstractdepartment. It has been held 
by many of the best lawyers at our bar—and 
the view is sanctioned in some measure by 
the courts—that the establishment of the ab- 
stract department itself by the County Board 
was ultra vires. Whether this proposition 
can be established or not we do not pretend 
to say, and it is immaterial for the purposes 
of the present discussion; but there is not 
the shadow of a doubt that the appropriation 
of any money out of the earnings of the Re- 
corder’s office to meet expenses incurred in 
the abstract department would be unlawful 
and would involve in direct pecuniary re- 
sponsibility the persons who should use pub- 
lie money in such a way. As the earnings of 
the Recorder’s office cannot be used for this 
purpose, and the surplus of the abstract de- 
partment is something under $4,000 per an- 
num, it is likely that the whole job will be 
knocked in the head when the County Board 
realizes what the nature of it is and how 
clearly it is prohibited by the Constitution 
and laws of the State. 


THE ABSTRACT “JOB” KNOCKED 
OUT. 

The contention which has been made with 
so much vigor on behalf of Recorder Scrib- 
ner that his scheme for extending the county 
abstracts contemplates only the use of the 
surplus earnings of the Recorder’s office will 
the moment it is carefully examined de- 
feat the whole proposition. There is not 
the shadow of a doubt that the County Board 
has no power in law to appropriate the earn- 
ings of the Recorder’s office for any such 
purpose. The Constitution of the State not 
only provides that the only compensation of 
the Recorder shall be a salary fixed by 
law,” but it continues in the following ex- 
plicit terms: 

The salary shall be paid only out of the fees 
of the offce actually collected. All fees, per- 
guisits, and emoluments above the amount of 
said salary shall be paid into the County Treas- 
ury. 

It appears from this that the County Board 
has no discretion to make the contract which 
is proposed by the Recorder. The money 
must be paid into the County Treasury, and 
neither the County Board nor the Legislature 
itself has the power to divert it in any other 
direction. 

The surplus earnings of the Recorder's 
office during the six months ending Dec. 31, 
1885, were $11,283; during the same period 
the earnings of the abstract department were 
$1,924. The accounts of the two depart- 
ments have always been kept séparate, as 
the fact that the abstract department is no 
proper part of the Recorder’s office has been 
universally admitted. By the terms of the 
Constitution of the State, which are explicit 
and mandatory, the surplus earnings of the 
Recorder’s office must be “paid into the 
County Treasury,” and they can only be 
gotten out of there by a specific appropria- 
tion, the legality of which for the purpose 
contemplated would be very doubtful. 

When the case of Brockway vs. Cook Coun- 
ty was before the Appellate Court it was 
contended with a good deal of force that the 
business of making the abstracts was not 
among the duties of the Recorder of Deeds 
required by law, and that the money sued 
for, being a part of the net receipts derived 
from the abstract department, was not part 
of the proper fees, perquisits, and emolu- 
ments” of the Recorder’s office, ** which he 
is bound by law to pay over to the County 
Treasury.” The court sustained this view of 
the case, and if it had not done so it would 
doubtless have held that Brockway was not 
entitled to the additional $1,000 per annum 
which he received for taking care of the ab- 
stracts of title. If Mr. Scribner could force 
through the County Board the contract which 
he has endeavored to secure he would com- 
pel the declaration that the abstract depart- 
ment was really a part of the Recorder's of- 
fice, and by that act he would forfeit the sal- 
ary of $1,000 per annum which he receives 
for taking care of the abstracts, Possibly 
this would be a small matter to the Recorder 
if he could get the $50,000 contract which he 
is after, but if, as seems by no means unlike- 
ly, he should lose both the additional $1,000 
salary and the contract he would be in a very 
serious and unpleasant predicament. 

‘We hope there will be no more nonsense 
in the County Board in connection with this 


proposed appropriation for three years in ad-

SECESSIONISM IN THE OHIO SENATE. 


True to the destructive, rebellious instincts 


of their party, the Democrats in the Ohio 
Senate are trying to coasummate the Hamil- 
ton County election frauds by resorting to 
violent methods. Failing in their attempt to 
coerce Lieut.-Gov. Kennedy into allowing the 
four fraudulent Senators from Hamilton 
County to sit as judges in their own cases 
and vote themselves into office, the Demo- 
crats resorted to secession tactics Friday aft- 
ernoon, and tried to organize a rump Senate 
of their own after the regular body had ad- 
journed. The secession Senate did not at- 
tempt to do any business, and it probably 
intends nothing more serious than to give 
the country an exhibition of character- 
istic Democratic brag and bluster. With 
Foraker in the Governor's office and a Re- 
pubiican majority in the House and in the 
Supreme Court, the rump Senate can only 
make itself ridiculous, Without the codpera- 
tion of the Governor and the House it can 
pass no law. The rebel Senators cannot 
even draw their pay without a certificate 
from the Lieutenant-Governor showing that 


they have earned it by service in the real 


Senate. What do they expect to gain be- 
yond illustrating the ruling passion of the 
Democracy for coercive, violent, and rebell- 
ious doctrines? It is useless even for a Dem- 
ocratic faction to appeal to the rule-or-ruin 
policy when utterly powerless to enforce it. 

The Ohio Democrats thought to crowd in 
the four fraudulent Senators from Hamilton 
County and seize control of the Senate. 
These pretended Senators were not elected 
by the people, and they hold certificates 
based on proved forgery and perjury. By 
means of these spurious certificates they ob- 
tained seats in the Senate, but Lieut.-Gov. 


| Kennedy properly held that they could not 


vote on the issue of their own election nor on 
any preliminary question relating to the 
Hamilton County contest. The Democrats 
sought to deprive the President of the Sen- 
ate of the power to make these decisions by 
changing the rules, but Lieut.-Gov. Kennedy 
held that, as his office was created by the 
Constitution, no legislative order or regula- 
tion could alter his duties or responsibilities. 
Under the Constitution he wis elected 
to preside in the Senate and exercise 
the usual functions of a presiding 
officer, and he therefore refused to 
recognize the lawless “rules” of the 
Democratic faction which attempted to strip 
him of his proper authority. Friday atter- 
noon a minority of the Elections Committee 
reported in favor of taking up the Hamilton 
County contest and proceeding with it in open 
Senate from day to day. On this proposition 
President Kennedy held that the four fraud- 


ulent Senators could not vote, and he accord- 


ingly directed the Clerk not to call their 
names. The Democrats refused to vote, and 


the report of the committee was adopted. A 


motion to reconsider was then voted down, 
and, according to ali the doctrines of parlia- 
mentary law, the Hamilton County contest 
has been taken from the smothering commit- 
tee and is now the daily order of business 
before the Senate, with the fraudulent Sen- 
ators excluded from all right to participate 
in the proceedings. 

When the Democrats found that by the 
vote on the motion to reconsider the question 
was closed and decided against them, they de- 
termined to secede and organize a Senate of 
theirown. Their sole purpose was to keep 
the contest smothered in the committee while 
the fraudulent Senators continued holding 
seats in the Senate, and when balked in th® 
fraudulent scheme their Democratic instincts 
prompted them to make a display of secession- 
ism.

COME BACK T0 STAY. 


The debate in the House Friday on the 
Boutelle resolution calling upon the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for certain information rel- 
ative to the conduct of officials in the Nor- 
folk Navy-Yard was made the occasion for a 
good deal of flamboyant Southern talk, par- 
ticularly on the part of Wise of Virginia, a

F. F. Vs. In his long harangue, however, 


there is but oné point worthy of note. As- 
suming that Mr. Wise is authorized to speak 
for the ex-Rebels—and as no one contra- 
vened his assertions we judge such to be the 
case—we are glad to learn from him that 
they are in the house of their fathers and 
that they have come to stay, though it would 
have been more agreeable had the statement 
been made in a less offensive manner and 
with less of the air of exclusive proprietor- 
ship of the house itself. The occupants of 
the house who have never been away from 
it will be glad they have eome to stay, and 
hope they will never leave again or make 
another effort to tear the house down. At 
the same time, their Intense desire to stay 
and to occupy the whole house from attic 
to cellar, even to the extent of inconven- 
iencing the regular occupants, is so effusive 
as to be absolutely troublesome. The coun- 
try wants them to stay,“ and is glad they 
remember that they are in their father’s 
house; but the zeal they are displaying and 
the clamor they are making about it indicate 
an embarrassment of loyalty that is some- 
what unintelligible to those whose attach- 
ment to the house has never wavered and 
who had to defend it when these same pa- 
triots were trying to destroy it. 

It is always pleasant to welcome back the 
Prodigal Son into the house of his father. 
He will not deny that in this case he has 
been as well treated as the young gentleman 
in the parable after he returned from his 
swinish competition for the husks. He has 
been given the freedom of the house and has 
been arrayed in a new suit. The table has 
been furnished forth with the best in the 
larder for him, the fatted calf has been killed 
for him, and a gold ring has been placed 
upon his finger. After such a display of 
consideration and reconciliation as this it is 
not becoming in him to want the whole house, 
to the exclusion of those who have been 
faithful to it, to expect an entire jewelry 
store will be placed at his disposal for per- 
sonal adornment, or that all the live stock on 
the estate will be sacrificed as a sign of re- 
joicing over his arrival and his decision to 
remain permanently.

They have 
submitted to the indignity of seeing disabled 
Union veterans kicked out of office to make 
room for Southern ex-Rebels or Northern 
Copperheads who kept up the fire in the 
rear. They feel, therefore, that they are 


| entitled to preserve the records of their 


struggle to keep the house intact, and that 
they ought not to be completely overwhelmed 
by the loyalty of those whom they forced 
into it, even if they have come to stay. 
Even loyalty may be oppressive when it is 
carried to such extremes.

Weare glad they are going 
to stay, but as they have waited nearly 
twenty-five years before announcing their 
decision it is not necessary to make so much 
noise about it. 


WHEAT SUPPLIES, 

The London Miller, in its issue of Jan, 4 
has a grain of comfort for the unfortunate 
bulls in wheat. It says in effect that the 
Russian surplus for export appears to be 
about exhausted, and that the magnitude of 
the supplies from India depends to a great 
extent on a crop which has yet to be gathered. 
Hence the United States must be looked to 
for a large part of what is wanted to fill the 
deficiencies of the United Kingdom between 
now and the time of next harvest. Cable ad- 
vices received here late last week do not give 
quite so much promise. They say that con- 
siderable quantities of our wheat will prob- 
ably be wanted, provided itcan be obtained 
at about 31 shillings per quarter; but not 
otherwise, That is equal to 98 cents per 
bushel laid down in those markets, which 
does not leave a very high price here after 
paying the costs of transportation over the 
long land and water route, from Chicago to 
Liverpool and London, 

This assurance may, however, prove to be 
the result of a not very intelligent guess, if 
it be true, as estimated by the Miller, that 
some 70,000,000 bushels will be required 
there in addition to home stocks and quahti- 
ties already headed towards the British Isles, 
The great bulk of the deficit must be drawn 
from the United States, Chili, and India, 
with some room te doubt that the last-named 
country will be so formidable a competitor 
as she was last year. The figures above 
given exceed those which measure the vol- 
ume of our visible supply, and it is difficult 
to see where the reserves of this country, 
not yet in sight, are anything like large 
enough to meet our home wants. Intima- 
tions are heard now and then that the farm- 
ers in some of the winter-wheat sections 
have on hand the grain from three or four 
crops, but the demand by millers in those 
areas at the present time does not bring out 
anything like enough, though it offers to the 
holders in the vicinity a much better price 
than they could obtain by shipping to the sea- 
board, ‘The great difficulty with the market 
just now lies in the fact that con- 
ditions have radically changed during the last 
few years, and more in the last twelve 
months than ever before, The winter wheat 
areas are the only ones which have facilities 
for keeping their wheat out of sight of the 
speculator, and the poverty of the last crop 
left them very little to conceal. The spring 
wheat sections, on the contrary, have facili- 
ties for storing their grain away from the 


‘farm and but small ability to hold it there 


except in the stack, Hence by far the largest 
part of their liberal supply is visible, except 
as it has already disappeared into consump- 
tion. The result of both these conditions is 
that nearly the whole of our last wheat crop 
has come into sight, and much of it did so in 
competition with the surplus from the crop 
of 1884. e. 


A GREAT WRONG REDRESSEZD. 

In the little town of Elk Falls, Kas., there 
is living an aged and feeble woman, Mrs, 
Prudence Philles, who manages to eke out a 
seanty living by running a little farm on 
shares. Fifty years ago this unknown and 
forgotten woman created a sensation in New 
England and throughout the whole country 
by her efforts in the cause of humanity. In 
1832 Miss Prudence Crandall, a member of 
the Society of Friends, was living in Canter- 
buty, Conn., where she taught in a school 
for young ladies, of which she was the pro- 
prietor. She admitted to this school a young 
colored girl who was anxious to obtain an 
education so that she might teach her own 
race. Canterbury was a Democratic village 
and consequently was roused by this outrage. 
To avoid the supposed contamination of the 
white children, which was so much feared 
by the people, she changed her school into 
one for colored children alone. This did not 
suit the Democrats of that day, who were 
opposed to the education of colored children 
at all. A Democratic indignation meeting 
was held. Some of her friends appeared in 
her behalf, but they were not allowed to 
speak, 

The young Quakeress, however, persevered 
in her efforts to carry out her plans, and the 
school rapidly filled up. Unable to drive 
her away, to daunt her by social persecution, 
or terrify her by menace, they went to the 
Legislature and obtained the passage of a 
law making it a crime for any person to open 
a school for colored children without the con-

was unable toagree. A second trial was had 
and she was found guilty, but the case was 
appealed by her friends, and the court 


ordered it quashed on an informality. The 


one night in September, 1834, smashed the 
doors and windows, and left it untenantable, 
whereupon her friends advised her to dis- 
continue her work. She subsequently mar- 
ried a Baptist clergyman, and upon his death 
went to live with relatives, and finally 
located at Elk Fails, Kas., where she is now 
living upon a meagre income derived from a 
little farm. 

Her circumstahees having recently become 
known. to the people of Canterbury, almost 
the entire population of the place, including 
the sons and daughters of those who perse- 
cuted her, have joined in a petition to the 
Legislature setting forth that ‘‘she stands on 
the records of the courts as a convicted crim- 
inal for the offense of teaching colored girls 
to read and has suffered unnumbered out- 
rages in person and property fora benevolent 
work that now, to its great honor, the Gen- 
eral Government itself is engaged in.” They 
petition further that the Legislature shall 
order the record of her conviction expunged 
from the court records and vote $1,500 or 
$2,000 for her support during her few re- 
maining years. The people themselves pro- 
pose to still further enlarge this amount and 
to make other reparation to the brave Quaker 
lady for what she suffered. Time brings 
about its revenges as the world progresses, 
though those who have been persecuted for 
humanity’s sake do not always live to see 
themselves vindicated or enjoy the satisfac- 
tion of compensation. In this instance it 
must be specially gratifying to the heroic old 
lady that the immediate descendants of those 
who persecuted her were the first to come 
forward to her relief and undo, so far as they 
could, the effects of their fathers’ bigotry and 
cruelty. Thus the mission of her life was 
notin vain. She. has lived to see it recog- 
nized and her own moral heroism vindicated. 


THE LOWELL BANKRUPTCY BILL. 

Some time ago a committee of the Citi- 
zens’ Association of Chicago, appointed to 
consider the matter of a uniform bankruptcy 
law, took strong ground against the so-called 
Lowell bill which is now pending in Con- 
gress. The objections were well taken, and 
have not since been answered. The Lowell 
bill is being strongly agitated in Congress in 
the interest of insolvent traders anxious to 
take advantage of its provisions, and, of 
course, bankruptcy lawyers, assignees, regis- 
ters, ete., are clamorous for its enactment, 
and the general public is left to suppose 
that, as the measure has been dubbed with 
an imposing title, it must be a great and 
radical improvement over the old law. 
In truth, it is the old act re- 
vamped and put in a new form. 
Trustees and commigsioners take the plas of 
the familiar assignees and registers, while 
the act creates several new ornamental offices 
with fees attached. There is to be a new 
officer called a supervisor, and the court of 
creditors may appoint a committee of direc- 
tion, The act is liberal in providing fees, 
percentages, office rent, clerk hire, ete., and 
will enable bankruptcy lawyers to secure 
pickings for dependents and relatives pre- 
cisely as was done under the old system. 
The creation of an advisory committee ap- 
pears to be a good idea, but there is no rea- 
son to believe that the committeemen will not 
be selected by the attorneys or ‘* petitioning 
creditors” in the same manner that assignees 
were appointed under the old law. It is un- 
reasonable to suppose that such an act will 
reduce costs, 

The composition features of the Lowell 
bill promise little if any improvement over 
the old system. Up to 1874 the old &ct re- 
quired all insolvent debtors to pay at least 30 
cents on the dollar; and when it was amended 
so as to permit the release of involuntary 
bankrupts without discharging any portion 
of their debts the law became so obnoxious 
that there was a general demand for its re- 
peal, The present bill retains this feature, 
and permits, bankrupts to be discharged with- 
out paying a single dividend, Under the old 
law a bankrupt could not secure a second dis- 
charge without paying 70 cents on the dollar; 
but the Lowell bill repeals this restriction 
and enables the insolvent trader to secure 
discharges as often as he can secure the con- 
sent of confiding creditors, Under the 
old act a debtor making a preference 
before going into bankruptcy was denied 
a discharge in cases where the evidence was 
conclusive, but the new bill greatly modifies 
this requirement, and aunuls it altogether 
where the preference is restored to the as- 
signee.” ‘The preterence always being made 
in favor of a special friend, that person 
would certainly be willing to restore it to 
the assignee” in case of an emergency. 
Thus, under the Lowell bill, the only dan- 
ger in making a preference is in being caught 
at it, and even then there is a clear way out. 
The law does not appear to concern itself 
with-any such matters as conserving and sus- 
taining commercial morality. It is designed 
for the relief of bankrupts, and extends its 
benefits to them without much regard 
to their honesty, and holds out even 
stronger temptations than the old 
law for rascally traders to dodge 
their debts and „pass through the Bank- 
ruptey Court to meet their assets on the 
other side. The new English Bankrupt 
act tends in just the opposit direction, and 
aims to punish frauds, breaches of trust, and 
unjustifiable extravagance, while at the same 
time it affords inducements for the insolvent 
trader to stop business when he finds himself 
in a failing condition. This is the kind of 
legislation demanded in the United States. 
A uniform bankrupt Jaw is needed; but it 
should not be one tending to restore the con- 
dition of things which prevailed under the 
act of 1867—a measure which became so in- 
tolerable in its working that its repeal was 
absolutely demanded.

From our esteemed contemporary, the 
Boston Advertiser, we learn that a meeting of 
the Boston Society of Natural History was 
held last Wednesday evening, and that particu- 
lar attention was paid to the mesozoic cock- 
roach, The President of the society read a 
paper on this interesting subject, and also 
made reference to former comments of his on 
the cockroach of the paleozoic age. His inves- 
tigations, he said, were pursued chiefly by a 
study of the fore wings. His conclusion was 
that the mesozoic cockroaches were but about 
half the size on the average of the paleozoic. 
The cockroach of today averages larger than 
the mesozoics but smaller than the paleozoics. 
The mesozoics more nearly resemble those of 
today in other respects. The paieozoics bad 
always five veins in their wmgs. The modern 
insect has at least one less than that. He said 
that at the present time there are known about 
500 species of cockroaches. One-half the 
paleozoic insects which have been found are 
cockroaches. The discussion throughout was 
of the most thoughtful nature and altogether 
a credit to Boston culture. It is possible that 
the learned President was mistaken in saying 
that there were but 500 varieties of 
cockroach—there are hotelkeepers in Chicago 
ready to swear that there are 1,000—bDut 
in a general way the cockroach, especially the 
mesozolc cockroach, was well handled. We 
could have wished that the learned President 
of the society had touched another phase of 
the cockroach question in his paper and had 
mentioned the variety of insect powder which, 
in his opinion, most rapidly doubles up the 
insect, but naturally in a single evening all 
features of such a subject could not be treated. 
Besides, the mesozoic cockroach is, we under- 
stand, now dead, and the argument was, there- 
fore, to some extent, in the nature of a funeral 


oration. It is a comfort to reflect that the 
cockroach cult is fairly taken up. We can 
still count on Boston in an emergency, while

tell a mesozoic cockroach from a clam of 1886.

THE LATEST POOL. 

CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 23.—What purports to 
be the agreement made by the General Passen- 
ger Agents at their meeting here this week, 
and which is to be submitted to the General 
Managers for approval, is published here this 
morning. Its general purpose and features 
are thus given: 


This association is formed for the purpose of a 
convenient and economical transaction of passen- 
ger business, the maintenance of agreed tariffs, and 
for the prevention of ruinous competition and un- 
just discrimination. The organization thus made is 
to be entitled The Central Traffic Association and 
Passenger Committee.“ 

Earnings to be divided as follows: A sum equal 
to the constructive gross earnings of the company 
or lines accruing west of the western terminus of 
the trunk lineg from ali the passenger business 
{except imm ts) transported between all 
points hereinafter described, compated at full and 
uniform tariff rates, shall be divided between the 
parties to this compact in the proportion which 
may be agreed upon, or, in case of failure to 
agree, which may be finally decided by arbitration 
under the rules of this semmittee: it be- 
ing understood by the committee that special fares 
for special occasions which may be authorized by 
this committee shall be reported for division at 
the special fare authorized; but such differential 
fares as may be authorized, made tor the purpose 
of diversion Of traffic to a particular line, shall be 
computed at full tariff in the division ot earn- 
ings between the companies or lines in the com- 
mittee. 

The business to be divided between the parties 
to the new agreement is that between the West- 
ern termini of the trunk mines and Chicago, St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, Louisville, Indiapapolis, Logans- 
port, Fort Wayne, Lafayette, Bloomington, III., 
Cleveland, Toledo, Colambus, Dayton, Springfield, 
O., Detroit, Mich., and points beyond via either of 
the above-uamed cities and between such other 
points as may be agreed upon. 

The volume of the traffic is to be divided among 
the parties to the agreement as far as practicable 
in such proportion as will enable each line to earn 

its alloted proportion of the receipts. 

Regarding the diversion of traffic, the agreement 

that companies or lines or parties there- 
te har Connections or routes for passenger 
traffic not Covered Dy the terms of the agreement. 
bat which compete for traffic which may be trans- 
ported by routes, parties to the agreement shall 
not take any measures to divert the traffic to such 
outside conpections or routes, but shall use all 
proper and reaseuabie means to protect and in- 
crease the aggregate earnings to be divided under 
the terms of the agreement. 

The agreement provides for a Chairman of the 
Passenger Committee, who shal! als@ act as Secre- 
tary. 

Whenever any question arises regarding the pro- 
portion to be enjoyed by each company or line un- 
Ger the agreement for the division of passenger 
business concerning which the interested parties 
cannot agree, it shall, upon the application of 
either of them, be submitted to the arbitrator under 
the rules provided for such cases. 

The matter of digerentials is left almost wholly 
to the judgment of the Chairman. The Chairman 
also has complete controi of commissions for 
ticket agents, reduced fares, rebates, etc., to in- 
fluence through passenger business.

The property-holders and residents of the 
northwestern partof the Fourteenth Ward 
have been for some time suffering from the 
bad coadiuon of that part of the city and now 
they intend agitating the subject. A club for 
that purpose was formed two weeks ago and 
called itself the General Improvement Club. 
The houses out there have been increasing 
rapidiy, and the improvements required have 
not kept pace with the increase in populatica. 
The people heretofore have been too lazy 
to stir the matter up, but they have 
now resolved to stand it no longer. It is an 
outrage, they say, the way the sidewalks have 
been neglected. During the summer there is 
an offensive smell trom the ditches in the 
neighborhood, and the lampe are not numer- 
ous enough to light the neighborhood. On the 
south side of Milwaukee avenue there isa 
large tract of land, from Robey street to West- 
ern avenue, without a road or path across. In 
order to get to Humboldt or Wicker Park one 
has to make a circuit of about a mile This 
the citizens want subdivided. The fire-alarm 
boxes are few, and in some instances they can- 
not be reached except by crossing a big ditch, 

The club held a meeting last night at Wen- 
del's Hall, No. 1497 Milwaukee avenue. A 
committee was appointed to see the Aldermen 
of the ward about improvements in Holstein 
Park. There will be another meeting next 
Saturday night, when a larger attendance of 
property-holders is expected. One of the 
members said it was surprising how 
their requests for improvements bad 
been ignored. He said be bad 
notified the Board of Health on several occa- 
sions to remove the dead remains of animals 
on the streets, but he never yet got any 
answer, and the carcasses remained until some 
of the residents carted them away. *‘We wish 
to complain, he added, of the depot the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Read has out here. It is 
in a terrible condition. You can see boys and 
women going to the depot with lanterns to es- 
cort their fathers or husbands home. We 80 
dom see a policeman up this way either.“ 


FREE BREAD. 

The dry-goods firm of C. W. and E. Pardridge, 
at Nos. 112, 114 and 116 State street, have ro- 
sumed their charitable custom of giving away 
bread to the poor, only on a much larger scale 
than ever before. A contract bas been let to 
furnish them daily with 500 loaves of fresh 
white bread. This number will be divided, and 
part sent to St. Paul's Church, on the north- 
west corner of Washington boulevard and Car- | 
penter street; part to Christ Ch rob, corner of 
Michigan avenue and Twenty-fourth street, 
through the heip of Mr. Moody, who lives near 
by on Michigan avenue; the ro- 
mainder left at some central place down-town, 
where itcan be obtained by the poor and needy 
on applying at its store. Mr. Pincus, the 
manager, now mam arrangements 
for some point of distribution in 
the northern party of the city. 
The bread will be ready to be given away at 
the churches about noon every day, beginning 
Monday, and by applying at the store any 
time throughout the day peopie will be direct- 
ed by the usber at the door where they can ob- 
tain it. Mr. Pincus said their object in doing 
this was to help relieve the poor through the 
whole city, and if 500 loaves a day were not 
enough they would increase the number to a 
thousand.

SUNDERING MARRIAGE TIES. 

A HUSBAND RELIBVED OF A WIFE WITH A 
PASSION FOR SKATING-RINKS—MISCELLA- 
NEOUS COURT ITEMS. 

The divorce cases beard yesterday were com- 
paratively few and very uninteresting. The 
principal one before Judge Tuley—that of 
George Page against Luelia J. Page—was based 
principally on skating-riak flirtations The 
parties were married in July, 1874, but the 
wife developed a mania for skating-rinks. 
After some time the husband found a package 
of letters in his wife's room which explained 
her fondness for rinks and caused him te order 
her out of the house.

Caroline Rantzenkranz had searched in 
vain for ter Heinrich, but instead of pining for 
him she sought relief in the divorce court. He 
left Hamburg for America ia 1881, intending to 
come to Chicago, where he hoped to escape 
from the bitter poverty of bis Old Worid lite.

2; saloons closed, 6; fines imposed, $877. The 
league was Organized in 1881, when the popula- 
tion was 23,000. In 1885 the population was 60,000, 
an increase of 37,000—160 per cent. In 1881 
the number of saloons was 265, against 201 in 
1885, a decrease of 64. In 1881 the number of 
people to one saloon was 87 to 298% in 1885. 
In 1881 there were 1,816 arrests and in 1885 
1,811. In 1881 the drunken arrests were 618. 
and in 1885 only 895. The police records show 
a gradual decrease of arrests since 1881. In 
1881 Captain of Police John W. Sweeney stated 
that of all the arrests for drunkenness 25 per 
cent were minors, and that from July I. 1883, 
to July 1, 1885, a period of two years, only three 
minors were arrested for drunkenness, and of 
this number two were girls from Chicago. Had 
the saloons and arrests increased from 1882 to 
the present time in proportion to the increase 
of the population the report would have been 
691 saloons and 4,787 arrests, inetead of 201 
saloons and 1,816 arrests. For tne last seven- 
teen months the league has received $1,830 in 
subscriptions, while the expenses amounted to 
$1,816. The league is in an excellent financial 
condition.

CATCHING AN ALLIGATOR,

THE HABITUAL-CRIMINAL J ACT 


It Is Said that but Little Attention Is 
Being Paid to Its Enforce- 
ment. 


— 


Jourer, II., Jan. 28.— [Special.] —Four as 
hard-looking criminals as ever struck Joliet 
were gathered in out of the cold this morning 
and placed behind the bars of the Joliet Prison 
by Sheriff Berry ot Peoria. James Harding, 
alias Cottman, a third-termer, has three years; 
Leopold Wappich, alias William Etwmger, an- 
other third-termer, has two years; George 
Lebo, a second-termer, bas two years; and 
Harvey Golden, also a second-termer, two 
years. Aliof the above were convicted of 
burglary. Harding served bis first term of 
two years from Bloomington in 1881, and came 
back from Peoria for bis second term of two 
years in 1883. Wappich graduated from the 
Poutiac Reform School, where be served five 
years, and in 1881 was sent up from 
Peoria under the name of James Martin 
for a year. In March, 1882, he was again sent 
to prison, convicted Of four of burg- 
lary, and served four years. Lebo served his 
first term from Peoria in 1883—two years for 
larceny. Golden is a Chicago thief, who served 
his first term from that city in 1879 under the 
name of Henry Hamiiton—three years for lar- 
ceny y- 

The Habitual Criminals act does not cut any 
figure in the Peoria courts—in fact, no atten- 
tion ig paid to the new law at any point in the 
State outside of Chicago. The law was passed 
in June, 1883, and went into force July I of the 
same year. The law provides that when any 
persou, upon being brought to trial for burg- 
lary, grand larceny, borse-stealing, robbery, 
forgery, or counterfeiting, shall be shown to 
have deen convicted before for any one of 
these offenses since the passage of the law, and 
shail again be found guilty, beshall be sentenced 
to the full term provided for the punishment of 
the offense for which he was t convicted. 
If the first crime committed should be grand 
larceny; then the sentence would be ten years 
and the jury’s addition thereto, whatever it 
might be—ten years being the extrenie penalty 
for grand larceny. In a cage of horse-stealing 
it would be twenty years; burglary, twenty 
years; forgery or couuterfeiting, fourteen 
yeurs, except in the case of forging or counter- 
feiting bank bills, when the sentence would be 
twenty years. The number of criminals who 
have been convicted under the provisions of 
the Habitual Criminals act and who are now 
in the prison serving weir sentences is twenty 
from Chicago and one frum Will County. This 
includes all who bave been sentenced under 
the Habitual Criminais act sinee it went into 
effect, or only about 8 per cent of the habitual 
criminals who have been sent back to prison 
for crimes committed since that date. Eighty- 
three came back for their second term, fiity- 
five for their third term, thirteen for their 
fourth term, wine for their fifth term, 
and one for his sixth term. For the same 
length of time ending July 1. 1888—previous to 
the date the act became a law—the recommit- 
ment of habitual criminals at the Joliet Prison 
was as follows: Two hundred and twelve for 
their second term, fifty-mgbt for the third 
time, ten for the fourth time, five for the fifth 
time, ana five fer the sixth time. - Thus it will 


. be seen that, with the exception of in the City 


of Chicago, the Habitual Criminais act does 
not bave many terrors for the average — *. 
sional thief when he confines his operations to 
the State outside of Chicago. It was supposed 
that when the Habitual Criminals act became 
a law it would strike the ‘old-timers’ with 
dismay, and that it would have a most salutary 
effect in the suppression of crime and be the 
means of driving the most dangerous of the 
crimigalt ‘class from the State, as two 
convictions after the act once became 
a law would fill in the aver- 
age life of an ordinary burgiar. 
Less than 15 per cent of the professional or 
habitual criminals who have been sent to the 
prison from Cook County since the Habitual 
Criminals act was passed Were convicted and 
sentenced under that law. Out of 138 ex-con- 
viots sent from Chicago since the law came 
into force, ninety-one were down for their sec- 
ond term, thirty for the third time, eleven for 
the fourth time, five for the Gfth time, and one 
for bis sixth time, 

The maaner in which the Habitual Criminals 
act may be perverted by corrupt detectives is 
clearly illustrated in the cases of some un- 
fortunate prisoners who have been doomed to 
twenty years’ imprisonment because they bap- 
pened to be sent down for their second offense, 
While more dangerous characters, who have 
served four, five, and six terms, are, through 
the influence ot arresting officers, let off on 
sentences of from one to three years, when, if 
the officers in the efise had testified to the fact 
of their having deen tn tie penitentiary Tour 
or five times before, such characters 
would have been indicted and convict- 
ed under the law that was especially 
intended for them. Out ot a list of twenty- 
one prisopers serving twenty-year sentences 
under the Habitual Criminals act for their sec- 
ond offense fourteen of them are under 30 
years of age. It must be that the old-time and 
more dangerous thieves bave some sort of an 
understanding witb the fly coppers,” while 
the younger and less experienced ones are 
“settied’’ twenty years for a second offense 
because it is convenient for the officers to 
bave them indicted as habitual criminals. It 
is an established fact that many of the old- 
time thieves belong to a ring, or have friends 
that can command influence, and frequently 
the latter can make it an object for the detect- 
ive not toremember too much regarding a 
crook’s record when the time comes for having 
the crook indicted for whatever crime he may 
be arrested for. The Habitual Criminals act 
was adopted for the better protection of the 
community from thieves, but so far it has al- 
most entirely failed in its object, and it would 
be better by far to repeal it than to have it 
operate as it does now. 


THE POSTMAN ON WALKING, 


RULES FOR GETTING ALONG IN SLIPPERY 
WEATHER—STRADDL®E AND BEWARE OF 
YOUR HEELS. 

New York Sun: All but doctors and men 
who sell liniment will be glad to read the ad- 
vice that follows about the proper way to walk 
in these slippery times. The advice came 


from a very old postman, jogging home from 
his daily rounds; 

*You’ve seen postmen climbing up front 
steps, diving into basements, and scooting 
across streets in the slipperiest kind of 
weather,” the old man said, but I’m gure you 
never saw a postman fall down, unless he was 
very young and inexperienced, Walkmg, you 
see, is the most important part of a postman’s 
duty, next to ringing door-belis so as to bring 
the girl on the first ring. I can tell you in two 
minutes how to walk; and if you remember 
what I say you will never tall any more. 

In the first place, you must go along with 
your feet pretty far apart. That is one im- 
portant thing. Most persons walk with their 
feet close together—very close. That's all right 
in summer, but in winter it's all wrong. Your 
foot is likely to land on a round piéce of ice or 
snow and slip sideways toward the other foot, 
which is going along all richt. If your feet 
are close together, nine times out of ten 
the one that slips will knock the other 
from under you, and down you go. If it 
doesn’t it will get. sothoroughly mixed up 
with it that your ankles will cur! all together, 
just like grapevines, and before you can get 
them straitened out, down you go anyhow. If 
your feet are well apart, as they strould be, 
you have time to think, reflect, and get ready 
before the crash comes, and perhaps save a 
bone. Another important thing is to land 
weil on the ball of the foot when you walk. If 
you can’t get the ball of your foot down first, 
bring it down just as soon as you do the heel, 
anyhow. Come down flatfooted. That isn’ t 
fancy beel-and-toe walking, but it’s business, 
and it's safer. And this is why. You may 
slip and fall a million times, and every time, if 
you notice anything, 
was your heel that slipped, and not the ball ot 
your foot. It is always the heel that Slips. J 
don't know why, unless it is that the sole of 
the shoe, being broader, gets a firmer hold. 

These two rules, if you follow them out care- 
fully, will save you the price of a good many 
bot ties of arniea. There are some others, but 
they are not so important. One is always to 
keep the body limber as you go along: Keep 
the legs limber at the knees, too. It is always 
a stiff, dignified sort of a man that goes down, 
because he holds himself so that be is not pro- 
pared to lean quickly one way or the other and

Tam many- is no longer an absolute politio- 
al monarchy. Its government is based on 
the Swiss system. The Chairmen of the At 
sembiy District General Committees meet once 
a week. Philip Henry Dugro, an ex-Congress- 
man and a young man of Knickerbocker 


lineage and highly respectable in cbar- 
acter, presides. He has snapping Diack 
eyes and a weak voice. The twenty-fourjdis 
trict leaders at the weekly meetings parce! out 
the patronage in the county offices and arrange 
the business of the General Committee, which 
meets once a month. Commissioner Croker, 
Huet J. Grant, and John Scannell are said to 
be the triumvirate whe keep the twenty-four 
leaders in band. Croker is the Octavius, Scan- 
neli the Maro Antony, and Grant the Lepidus 
ot this triumvirate. If one of the district 
leaders proves refractory his district commit- 
tee is mined and he is blown sky high. He in- 
variably finds it to his personal interest to 
. coincide with the plans of the triumvirate. 
When necessary the triumvirate backs up & 
leader in his fight in the primaries, as was the 
case with Col. Wood, whose committee was de- 
clared elected in the Twenty-fourth District on 
ga poll of thirty-odd baliots. . The ballot-box 
was carried off after these votes were cast, and 
dundreds of Democrats opposed to Wood had 
no opportunity to vote. But bis committee 
was recognized by Tammany Hall through the 
manipulation of the undisputed district ieaders. 
To cover their work the district leaders have 
reflected John Kelly Chairman of the General 
Committee, despite his illness, and te 
strengthen themselves in the Tammany snci- 
ety, which has control of the Tammany Buiid- 
ing, they are initiating seventy new members 
at the beginning of each week. Of course the 
district leaders have it in their power at any 
time to down the triumvirate, but as long as 
each bas his sbare of the patronage it is fair to 
assume that he will be submissive. The new 
order of things seems to be more Democratic 
than tne one-man power of last year. It brings 
the power of control closer to the people and 
prevents the continual sloughing that 
brought the party to its knees under 
John Kelly’s management. Charles E. Loew, 
who filled Kelly’s place last fall, was deposed 
Trom the nominal leadership this year because 
his brother, the Controller, bas given Tamma- 
ny no patronage in his office in fulfiliment of 
an agreement last fall. Charles R. Loew re- 
fused to head a district committee and to ap- 
pear in the Council of Twenty-four after bis 
deposition, and he has probably ped out 
of politics for good. 
The eifect of this new mode ot political gev- 
ernment will probabiy be shown at the next 
State Convention.

The free-trade 
Democrats declare that they are much stronger 
than in the last Congress, and that a measure 
if possible more radical than the horizontal. 
bill will pass the House. But unprejudiced 
observers do not share this view. Some of the 
Southern members with protection leanings 
bave been citing Randolph Tucker's refusal to 
run for Congress again as evidence that they 
are gaining strength. Tucker's desire to retire 
to private life, they deciare, is not entirely vol- 
untary. While be bas been talking radical free 
trade in Congress, they say, bis Virginia con- 
stituents have been imbibing protection doc- 
trines and pow want a representative in sym- 
pathy with their altered views.

It w.il be very difficult 
to find the right man, as the 
salary—$5,000 as Controller and $1,000 as Com- 
missioner of the Freedmen’s Savings & Trust 
Com pany—is so small that it is no inducement 
to men mow holding good positions to relin- 
quish them if they are influenced by pecuniary 
eonsiderations. The Controller is prohibited 
by law from holding any bank stock or being 
in any way connecied with any bankiug insti- 
tution—another obstacle in the way of filiing 
the place. It is probable that the appointment 
will go to Pennsylvania or to the Southwest. 
It is certain that no New York man will get it. 
The Administration considers there are enough 
New York men connected with the Treasury, 
and to appoint anotber one in a position of so 
much importance may ‘ead to the criticism 
that Wall street had too much influence in 
Washington.

At a recent meeting of the Committee on La- 
bor of the House of Representatives state 
ments were made that the spirit of the Richt- 
Hour law was being openly violated, ignored, 
or evaded in certain of the Government de- 
partments, and Chairman O' Neill was empow- 
ered to present to the House a resolution of 
inquiry directed to the various Secretaries ask- 
ing in direct terms whether the law was being 
enforced by them. Pending the introduction 
of the resolution Mr. O'Neill sought an audi- 
ence with the President, which was granted 
this afternoon and lasted for over an hour. On 
the matter of the Rigbt-Hour law the President 
said: “I believe that the law isa sound one 
and a good one, and that it should be enforced 
to the letter. I have no information ro- 
wardimg instances of its violation or 
evasion, but if such instances are 
presented to me I will see that the abuse is 
remedied and the full spirit of the law is en- 
forced, which I understand to be to pay work- 
men in the Government’ employ for eight 
bours’ work daily what 1s paid outside of the 
Government employ for a full days work. 
The Government cannot afford to set the ex- 
ample of non-enforcement and non-ob- 
servance of its own enact ments.“ The Presi- 
Gent further said: “I appreciate the 
effect upon the mechanics of the country of 
the constantly-increasing use of labor-saving 
machinery, and I can think of no more prac 
tical relief for the unemployed surplus labor 
than the occupation by it of the public 
lands. I do not hesitate to say that 1 
am heartily in favor of any feasible 
plan for the encouragement and assist- 
ance of prospective American settiers upon 
the public domain by the General Govern- 
ment. In this connection the President ex- 
pressed some very radical views upon the sub- 
ject of the occupation of vast tracts of public 
land by foreign capitalista. The President 
seemed desirous of .impressing upon Mr. 
O'Neill his willingness to heartily codperate 
with Congress in any effort it may make to 
elevate the working class and improve the s0- 
cial condition of the bread- winners.

GREAT CATHULIC UNIVERSITY. 


PLANNING FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
THE INSTITUTION Miss CALDWELL OF 
BALTIMORE LEFT $300,000 TOWARDS THE 
ENDOWMENT OF. 

During the week a circular bas been issued 
invitmmg Catholics of the West to a conference 
at the Grand Pacific Wednesday next to discuss 
the question of the Catholic university soon to 
be established at Washington. A _ leading 
Catholic spoke as follows concerning the sub- 
ject: “Miss Mary Gwendolen Caldweil, a 
Catholic lady of Baltimore, Md., made a grant 
of $300,000 for the purpose of founding «a 
Catholic university in the United States, and 
has ‘committed to the Church in America’ the 
work of accowplishing this purpose, which 
‘the enlightened minds among us [Catholics| 
have lung and ardently desired.’ The ‘Third 
Plenary Council of Baltimore’ bas accepted 
Miss Caldwell’s grant and bas recom- 
mended that it be supplemented by the 
feith in America. 4 Univere:ty Board 
has already been formed with this object 
in view. The members are Archbishops Gib- 
bon of Baltimore, Corrigan of New York, 
Ryan of Polladelphia, Heiss of Milwaukee, 
Williams of Boston; Bishops Ireland of St. 
Paul, Spalding of Peoria, Keane of Richmond, 
Va., Marty of Dakota; Mgrs. Foley of HBalti- 
more, Farley of New York; Father Chapelle of 
Washington, Father Lee of Baltimore: Messrs. 
Eugene Kelly of Washington, Michael Jenkins 
of Baltimore, B. N. Ferren ot Philadelphia, and 
Thomas Wageeman of Washington. This board 
bas already secured sixty-five acres of land at 
the bead of Lincoln avenue, opposit the east- 
ern gate of the Soldiers’ Home, in Washington, 
as the site for the university. The money de- 
vised by Mies Caldwell bas already been turned 
over in trust for the purpose. Miss Caldwell's 
grant, bowever, is not sufficient, and wealthy 
Catholics throughout the country are to be ap- 
peaied to to supplement ber munificent dona 
tion. In the meantime it is the intendon to 
erect the college and open it with facuities of 
philosophy and theology, to which in due course 
all the other faculties needed to constitute a 
true university will be added.“ 

The promoters of this scheme are aggressive 
and progressive men. They bold to the Chris- 
tian idea of education, but accept the modern 
ideas on that suiject. They insist on baving 
the best Catholic talent that can be bad. They 
‘ yin ac reular iesued by them that “some of 
tus chairs of the faculties of philosophy and 
theology will, of course, be filled by priests, 
and for such chairs it is thougbt that an en- 
dowment of $50,000 each will be sufficient. 
Others will be fliled by laymen, and the endow- 
ment of these is fixed at $100,000 each.“ 

In addition the board thinks it advisable that 
“in addition to the endowment of chairs, a 
number of bourses, $56,000 each, should be 
founded, so that students of talent may not, 
through lack of means, be prevented from re- 
ceiving the dest mental training.’’ The board 
bas no doubt that the united energies ot 8,000,- 
000 Catholics will be equal to sustaining the ef- 
fort to establish this university and carrying it 
to success. 

No attempt will be made to interfere with 
the work of provincial coileges, but itis felt 
that the Catholics of America are lacking in an 
institution which can vompare with Tale. Har- 
vard, and Michigan University. There ure 
many excellent institutions of jearning like the 
Notre Dame College at South Bend, Ind., and 
that at Fordbam, but they do not come up to 
the mark. Progressive Catholics insist on a 
university which sball be a great educational 
centre of Catholic intelligence and intiuence. 
It is apparently the object of Bishops Ireland, 
Spaiding, and their associates to establish at 
Washington a counterpart of the Irish Catholic 
University as it existed under Dr. (now Cardi- 
nal) Newman, to piace in the Professors’ chairs 
men of equal emiuence with the best men of 

Oxford, Cambridge, Heidelberg, Tale, and 
Harvard—men like St. George Nivart, Prot. 
Anderdon, Drs. Windhorst, Maguire, Vaughan, 
and others. There will be no attempt to resort 
to the medieval system of education. 

Ali the various phases of the university 
question will be discussed at the meeting next 
Wednesday. Bishops Ireland and Spaiding are 
recognized as among the ablest, most zeaious, 
most devoted, and most scholarly churchmen 
of America. In presenting the university 
question tothe Catholic people of Chicago 
they have the approval of the Archbishop of 
the Chicago Archdiocese and the support of all 
public-spirited Catholics.

CHIT-CHAT BY CABLE. 


A Faithless Wife Causes the Usual 


Sanguinary Affair at the 
French Capital. 


Troubles in the Land of the Czar—A 
Budget of News from 
Berlin. 


Music and the Drama—Interesting Small 
Talk from Across the 
Water. 


Lowpor, Jan. 28.—[Via Mackay-Benvett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. — The eleventh murder of 
the week in Paris was enacted under the most 
dramatic circumstances last nicht on the Bou- 
leyard du Temple in the presence of thousands 
ot Parisians wending their way tbomeward 
after the close of the theatres. M. de Ver- 
neuil, 30 years old, a salesman in & commercial 
house in Paris, had been apprised by anony- 
mous letters of his wife’s infidelity with a mu- 
sician who played the drum in the orobestra of 
the Cirque d’Hiver. The injured husband 
tracked the guilty couple to the circus and pa- 
tiently laidinambush for them in the gateway 
of a house, No. 21 Boulevard du Temple At 
12:30 the lovers approached, walking slowly, 
arm in arm. M. de Verneull Sprang lke a 
tiger from the gateway, and stood an instant 
with a closed umbrella in bis left band, giaring 
at them. In another instant be drew from the 
folds af the umbrella an old-fasbioned rapier 
and plunged it through the musician's chests 
Mme. de Verneuii surieked in terror. M. de 
Ver neull instantly made a lunge at his wife's 
heart, but only managed to inflict a wound ia 
the arm, ripping the flesh through to the bone. 
M. de Verneuil then clatched his wife by the 
hair and had adjusted the point of the rapier 
over her heart, when one of the spectators— 
M. Charrier, a bouse-decorator—remonstrated 
and attempted to save the woman's life and 
shouted: “ Asses! Asses!“ The infuriated 
husband at once struck M. Charrier a 
terrible blow on the right eye, knock- 
ing bim senseless. The interruption, 
however, proved sufficient to enable Mme. de 
Verneuil to escape. The musician was lifted 
into a neighboring druggist’s, where he died of 
internal hemorrhage twenty-three minutes 
after receiving the rapier-thrust. M. de Ver- 
neull made no attempt to escape. He surren- 
dered himself to the Commissiéner of Police, 
and remarked, with a smile: Iooly regret 
that my attempt to kill my wife was not as 
successful as my attempt to il her para- 
mour.“ 


THE LAND OF THE CZAR. 

St. Petersburg advices say: Snow and rain 
combined are working havoc with Southern 
Russia, causing grave apprehensions lest the 
early wheat crops should be ruined. This is ail 
the more discouraging to the Udessa merchants 
from the fact that they bave lately been ex- 
tremely prosperous. Nearly 1,000 grain-laden 
eteamers cleared at Odessa for the English 
ports alone last year. Though the crops failed 
in a few districts tho exports reacbed a tot al of 
uearly 100,000,000 poods. 

We are threatened by a revival of the old 
Nihilist scare. Rumors of discoveries of secret 
printing-presses and revolumopary agencies 
are again current. The Czar, who had tardily 
plucked up courage to go about among his 
subjects, has been advised to take special pre- 
cautions. The Nihilist headquarters would 
seem for the moment to be at Geneva, 

The Government lately demanded the extra- 
dition of a Russian subject named Koltowski, 
now in Switzerland, who is said to have faisi- 
fied documents to the prejudice of the Russian 
State. Koltowssi defiantiy prociaims aimselt 
a Nibilist and justifies the alleged frauds dy 
political reasons. Much to M. de Giers’ dis- 
gust the Swies have not yet granted the re- 
quest, and Koltowski will be allowed a chance 
of proving the truth of nis assertions.

The Kaiser went down to Rousseau 
Island to see the tun, in when be seemed to 
regret that bis age and imperial dignity for- 
bade bis joining. He bad been reminded of bis 
dignity the day before, when once more with 
ail the acoustomed pageantry the Krénungs 
und Ordenstest was celebrated. The 
scene in the castie -chapel where the 
tradinonal service was held was a- 
most as brilliant as ik was the day of 
the impevciai jubilee. The Kaiser and Kaiserin 
occupied the seats of honor to the right of the 
altar. the Kaiserin wearing a mugnificent train 
of crimson velvet and ermine held by two 
pages, and a beaddress resplendent with crown 
jeweis. All the Princes and Princesses of the 
imperial family were grouped about near the 
sovereign. Foremost among them were 
the Crown Prince and Crown Princess. 
The sight of the latter's ciaret-veivet roves and 
gold embroidery made many court Weauties 
present break the Tenth Commandment. The 
Kaiser played his part bravely at the banquet 
in the Weisser Saal which foilowed the 
service. Over 800 guests sat down to table, in- 
cluding many Kuights of the Black Eagle. Count 
von Moltke, who is Chancelior of the order, 
faced the Kaiser. Prince Bismarck was repre- 
sented by bis son, Count Herbert, who wore a 
dragoon uniform. Midway tbrough the meal 
the Kaiser, in fu'l, clear tones, toasted The 
Old Knights and the New.“ Later there was a 
brilliant recepuon in the palace.

TRACTS — PAYMASTER-GENERAL SMITH’S 
CASE. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Jan. 28.—The Shipping 
Committee of the House today finally consid- 
ered Mr. Dingley'’s bill to abolish certain fees 
for officials’ services to American vessels and 
for other purposes. The bill was considerably 
amended, and Mr. Dingley was instructed to 
report it to the House and secure action upon 
it at the earliest opportunity. 

The bill as agreed upon by the committee is 
substantially as follows: 


Sec. I abolishes, July 1, 1886. the following fees 
to Collectors and other officers of customs, inspect- 
ors of steam vessels, and shipping commissioners 
for services to vessels of the United States—to 
wit: Measurement of tonnage and certifying the 
same, issuing of licenses or granting certificates for 
registry, record or enroliment (including all in- 
dursements on the same and bond and oath), in- 
dorsement of change of master, certifying and re- 
ceiving manifest (including master’s oath), 
granting permits, granting certificate of payment 
of tonnage dues, recording bill of sale, mortgage, 
by pothecation or conveyance, or the discharge of 
such morigage or bypothecation, furnishing cer- 
tificate of title, furnishing the crew list, including 
bond, certificate of protection to seamen, bill of 
heaith, shipping and discharge of seamen as pro- 
vided by Sec. 53, Revised Statutes, and Sec. 2 of 
the same, apprenticing boys to the merchant serv- 
ice, tuspecting, examining, and licensing steam 
vessels, inciuding inspection certificate and copies 
thereof, and licensing of master, engineer, pilot, 
or mate of a vessel. (The fees amount to about 


$300, 000.) 
It is provided that these officers shall make a re- 
turn to the Secretary of the Treasury of their 


part by fees, and that the Secre 

them compensation from the Treasury, 80 as to 
make their compensation what it would have been 
before the passuge of the act. 

SEC. 2 authorizes Shipping Commissioners to 
ship and discharge seamen for the coastwise trade. 

SEC. 3 ameads Sec. 10 of the Shipping act of 
1884 80 as to authorize the payment of advance 
wages to liquidate any just debt for board or 
clothing contracted prior to the shipping, not to 
exceed two months’ pay. 

See. 4 extends the provisions. of the limited lia- 
bility of the Shipping act of 1884 sv as to cover all 
vessels in the inland trade excepting cana]boats, 
lighters, and barges. i 

Secs. 5, 6, and 7 substitute small penalties for 
certain violations of the navigation laws where 
now a forfeiture of the vessel is invoived. 

Sec. 8 provides that foreign vessels found trans- 
porting passengers between places or ports in the 
United States when such passengers have been 
taken on board in the United States stiali be liable 
to a fine of $1 for each passenger landed. 

Sec. 9 empowers the Secretary of the Treasury to 
remit the fines provided in the previous sections 
when the offenses were not wilifully committed. 

Sec. 10 construes the provision of law allowing a 
drawback on bituminous coal used as fuel by 
steam vessels to apply only to vessels of the United 
States and to vessels of such foreign countries as 
allow a similar drawback to vessels of the United 
States. 

Sec. II amends the tonnage tax section of the 
Shipping act of 1884, which authorized the Presi- 
dent to suspend the collection of the tonnage duty 
on vessels entered from any foreign port ip North 
and Central America, ete., that bad abolished similar 
taxes on American vessels, and extends this tender 
of an abolition of the tonnage tax and lighthouse 
dues to all other countries that have abolisbed or 
will abolish similar lighthouse dues and taxes on 
American vessels entering their ports. 

Sec. 12 directs the President to cnuse this tender 
to be made known to foreign Governments. 

The Commissioner of Pensions has decided in 
the case of an ex-soldier who deserted from his 
command, for which crime be was arrested, 
tried by court-martial, found gu lty, sentenced, 
and served his term of imprisonment, and wus 
afterward restored to duty and served from 
that date to the expiration of bis term of serv- 
ice, and was honorably discharged, that his 
titie to a pension is not affected boy the charge 
of desertion. ,

Oalifornia’s Great Flood—Fear‘ul Experi- 
ence in the Mountains of Colorado—

,* We have practically experienced the most 
severe portion of the recent cold wave,“ said 
Mr. F. B. Militar, one of the signal-service off- 
cers last night. “The weathor Sunday morn- 
ing will be far warmer than was the case this 
morning, and by Monday or Tueeday next, 
should no unexpectei developments occur, the 


weather will be much more temperate than it 


has been for several days. There bas been a 
very ligbt wind today, which is now rapidiy 
going down. The temperature is rising slowly 
and the barometer is failing to its normal con- 
dition. At 6 o'clock this morning the ther- 
mometer in this office indicated 5° below zero, 
at 10 o'clock 6° below, at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon 2° below, and at 9 o'clock tonight 5° 
above. The full force of the last cold wave 
arrived sooner than had been expected, the 
greatest degree of cold being experienced early 
this morning, while it was conjectured by Fr. 
day’s calculations that the most extreme cold 
would be felt Sunday morning. The coldest 
point in the United States today was at St. 
Paul, Minn., where the thermometer showed 
84° below zero. There is at present so much 
trouble being encountered with the telegraph 


lines througbout the North and Northwest 
owing to the severity of the weather that the 
probabilities as to ite future course are rather 
difficult to define.“ 

As compared with Thursday and Friday no 
great amount of suffering from tne cold was 
exverienced by those whowere obliged to be 
in the open air, and the change for the better 
Was heartily appreciated. fhe trains on all 
the roads are reported as leaving on time, and 
the incoming trains are but slightly delayed. 
From present indicauons it seems possibie that 
Chicago may yet retrieve ber reputation as a 
winter as well as a summer resort. 

The temperature yesterday, as observed by 
Manasse (TRi nun Building), was as follows: 
8 a. m., 24° below zero: 9 a. W., 20° below; 10 
a. m., 16° below; 11 a. m., 11%° below; 12 m., 
8° below; 1 p. m., 6° below; 2 p. m., 5° below;

The biizzard of Friday night seriously inter- 
fered with the running of railroad trains by the 
roads centering in this city.

The 
weather having much moderated yesterday 
morning freight-trains were sent out aguin as 
usual, and all passenger-trains departed on 
time. No difficulty was experienced in run- 
ning trains yesterdays. 

Josepu Dwyer got beastly drunk Friday 
night in a North Side groggery and was turned 
out into the cold at midoight.

A FEARFUL EXPERIENCE. 

Aspen, Colo, Jan. 25.—Maroon Pass Road 
was the scene of a fearful disaster during the 
recent storm. The horrors of Thursday were 
intensified by the developments of yesterdays, 
which show the pass to be a snow-bound tomb. 

While men were bunting yesterday for the 
bodies in Thursday's enow-slide word was re- 
ceived of another farther up the cafion. The 
avalanche struck the latter place at midnight 
of Tuesday. Clayton Gannett, Sol Camp, 
Charles Tuttle, Martin Riley, Jap Farris, Au- 
gust Goodwin, Al Soms, and Martin Patterson 
were asleep in their cabin, which they sup 
posed was safe, as it was built in a grove of 
heavy timber, but when the side came down 
it snapped the trees as though they were pipe- 
stems, burling them against the cabin and 
crusbing everything into a mass. Martin Riley 
and August Goodwin had their backs broken 
and Riley was suffocated. When the slide 
struck the timber it divided, part rushing 
across the guich, burying the cabia on the op 
posit side, occupied by three men, without in- 
juring them. 

The three men worked their way out by 
noon and started to rescue their friends. 
Wednesday evenmg, alter cutting through 
numberiess failen trees, they effected an en- 
trance into the cabin and found three dead and 
the other five suffering terribly from suffoca- 
tion. Sol Cump lav on bis iace, dead. 
body of Jap Farris was pimioned across the 
back by heavy timbers. Riley died five min- 
utes after the disaster. His dying convulsions 
nearly caused the death of the man underneath 
ulm. Camp had sustained a terrible cut on the 
head, from which the blood flowed profusely, 
He beceame terribly thirsty, and, being ia a po- 
sition where he could bold his bands under bis 
bleeding head and lift them to bis mouth, he 
quenched bis thirst with bis own blood. 

All the men alive were nearly crazy when 
found. All were undressed, and had bitten 
their hands and arms in their delirium, and 
presented a sickening spectacle. They may 
all recover, but the cases of some of them are 
extremely doubttu I.

HOME RULE FORGING AHEAD. 
GLADSTONE WILL NOT UNDERTAKE TO 

FORM A NEW CABINET EXCEPT FOR THE 

PURPOSE OF CARRYING SUCH A MEASURE 

THROUGH PARLIAMENT. 

Lonpon, Jan. 28.—(Copyrighted by The Chi- 
ano Tribune.|—Home rule has again forged 
ahead. Giadstone’s speech proves that he 
maintains a supreme power over the House of 
Commons, and that the rank and file of the 
Liberal party have been reduced to their 
former submission. He dwarfed into paisied 
littleness his mutinous colleagues. All these re- 
suite were enormously assisted by Parneil's 
and Sexton's moderation. Mr. Gladstone bas 
resolved that be will not undertake the forma- 
tion of a Cabinet unless be does so for the sole 
purpose of carrying measures of home rule 
successfully through Parliament. In this 
event, sbouid Lord Hartington and Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain refuse to serve w.th him in the 
Ministry, be will fall back upon such men as 
John Morley and other newer and younger 
Radicals who are willing to follow where he 
leads. Mr. William Heury Smith, Lord Salis- 
bury’s sate War Secretary, whose acceptance 
of the Chief Secretarysbip for Ireland bas 
caused surprise to the Liberals ana filled the 
Tories with admiration for his party loyalty, 
is a stalwart, substantial, business-like man. 
He looks younger than bis years, and his 
frank and kindly face aad simple and 
cordial manners cast a charm upon all who 
come m contact with him. He is not much of 
a speaker, but his bead is sound and his judg- 
ment good. Ais energy, no less than his 
wealth, made him important te Lord Beacons- 
field, who was the first Premier to advance Mr. 
Smith to the dignity of a Cabinet officer, and 
thus incidentally discover for Messrs. Gilbert 
and Sullivan a theme lor Pinafore.“ Mr. Smith 
Goes not love bis colieague of the India office, 
Lord Randolph Churchill, nor does Churchill 
love him. Churchill thinks Smith an old fogy 
and out of place in a Tory Cabinet, and Smith 
jooks upon Churchill as a young man 
with a few glittering but rather super- 
ficial ideas, who has been thrown to 
the surface by the political disturbance 
of the last two years. Perbaps Lord Salis- 
bury’s knowledge of thefriction between these 
two Ministers pointed the way to Mr. Smith's 
transiation to the Irish Chief Secretaryship. 
The appointment is one of the many signs that 
the Premier is managing things for himself, 
and it saves the Fories from bothering the 
gelves about the appointment of a new Vieorod 
before they go out. 

The political situation, as far as it affects 
Ireland, is very much complicated by Tory dis- 
patisfaction at the Queen's speech. One lead- 
ing Tory Peer has already branded the speech 
as “a mess of gruel and guopowder.”’ Mr. 
Parnell's speech in the House of Commons 
Toursday night is continually being referred 
to in terms of the highest praise because of its 
calmness and dignity. 

GERMANY’S SILVER POLICY. 

The information which I cabled to you last 
Saturday of an important popular movement 
in Germany in favor of a return to bimetallism 
is fully confirmed by the events of the last 
week. In the rst place you should be made 
aware that the version publisbed by the Lon- 
don Times of the speech of the German Finance 
Minister in the Reichstag Friday is a gross per- 
version of the Minister's rewarks. As the 
Times’ statement bas, I understand, been 
cabled to certain American papers, it is of 
great importance that you should be in- 
formed of what the Minister actually said. 
Instead of asserting, as the Times declared, 
tre intention of Germany to maintain the gold 
standard, Herr Scholtz, in fact, expressly dis- 
Claimed on the part of Germany any bigoted 
devotion ‘to monometallism. Germany, be 
said, was ready at any time to consider tbe 
feasibility of maintaining bimetailism inter- 
nationally. While her experience prior to the 
adoption of the gold standard bad not been 
such as to Warranta return now to the sort of 
bimetailism which had heretofore existed, the 
Minister recognized the fact that the fail- 
wre to maintain the two metals at a 
working ratio bad resulted from a lack 
of operation among a sufficient number of 
the great nations. This did not signify that 
bimetailism would be impracticable if the 
Great Powers should all agree upon a simul- 
taneous trial of the experiment. Herr Scholtz 
went further and said that while the Govern- 
ment regarded bimetaliism as an international 
question it could not close its eyes to the in- 
terests of its own subjects as made known by 
increasingly numerous expressions of the 
popular needs. It was, therefore, ready to 
consider measures for protecting the value of 

ever within its own nationai boundaries if 
any practicabie plan could be brought forward 
for relieving the pressure of monometallism 
complained of by the farming and other land 
interests. 

It will be seen from these extracts that Ger- 
many, so far from having announced a de- 
‘ Cision to adhere to the gold standard, has ex- 
pressed a belief in the practicability of bi- 
metallism if conducted on a broad, interna- 
Monat scale, and, further than that, bas ex- 
pressed a willingness to give silver a more im- 
portanr place in ber own currency without re- 
gard to the action of other nations. The com- 

plete domination of the gold-standard idea in 
Engiand is indicated by the fact that only one 
London paper—the Daily News—bas had the 
courage and fairness to publish a version of 
Herr Schultz's speech, Which truly represents 
the extent of the biow which Germany has 
given to European wonometallism. Aside 
from this official utterance private 
advices assure me that the agitation in 
Germany for some relief from the present 
currency system is growing too strong to be 
withstood. The sufferings of the agricultural 
classes, already intense, are visibly increasing 
every day, and, while doubtiess due in large 
part to other economic causes, the element of 


dus currency enters asa factor, all the more 


important because it is the one that can the 
most easily be seized upon by the people as an 
explanation of their troubles. It is in 
this latter view, indeed, that the ques- 
\ tion ts most important in the domestic 
politics of Germany. It furnishes a dangerous 
topic for social agitators to use in tholr 
Mustrations of governmental oppression. It 
will, therefore, be a stroke of good policy on 
part of the Government to remove this 
source of discontent by the incorporation of 
silver in the curency. 
BISMARCK, THE PEOPLE. AND THE POPE. 
Prince Bismarek has also put the Social Dem- 


— 


| a decision to try a system of government more 
conciliatory regarding the masses than any he 
bas beretofore pursued. Perhaps the most 
significant indication of a new policy is the evi- 
dent disposition, as shown by various incidents 
to terminate the Kuiturkampf, of the contest 
which has so long been kept up between Ger- 
many and the Vatican. The leading incident 
of this nature is the opening by Germany of 
negotiations for the estabiishment of a Catoo 
lic Archbisbopric at Berlin. The clericals have 
been very quiet of late, and have evidently 
been directed from Rome not to bother the 
Chancelior so long as he is in the mood to make 
valuable concessions to the church. They 
have maintained.a strict neutrality, taking no 
step that might prevent their active support of 
the Chanceilor’s domestic policy ia the eveut 
of such a course becoming part of an 
arrangement between the Pope and the Gov- 
ernment. With the support of the clerioals, 
added to the strength conferred by a popular 
policy in regard to bimetallism and the land 
question as above described, the Chancellor 
ought to enjoy a stronger position in the 
Reichstag than ever before, and to have little 
difficulty in securing the adoption of his le- 
vorit paternal Government measures in the 
avowed interest of the people. The disposi- 
tion to return to bimetallism will un- 
doubtedly be strengthened if Mr. Gilad- 
stone regains power, as England is 
identified if Prince Bismarck's mind with the 
gold standard, and he regards Engiand under 
Giadstone as his worst enemy. He is suspect- 
ed of carrying this feeling far enough to look 
with disfavor upon a monetary policy which 
dertves its prestige chiefly from English sup- 
port, 
A UNIVERSAL QUESTION. 

But really the modification of Germany’s 
attitude in regard to silver is only part of a 
great movement toward bimetaliism which 
seems to be springimg up all over Europe as 
well as in America. Even in Engiand, 
the fortress of monometaliism, tbis move- 
ment has becothe formidabie. I attended Fri- 
day, in company with Mr. Grenfeil, Governor of 
the Bank of England, the important meeting 
of the International Monetary-Standard Asso- 
ciation at which a strong sentiment favoring 
silver was very apparent. Mr. Samuel Mon- 
tague, the head of the greatest banking- house 
in London except that of the Rothschilds, and 
Mr. Tbomas Sutneriand, the great Greenock 
sbip-owner, both members of Parliament, were 
among the advocates of a double standard. 
Mr. Sutherland especially denounced the gold 
standard as the chief cause of the world-wide 
depression in trade. Mr. Barclay of Lancashire 
commended the Manchester Guardian for 
ite course in showing the fallacies ot 
the goid-standard theorists. He reported 
the organization in Lancashire—tbe “ driving- 
Wheel of English politics ’’—of an earnest pop- 
ular movement intended to compel the atten- 
tion of the Government to this question. The 
result of the meeting was the formation of a 
gold and silver league on lines similar to those 
followed in the celebrated anti-corn law agita- 
tion a generation ago. This doubtiess marks 
the definit beginning of the battle between the 
single and the double standards. English work- 
men have been aroused by the admisslons of 
Robert Giffen, the celebrated statistician, in 
Friday's Times, that the gold standard bas 
resulted in a progressive fall in wages 
since its adoption, computed upon 
their actual purchasing power. Immediate im- 
portance is also given to the silver movement 
by the fact—which lam able to give you on 
the highest authority—that efforts are now be- 
ing made by the advocates of gold to induce 
the India Office to abandon the promise it gave 
the Paris Monetary Congress of 1881 and to 
suspend the coinage of silver in India. This 
attempt to effect in the East—the great silver- 
using regiou—an attack upon the world's cur- 
rency threatens extensive commercial disaster 
unless defeated by the galiant efforts 
of the firm friends of silver 
in Western Europe and in America. Such 
tactics as the misrepresentation by the Times 
of the real situation at Berlin serve to expose 
the true character of what looks very much like 
a vast financial conspiracy, and evidence daily 
accumulates that the silver advocates at Wash- 
ington are fighting the battie of labor all over 
the world. 

A DYNAMITE SCARE. 

The good people of Chester are greatly en- 
raged at the Prince of Wales for disappointing 
them iv disembarking at Waverto i instead of 
at Chester while on his way to 
visit the Duke of Westminster at 
Eaton Hall. The alleged cause for the 
change of program was that the Prince had re- 
esived intimations which led him to believe 
that Chester had been stocked with dynamite 
for his especial benefit. The truth, which 
leaked out tonight, shows that the Prince was 
kept away from Chester by the credulity of the 
noodies at the head of local affairs, who some- 
bow got it into their heads that it was the lu- 
tention of Irish conspirators to dynamite the 
Duke of Westminster's seat, Eaton Hall. 
and that the preliminary fireworks would be 
set off on the arrival ot the Prince at Chester. 
‘Baton Hall wasto be biown up for what Mr. 
Labouchere in the House of Commons last 
night called the Duke of Westminster's ** scur- 
rilous and disgraceful attack on the Paruell- 
ites.” As a matter of fact the Duke is a liberal 
landiord and spends his money lavishly in the 
vicinity. His betrisa child only 6 years of 
age, and the people who are benefited 
by the Duke’s liberality are in deadly 
fear of some accident to their patron, 
and that they would then be obliged 
to suffer the ills consequent on the long 
minority of the young Duke, whose guardians 
would cut off the present bountiful outflow of 
money. These circumstances, coupled with 
the visit of the Prince of Wales, whose com- 
ing carried with it stupid rumors of dynamite, 
scared the citizens of Chester almost into a 
panic. The Prince, who is both brave and 
sensible, is quite vexed at the fuss which 
bas been made over this, the latest of the 
dynamite scares. 

THE FISHERIES RIDDLE. 

Sir Charies Tupper, the Canadian Commis- 
sioner to Engiana, in an interview with a Cable 
News reporter today said that he was aston- 
ished at the extraordinary version given by 
English papers of the debate in the United 
States Senate on the fisheries question. It the 
summary cabied is correct,” said Sir Charies, 
“the speakers in the Senate eatirely misappre- 
bend the naturd of President Cleveland’s ac- 
tion. When the fisheries treaty expired Canada 
proposed that free fishing and the free im porta- 
tion of fish should continue pending the fram- 
ing Of another treaty. Mr. Cleveland replied 
that he was powerless to permit free im porta- 
on. He would, however, as« Congress 
to appoint a new commission to settie the 
question, but he could go no further. On this 
promise the Canadian autborities agreed to 
continue the provisions for free fisbing, al 
though they received no equivalent concession. 
There had been no extension of the treaty, and 
Canada was resolved to prevent the Americans 
from fishing in Canadian waters if no treaty 
were made. In this event the Americans will 
be the heaviest sufferers, because Canadian 
fish will still be sent to the United States de- 
spite the import duties and sod at 
a profit to Canadian fishermen. The 
present outcry is chiefly due to Ameri- 
can fisbermen who cherish a bope that 
they will be able to get the markets into their 
own bands, thus putting their own selfish in- 
terests against those of the consumer.”’ 

Sir Charies concluded by saying that he had 
no doubt the Americans would act justly in 
treating this important question as soon as 
they become aware of the whole truth. Of 
course the treaty was desirable, but after all it 
was merely one branch of a wider proposal of 
reciprocity between Canada and the United 
States which Canada was promoting. 


THE TORIES MUST GO. 

IT I8 ONLY A QUESTION OF A FEW DAYS 
WHEN THE SALISBURY- MINISTRY WILL 
RETIRE.

Parliament has entered upon an active life 


under conditions at the outset threatening to 
its existence. Three powerful parties con- 
front each other. Intrigue is the order of the 
day. Combinations and disintegrations are 
hourly plotted. All is uncertainty. The great 
Liberal army 1s torn by doubts, dissensions, 
‘and divisions. Impending revolt among the 
Whigs is openly prociaimed. The Moierates 
apd Radicals are hesitating, and only 
one great man knows bis mind amid 
this chaos. Mr. Gladstone has boldly 
grasped the Irisn nettle. He is 
resolved to confer home rule on Ireland and 
all his lieutenants are shivering and quaking; 
but the Grand Old Man faces the difficulties 
and dangers with a light heart. The Tory Gov- 
ernment is fatally stricken; it lies like a log on 
the political sea; but the mass of the Lileral 
party sbrinks from entering into power. It 
fears lest the popular passion be excited by the 
Tory cry that the Empire is in danger,” and 
that tne Liberal party will de overwhelmed. 
This dread keeps Mr. Gladstone's late 
colleagues silent spectators, while on 
bis single shield be bears the brunt 
of the fight. It was a splendid sight when the 
„Old Man Rloquent rose from among bis 
cowering lieutenants to criticise the Queen's 
speech and challenge the right of the Govern- 
ment to remain in power. In words of marvel- 
ous beauty and power he declared that the Irish 
difficuity mast be promptly faced, and clearly 
announced his readiness to undertake the 
great work of pacification. It was an 
epoch-making speech. The English Liberais 
remained cold. They were chary of applause; 
but the volume of Irish cheers sustained and 
excited the orator and rolled through the 
House, drowning or combating every note of 
dissent. When Mr. Gladstone sat down the 
fate of Lord Salisbury’s Government was 
sealed. It is no longer a secret that Mr. Giad- 
stone has been for some time educating his 
party on the home-rule question, and that 
among those won over to his views are Lord 
Spencer and Earl-Granville. Mr. Cbam- 
beriain, also, has come down off the 


fence and agreed to support Mr. Glad- 
stone’s scheme. Friday, after Mr. Sexton's 
magnificent statement of the Irish case, the 
member for Birmmgham advanced up the floor 
ot the House and complimented the Irish ora- 
tor in an ostentatiously friendly manner. It 
was a significant incident. The situation is 
shortiy thie: 

Lord Salisbury is in offive, but not in power. 
His removal from office is only a question or 
tactics and days. The Tory chief maneuvred 
to get thrown outof office on the home-rule 
question, but his scheme bas faiied. He will 
be thrown out on some minor question. Mr. 
Giadstone can then come into power, propound 
bis scneme, and secure for it ample discussion 
before the dissolution which must follow the 
inevitable refusal of the House of Lords to 
puss any bome-rule scheme. This refusa! and 
dissolution will probaoly occur in the autumn. 

PARTY ATTITUDES. 

The first two days of the parliamentary ses- 
sion have sufficed to disciose the pusition of 
the various political parties in the field on the 
Irish question. The Ministers are hampered 
by the desires of many of their foliowers and 
by the continued demands of a large section 
of the prees for the adoption of rigorous meas- 
ures in Ireland. Deterred from offering con- 
cessions, this has sealed their fate as a 
Government. They exist now on mere 
sufferance from bour to bour. The only 
question remaining is bow they will 
make their exit. Mr. Gladstone and 
bis followers are artfully trying to force them 
to propose a new Coercion bili, thus securing 
their defeat on a ruinaus issue. Mr. Giad- 
stone’s coercion lost the Liberal party at least. 
thirty seats. He now wants to win them back 
by tarring the Conservatives with the same 
brusb. To frustrate this maneuvre the Rt.. 
Hon. W. H. Smith bas been sent to Ireland on 
a mission of imquiry—really to gain time. 
Many Conservatives are opposed to a coercion 
government and are not likely to be caught in 
the trap set by Mr. Gladstone, but will prefer to 
go outon some side issue, such as the vew 
rules for the business of the House closing 
debate every night at 12 o'clock. If de eated 
on that they would not be seriously damaged 
in the country. They could not carry coercion. 
Everybody except a few blind od Tories secs 
the madness of bringing it forward, but 
against the strong opposition inside their own 
party it is equally hopeless for the Government 
to propose new concessions. Turn which way 
they will, defeat is inevitable. Many Con- 
servatives think the sooner it comes the better. 

The Queen's speech and Lord Randolph 
Churchill's concluding remarks Friday con- 
vinced the Home-Kuiers that the Government 
did not mean to bid for their vote. This threw 
them back on Mr. Gladstone, who has fully 
made up bis mind to sit on the Treasury bench 
before the Easter recess. He lost no time in 
making overtures, endeavoring to calm fears 
in Engiand on the one hand and on the other he 
announced to the Home-Rulers, in veiled but 
inteiligible langdage, that bis mind was 
made up to bave their support at a price 
fixed. Mr. Parnell and his followers 
listened with the deepest interest, and repeat- 
edly cheered Mr. Gladstone, who, in speaking, 
turned almost exciusively to them. His man- 
ner toward them was that of a subjugated 
commander ‘réating witb a conquering force. 
The Home-Rulers were naturaily delighted, but 
not too exultant. Before the first night's de- 
bate bad closed everybody could see that Mr. 
Giadstone once more had the Irish vote in his 
pocket and could be Prime Minister whenever 
he chose to produce securities for the fulfill- 
ment of the unwritten compact. I believe 
be will be able to whip his party into 
the traces, to silence all murmurers, 
and persuade the majority of his followers that 
an Irish Parliamentcan be granted without 
endangering the unity of the Empire. I place 
no reliance in the reports of numerous defeo- 
tions in the Liberal party in the House of Com- 
mons. Na a corporal’s guard will refuse to 
follow Gladstone. Great Dukes and noble 
Lords may threaten and protest, but Mr. Glad- 
stone will at any moment bave abundant forces 
at command to recover bis power and garry his 
measures. The Irish leaders, however, will in- 
sist on seeing these measures first. They 
remember Kiimainbam and distrust Mr. 
Trevelyan, Lord Hartington, Mr. Chamberlain. 
and Sir William Vernon Harcourt. They wiil 
not be so simple as to make these men Minis- 
ters again merely to fall victims to deception 
and false promises. Mr. Sexton's speech Fri- 
day night plainly, though discreetiy, indicated 
this decision. Mr. Gladstone bad said that he 
wanted time to study the question. Mr. Sexton 
significantly replied that tne Irish leaders Will 
give bim time, but they do not forget that the 
Conservatives bave tried to govern Ireland 
without coercion, and thus far bad dealt 
fairiy with them. Mr. Sexton said: I pity the 
Government rather than blame it.“ None of 
the Irish leaders are bitter toward Lord Salis- 
bury. It is well kuown that Lord Salisbury 
and bis colleagues are willing and even anx- 
ious to transfer the responsibility of govern- 
ment to the party which bas a majority, but 
they cannotdo it until voted out. The amend- 
ments on the address are insignificant, but 
such as they are divisions will probably be tak- 
en Monday might. If defeated, the Govern- 
ment will probably seize the occasion and leave 
Mr. Giadstone to face the solution of the 
mighty problem. 


THE BEST SPEECHES 

By far the best speeches yet made are those 
of Mr. Parnell and Mr. Sexton. Mr. Gladstone 
turned toward each. listening wito strained at- 
tention, putting bis hand to his ear to caton 
every word, and sometimes cheering. Mr. 
Parnell spoke in an easy, conversational way, 
not aiming for effect, but always producing it. 
According to my own observations, he made a 
great impression on all but the tew rabid Irish 
Tories. Ar. Sexton was more aggressive, 
brilliant, and dasbing, yet be spoke care- 
fully and leisurely, under wise restraint. 
Hie attacks on certain opponents fairiy took 
both sides of the House by storm, and the 
Whole speech was tull of genuine Irieh readi. 
ness and wit. He received a most courteous 
hearing from the Tory benches, there being 
only one interruption—from an Ulster Tory 
who immediately got a most tremendous dress- 
ing and co.Japsed. The whole House crowded 
to bear, the members standing at the bar, there 
being no seats tor half of

HE IS LOOKED UPON BY THE IRISH AS THEIR 
PROBABLE SAVIOR. 

London, Jan. 23.—[{Special Cable Dispatch 
to The Chicago Tribune.]—The ‘forebodings of 
last week happily bave not been fulfilled by 
the events. The great royal and aristocratic 
demonstration which the Tories projected with 
so much satisfaction and which was to over- 
whelm Mr. Gladstone and drive the Irish into 
the sea palpa ly failed of its purpose. The 
Queen did her sbare, even going to the length, 
it is said, of preventing the Princess of Wales’ 
appearance in the pageant, so that there might 
not be odious comparisons in the cheers of the 
populace. The device did not, however, avail. 
All observers agree that she was received with 
unprecedented coldness. The papers are busy 
in explaining this as due to the weather and not 
to disaffection, but readers who remember a 
certain recent Evacuation-Day celebration in 
New York know that clouds are no bar to gen- 
uine entbusiasm, to say nothing of a drenching 
storm of rain. The obvious fact is that 
the public took no stock in her or in ber pur- 
pose. But this is the smaliest part of the Tory 
failure. They counted on a prompt Whig de 
fection and an outbreak of Parneilites, which 
would alientate the new Liberals at the 
start. Instead of thw, all the vis 
bie signs indicate that Mr. Gladstone's 
remarkably adroit and strong speech, coupled 
with Mr. Parnell's clever moderation, has 
swung the vast bulk of the Liberal party into 
line. Last night I spent a long time in the 
lobby talking with new members. There was 
only one voice. It wes that after Mr. Parnell’'s 
and Mr. Sexton's statements, the latter of 
which is likely to stand as the great speech of 
the session, and Mr. Gladstone's attack on the 
address, they were willing to follow Mr. Giad- 
stone implicitly-on Irish affairs. Old members 
were eautious and more reserved, but it was 
evident that there was a growing reluctance to 
separate from the real and only ieader of the 
party. 

Two Liberal yoices alone have been raised in 
protest thus far—Mr. Albert Gray, the heir of 
the Peer who ied the famous Cave of Adullam 
movement, and Mr. Elliot, a son of Barl Minto. 
Both are young Whig cadets who represent 
scarcely a balf-dozen votes besides their own. 
The latter has been sharply rebuked by Mr. 
Thorold Rogers, a representative of the Rad- 
ical advanced school, which fact is important 
as showing that Mr. Chamberlain ig falling into 
line, 

The Times scents the collapse of its Irish 
panic, and growls today atevena single night 
wasted in debate when what was needed, it 
says, was swift and imperative action. The ap- 
pointment of Mr. W. H. Smith to be Chief Sec- 
retary for lreland shows that the Ministerial 
policy is at a standstul. He may or 
be may not do something, according as 
events dictate. In the meantime, pis visit 
to Ireland in order to jaform bimself serves as 
an excuse for delay. Whatever he does, be 
will get his long-sought reward—a peerage 
when the Ministry goes out. I hear that bis 
private idea of the situation is to proclaim tbe 
league on the one band and to propose a 
Wholesale settlement of the land question. in- 
volving the issue of some £20,000,000 in 3 per 
cent debentures to enable tenants to purchase 
holdings witb, on the other. But the chances 
are that the present Ministry win not 
get ber ond the prociamation of the league. 
Tuis Irishmen expect, and perhaps it will come 
next week. If Mr. Gladstone, as it now 
seems likely that he can do, can bold bis party, 
be has the situation in his hands.

Pants, Jan. 23.—The acuon of the Chamber 
of Deputies in voting urgency for M. Roche 
fort’s bill granting amnesty to all political 
offenders is causing the Government no 
little anxiety. President Grévy has en- 
pressed bimseif as opposed to pardoning the 
Pole, Borezoveky, who fired upon Alexander 
of Russia during the latter's visit to Paris in 
1867. M. de Freycinet is said to rely upon the 
Senate's rejecting M. Rochefort’s bili in the 
event of its passing the Chamber of Deputies. 

The Newfoundiand Fisheries Convention 
contains the following stipulations: 

France consents that the English be permitted 
to establish todustries in the harbors on the coast 
hitherto reserved for French fishermen under the 
Treaty of Utrecht, and abandons ber rights to the 
salmon fisheries in the rivers; the men-of-war of 
Engtand and France shall have equal rights in re- 
gard to the performance of police duty along the 
eoast; and French tishermun shall be exempted 
trom paying duties an articles necessary to the 
fishing industry. 

Advices from Tamatave say that, in re- 
sponse to the invitation of Queen Ranavalo, 
Admiral Miot, the French commander in Mad- 
agascar, and Consul Patrimonio, escorted by a 
Hova guard of honor, have started for Tanan- 
arivo to celebrate the ratification of the Fran- 


co-Malayassy treaty. 


GERMANY. 
WHAT THE LAWMAKERS ARE DOING—THS 
SAMOAN ISLANDS. 

Beatin, Jan. 23.—In the Lower House of the 
Landtag today the Nationa! Liberais, Conserv- 
atives, and Free Conservatives introduced a 
resolution expressing satisfaction at the passage 
in the speech from the throne promising meas 
ures for the protection of German interests 
in East Prussia. The resolumon also aflirms 
that the Landtag is ready to vote the necessary 
funds to improve state schools and promote 
colonial settlements. The Government has 
prepared a bill asking for the appropriation of 
several millions of marks for the purpose of 
buying Polish estates, a 

The Bundesrath today declined to debate the 
resolution recently introduced in the Reichstag 
by Herr Windthorst and adopted by that body, 
deciaring that the expulsions of Poles from 
Prussia was unjustifiable apd incompatible 
with the interests of German subjects. The 
ground upon which the refusal to discuss the 
measure was based was that the Bundesrath 
was not competent to interfere in a matter that 
exclusively concerned Prussia. 

Asyndicate of the Berlin Chamber of Com- 
merce has called upon the chambers of com- 
merce of other German cities to send delega- 
tions to a meeting to be heid in Berlin Jan. 28 
for the purpose of uniting on resolutions de- 
nouncing the Monopoly of Spirits bill. The 
Bundesrath has modified the bili in the direo- 
tion of rejecting the Government's plan mo- 
nopolizing the manufacture of svirits. A bill 
now is standing by which manufacturers are 
guaranteed a fixed price for all the goods they 


produce. 

It is rumored that Germany is making overt- 
ures for the partition of tne Samoan Islands. 
The proposals, it ie said, include the allotment 
to England of Savaii, the largest island of the 
group, Germany taking Upolu, with the port 
of Apia, and the United States getting tne 
eastern islands, including Tutmila, with the 


harbor of Pagofago.

HUNGARY. 
THE WRANGLE IN PARLIAMENT. 

Vizenna, Jan. 23.—A number of the Depu- 
ties in the Hungarian Parliament yester- 
day again demanded that Herr Szabo 
should give the name of the official who, 
in big speech Wednesday last, he said 
was a friend of Herr Tisza and was squan- 
dering one-third of the revenues of Hungary. 
Herr Szabo, in compliance with the demand of 
the Deputies, stated that the person he re 
ferred to was Baron Armin Podmanczky. 
There was a sensation in the Chamber upon 


the announcement of the Baron's name. The 
Hungarian newspapers demand that Parlia- 
ment appoint a commission to Inquire into the 
matter. 


SERVIA, BULGARIA, AND GREECE. 
BISMARCK’S PLAN TO SETTLE THE TROUBLE. 

BERL, Jan. 23.—Prince Bismarck is giving 
hig support to a proposal made by Russia that 
the Powers send a second and sterner summons 
in order to compel Greece and Servia to disaria. 
The Chancellor advises a resort to a naval 
demonstration in the case of Greece and the 
sending of a warping to Servia that Austrian 
troops will enter her territory in the event of 
her refusing to disarm her forces. As regards 
Bulgaria. no hostile steps are recommended, 
Prince Bismarck opposing a Russian ocoupa- 
tion of the country on the ground that Prince 
Alexander eubmits to the advice of tne Powers 
as far as bis position will allow. 

Rome, Jan. 283.— Count di Robilant, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, bas in'ormed the Chamber 
of Deputies that Italy, if invired, will join the 
Powers in compelling the Baikan States to dis- 
arm.

An Attempt of a Couple of Saints to Bribe 
a Deputy Marshal Gets Them 
Into Trouble.

Sarr Lake, Utah, Jan. 23.—N. V. Jones and 
F. Treseder, arrested for bribery of United 
States officers, were held in $10,000 bail for 
Jones and $5,000 for Treseder. The former 
gave surety, but the latter was unable to give 
bond. Lately a Mormon spotter approached 
Deputy-Marshal Franks with the statement 
that he knew how Frauks could make some 
money. Franks retused to talk to bim, 
and reported it to Marshal Ireland, 
who told him to go on and see 
what it meant. Franks then made 
an appointment to meet Treseder, where the 
Marshal and another deputy could see and hear 
what was suid and done. Treseder explained 
that what was wanted was for Franks to in- 
form him when any process of court came to 
the United States Marshal for the arrest of any 
Mormons, for which be would receive $100 per 
month. Franks said be wanted a more re- 
sponsible man to deal with, and an appolat- 
ment was made for Thursday night last. Mar- 
shal Ireland and the deputy were secreted 
where they heard and saw all that transpired. 
The responsible party appeared in the per- 
son of N. V. Jones, County Tax Collector. 
Deputy Franks appeared to agree to the pro- 
posals, and was paid $50 on account. The 
penalty for such a crime is three years in the 
penitentiary. 

Sat Lake, Utah, Jan. 23.—[Special.}—The 
grand jury; reported forty-one indictments to- 
day, United States cases, all supposed to be 
under the Edmunds law.

THE VANDERBILT BOYS, 


THEY DECLARE THAT BALTIMORE & OHIO 
MUST BE CONCILIATED, AND THAT PENN- 
SYLVANIA MUST NOT BE ALLOWED TO 
DEMORALIZE RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 

New York, Jan. 19.—( Cincinnati Enquirer. |— 
Willie K. Vanderbilt and his brother Cornelius, 
ihe chief lewatees under William H.’s will, are 
conceded by all personal friends and passing 
acquaintances to be first-rate fellows. They 
are anything but purse-proud, and in their 
manner are a sharp contrast to the old Commo- 
dore, who measured the man by the size of the 
pile of his dollars, and was dictatorial to boor- 
ishness. Few cared to cross him, and his bead- 
strong will bordered on frenzy. He bad an 
]-am-king-ol-the-situaton air and don’t you 
forget it. He made no concessions, refused 
overtures for arbitration in business matters, 
and gioried in his character for stubborness 
and self-will, But that was in the days when 
the New York Central Railroad was the pride 
of the country and before the West Shore and 
several other equally stupendous schemes 
clouded the financial borizon. The Commodore 
could talk as he did, and be knew it. The same 
attributes were inberited by William H.; only 
durmg the last days of bie life he was forced 
to believe that his assertions and assumptions 
covered a beap of weakening. 

Today matters are changed, Willie K. and 
young Corneel both innern the Vanderbilt 
pluck and stubboroness, but, possessing better 
education than the grandfather. and father, 
they bave learned to temper their character- 
istics with judgment which the oid Commodore 
would have termed weakness. Both the Van- 
derbilt boys went down this afternoon to see 
J. Pierpont Morgan, the banker, and who is 
accepted to be the Wall street representative 
of the Central and other roads. Mr. Morgan 
does not like the newspaper-men, so he biand- 
ly beams upon them when be refuses them 
information. He declined to state the 
motive for the conferance between him and 
the Vanderbilt boys: but from another source, 
which Mr. Morgan bas not discovered, it wus 
learned that the Vanderbilt boys thought it 
tigh time that the Baltimore & Ohio Company 
was conciliated in some way, Their father 
bad been very friendly with the Pennsylvania 
people, but now they thought that the entire 
railroad situation of the country sbouldn’t be 
demoralized just to satisfy the Pennsy/vania’s 
enmity to the Baltimore & Ohio in fighting the 
iatter’s entrance to New York, 

The Vanderbilt boys well understand that 
Robert Garrett will not knuckle to the Penn- 
Sylvania officials. Toat road is the only one 
in the pool that refuses the Baltimore & 
Ohio what ie cousidered a just consideration 
in railroad matters. Its poltey is anything 
to beat the Baltimore Onio: and this 
spirit, together with other annoyances, forced 
the Baltimore & Ohio to go to fighting again. 
The anomaly of the fight, though, is that the 
Pennsylvania is. benefited as much as if not 
more than the Baltimore & Ohio, because the 
increased passenger trahe induced by the Bal- 
timore & Obio’s cut is considered local traffic, 
and the Pennsylvania is not bound to deposit 
its earnings from this source in the alleged 
money pool formed last fall. 

It is quite certain that steps leading to a set- 
tlement of the difficulties were taken, and the 
general opinion tonight is that the wishes of 
the Baltimore & Ohio to be considered a New 
York trunk line will be eventually granted. It 
may not be this week or next, but the barm 
done by the Baltimore & Onio's cut rates and 
its determined attitude will force, in the end, 
the concession.

WHERE DOES THE RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
SMALL-POX REST }-HALF-BREED PARDONS 
—FEARFUL MURDER. 

MONTRBAL, Que., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—A con- 
troversy bas been going on here as to the ori- 
gia of tne epidemic of amail-pox which has re- 
cently devastated this city. Members of the 
Montreal Board of Healtù blamed Dr. Hingston, 
attributing the spread of the disease to his 
having admitted the Pullman-car conductor, 
Langiey, to the Hotel Dieu. Information has 
been gathered in this city which, it is charged, 
puts some suspicion on the Puliman Car Com- 


pany. It appears from the information re- 
ceived from the carters and others that 
soon after Laugley’s case became known 


the Puliman-car people, who bad previously, 
they claim, fum gated Langley's car and burned 
the blankets and linen, brought into Montreal 
a quantity of blankets and small mattresses 
which they stored in a bui.ding near Bona- 
venture depot. Soon after this the Pullman 
official who had charge of their upholsetering 
shop here invited the master carters of the 
city to inspect a lot of biankets and other 
articles that be bad for sale, and which he of- 
fered at exceedingly low prices. He made 
many sales and Pullman-car blankets were 


sported by a large number of the 
local jehus in their public hacks 
and carriages. The question is being 


quietly discussed bere, why did the Pullman 
Car Company dispose of some hundreds of 
blankets at that particular time in Montreal? 
Were tbose blankets disinfected? And may 
they not have been the means of carrying the 
infection,.iying as they did all summer in the 
hands of many of the carters whose homes were 
ill-ventiiated? It is a well-known fact that the 
Puli:man-car conductors who run between Chi- 
cago aud Montreal have always two, and some- 
times tbree, four, and even five, cars under 
their charge, ali of which might convey the in- 
fecuion. How many persons, then, i it possibie 
bave caught the smali-pox from these very 
biankets? Is the Pullman Car Company con- 
structively liable for the outbreaks? These 
questions are being discussed bere, and tne 
matter will be further investigated. To all this 
the Pullman peop e enter ao emphatic denial 
and say it is not possible the disevse could have 
been started here through any ageney of theirs. 

OrTawa, Out., Jan. 23.—(Special.]|—The Gov- 
ernment is now considering the propriety of 
releasing those haif-breea prisoners who were 
sentenced ‘to the penitentiary for treason. 
Some Ministers are strongiy opposed to par- 
doning them, because, they say, it will be an 
admission that the Goverumeut caused the re- 
bellion, and that the prisoners were improperly 
convicted. It is also ciaimed by some that if 
the rebels are released now they may, from 
motives of revenge, aid in fomenting anoiber 
Indian outbreak. Sir Alexander Campbell, ex- 
Minister of Justice, is said to be opposed to 
granting any amnesty, and strongly objects to 
giving any consideration to Gabriel Dumont, 
Micbael Dumas, or any of the rebel leaders.

A SHURTAGE ALLEGED. 


ARREST OF THES SECRETARY AND TREAS- 
URER OF A STOCK COMPANY CHARGED 
WITH FINANCIAL DISCREPANCIBS. 

Sr. Pauw, Minn., Jan. 23.—(Special.|—When 
the late W. A. Culbertson of St. Paul died he 
left a large interest in, or a claim against, the 
Littie Lana & Live-Stock Company, a corpora- 
tion organized in July last with a capital of 
$20,000, and whose business consisted in run- 
ning a general store at Little Falls. Mina., and 
operating a stock farm near that place. Some 
time since the St. Paul Trust Company, as the 
executor of the estate of Mr. Culbertson, 
instituted an examination of the affairs 
of the stock company for the pur 
pose of ascertaining whether the estate 
was properly secured. In the course 
of the examination it is alleged that large short- 
ages were discovered, which were promptly 
reported to the officers of the stock company. 
These ulleged shortages directed suspicion to- 
ward C. L. Foss, the Secretary ana Treasurer 
of the company, and a meeting of the directors 
was called to be heldin St. Paul about two 
weeks ago. After several Gays’ deliberation it 
was decided to place Foss under police surveil- 
lance. . Tuesday last he was formally arrested, 
there being reusou to believe, it is said, that be 
was preparing to leave the city for Maine. The 
officers of the Trust Company furnish this 
statement: The Trust Company declines ot 
state the amount of the alleged peculations, 
but says they are large. and may reach $3,000. 

From another source the allened shortuge is 
placed ut $5,000. Foss stated to the officers of 
his company that there might be a discrepancy 
caused by negligence, but that they would be 
satisfactorily explained. Every effort has been 
made to keep the matter from tho public, it 
only leakihg out today.

I 
deny. however, that I said to Miss Miller that 
ner marriage with Mackaye was not legal, or 
that the marriage was void in law. Regarding 
the license from the State as sufficient autbor- 
ity for me I did not pay much attention to the 
legal part of the ease. If I bad reflected that a 
divorce had not been obtained I would bave 
deciined to perform the ceremony. As to the 
first marriage, I coincide with Mer. Preston as 
far us that is concerned. He says, concerning 
the Sun report, that he did not tell Miss Miller 
that a marriage was void in law because the 
priest bad been déceived about the bride- 
groom’s baptism, but be told her that the 
church did not recognize or biess such a mar- 
riage. The couple were evidentiy poor, and 
Miss Miller actually made that fact a plea — 

he 
appeared to have conscientious motives and 
said she had been imposed upon by Mackaye.“ 

The fact that the first husband had not 
been baptized would make a difference in the 
eyes of the Catholic Chuych, then? 

Most decidediy. A pensation is always 
necessary in such eases before the ceremony 
can be performed. I dd not see any written 
statemeut or opinion from Dr. Houghton, but 
Miss Miller said, in effect, that D. Houghton 
bad denied that Mackaye was ever baptized. If 
be had ever been baptized in any church, the 
ceremony would be valid in the Catholic 
Cburoh. 

New Tonk. Jan. 28.—Mies Miller was first 
married about a year ago in the Catholic 
Chur of the Holy Cross in this city. When 
she thought ef getting married to McOormack 
she wrote a letter to Father Preston, rector 


of St. Aune’s Chureb, asking him 
about the validity of a marriage 
contracted with a man not bap- 
tized. Father Preston said today that 


he wrote an answer to Miss Miller in which he 
gave no opinion on the nullity of her marriage. 
He simply said that a marriage could not be 
bad, according to the laws ot the church, with 
a person not baptized without a dispensation; 
and added that the question was one for decis- 
jon by the local ecclesiastical authorities where 
Miss Miller resided. Father Preston said that, 
even though Miss Miller's marriage with Mr. 
Mackaye was invalid in the eyes of tne church, 
she could not bave the marriage ceremony per- 
formed again by a Catholic priest until she 
got a divorce. The Catholic Church does 
not recognize divorce, but it recognizes the 
laws of any State in relation to marriage, 

in the present case, Miss Miller being married 
to Mr. Mackaye ing to law, she could 
not be married again in the Catholic Church 
until that marriage was legally auaulled. 

At the lodgings of Miss Milier and McCor- 
mack, at No. 88 Sixth avenue, it was said tcday 
that they had moved. Arthur Loring Mackaye, 
Miss Miller's first husband, deciined to say 
whether or not he would apply for a divorce. 
Miss Miller wes seen today by a reporter. 
While admitting the marriage ceremony witn 
Mr. Mackaye sbe denied that the marriuge was 
ever consummated, and asserted that her con- 
science was clear. She furnished the follow- 
ing, which is the text of the letter sent her by 
Mgr. Preston, who is Chancellor and Vicar 
General of the Archdiocese of New York: 

Miss Maud Milir—MADAM: Your letter of the 
28th inst. is received. A dispensation from the im- 
pediment of mixed marriage was obtained by the 
Rev. W. F. Brady from this office Feb. 4, 1 for 
yourself and Arthur Mackaye,a baptized 
estant.

AN INDIANA ABSTRACT WAR. 


A LIVELY TIME IN THE HOOSIER STATE— 
THE RECORDERS AHEAD. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 23.—[Spec'al.]—In 
the Unjted State ourt some time ago an or- 
der was issued restraining abstract-of-tiule 
men from using the records of the court, on 
the ground that it usurped the privileges of 
the clerk and interfered with his receipts of 
fees. This action has bad the effect of starting 
& movement amopg County Recorders which 
threatens to assume State proportions. Mr. 
Benjamin Hamaker of Grant County is at the 
head of it. He came to the city and 
asked McDonald, Butler & Mason for a le- 
gal opinion on the question whether 
or not abstractors of tities had the 
legal right to copy county records for svecu- 
lat ve purposes, having previously obtained au 
opinion that they bad not from his own attor- 
neys at Marion. But desiring to fortify him- 
self ic this pusiuon, Messrs. McDonald, Butler 
& Mason, after carefully examining the matter, 
gave bim the following opinion: 

That there was no statute in indiana giving the 
puodlic the right of access to the buoks of the Re- 
corder’s office, and consequently this question must 
be governed by the common law. Further, that 
the authorities seemed to indicate that the common 
law on this subject was that the public 
generally had no right of access to the records and 
much less right to make copies thereof, unless the 
person desiring to do so was personally interested 
in the record, which involved his own title to 
property, taxes, te., and that the abstract men, 
for speculative purposes, had no such right. 

The Legislature has allowed the Recorders a 
tee of 10 cents for each 100 words for turnisb- 
ing copies of records, and it seems that the la w- 
makere probably intenved to give the Recorders 
this right so as to defray the expenses ot their 
offices. These officials claim that giving the 
abstractors free access to the records virtually 
makes theirs an opposition Kecorder's of- 
fice, giving them the profit which rightfully 
belongs to the elected officers. Armed with 
this opinion, Mr. Hamaker went back home 
and flaily refused to let the abstractors copy 
the records in his office uniess they paid for 
them, and a row ensued, there being a literal 
fight over the books. Other Recorders bave 
taken the same stand, and proceedings have 
already been begun in the courts to settle the 
question in which so many people are inter-

BLOWN UP WITH DYNAMITE. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 28.— [Special.] — An order 
from Cartersville for two bloodbounds and a 
detective force disclosed a terrible sensation iv 
that town. It seems that at midnight the in- 
babitants were aroused from their slumbers by 
a fearful explosion which shook the place 
like an earthquake. It was soon found that 
the residence of Mr. Aaron Collins, United 
States Commissioner and a prominent citizen, 
was badly ruined from the effects of an explo- 
sion of dynamite, which had evidently been 
placed upon the front porch and exploded with 
tne intention of destroying the bouse and kilil- 
ing the iamates. Mr. and Mrs. Collins were 
found to be stunned by the concussion, but 
otherwise they were not seriously injured. 

The peopie were terribly excited and tbreat- 
ened dire vengeance upon the perpetrator of 
the outrage should be be caught. Parties were 
immediateiy organized to scour the couotry in 
search of the dastard, who, there is every rea- 
son to believe, is none other than Augustus 
Jackson, altas Tobe Jackson. A few days 
ago Jackson was arrested on the charge of 
violating the internal-revenue laws and taken 
before Commissioner Collins for er- 
amination. While the examination was 
in progress Jackson assaulted one of 
the witnesses for the Government while he 
was giving bis testimony by striking bim in 
the face and felling him to the floor. For this 
he was committed. Subsequentiy, when be 
was being tried for this offense, be escaped 
from the officers and made himself scarce. He 
was seen in town last night. He will be pretty 
sure to resist arrest, and there is little proba- 
bility that be will be taken alive. Even if be 
should be arrested the indications are that 
Judge Lynch would make speedy work with 
him. 

The dynamite was placed on the front porch 
of the house, close to the wall, and the ex- 
plosion tore a large hole in the front wall, par 
tially unroofed tne house, and racked it badly. 
The bed occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Collins was 
against the opposit wall of the front room, 
which was the only thing that saved their 
lives. 

At an early bour this morning Chief Connol- 
ly received from John H. Wikie, the Mayor of 
Cartersville, a dispatch requesting him to send 
a good man and two biloodbounds to 
that piace immediately. The Chief wired 
back saying. that the city had no dogs 
but if absolutely necessary be could obtain 
them from Capt. English's convict camp. 
reply came that the case was urgent, and ac- 
cordingly the dogs were procured and sent. 
About noon Deputy-Coliector Fite arrived in 
the city from Carversville and laid the case be- 
fore Gov. McDaniel, who promptly offered a 
reward of $200 for the apprehension and arrest 
of Jackson. Collector Crensbaw, upon being 
advised of the outrage, at once telegraphed a 
statement of the facts to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue at Washington, asking him 
also to offer a reward. Mr. Fite stated that it 
is the general belief in Cartersville that Jack- 
son is the party who blew up Sam Jones’ car- 
riage-house with dynamite some montns ago. 


THE FIRE RECORD. 


A SCARE IN THE JOLIET PENITENTIARY— 
INCENDIARY FIRES AT KINGSTON, BUF- 
FALO, AND OTHER PLACES. 

Joer, III., Jau. 23.—[Special.]—Quite an 
exciting time was experienced at the peniten- 
tiary just before quitting time this evening by 
a fire which broke out in one of the workshops 
connected with the cooper department. There 
were several hundred convicts emplojed in 
the building, and, as it was nearly dark, it was 
thought that some of the more desperate char- 


acters would seize upon the occasion as an op- 


portunity for escape. The flames raged fu 
ously ina large shaving pile, but theough she 
efforts ot the guards and a number of toasty 
convicts the fire was finally subdued by the 
use of a large number of hand grenades. and 
in the meantime the most dangerous of the 
convicts were quietiy surrounded by their 
keepers and marched to their cells. The loss 
by the fire will be trifling. 

BurraLo, N. I., Jan. 28.—Alice Halter, a 
prepossessing girl of 14 years, was arrested last 
nigut ou a charge vf arson. Thursday night 
she desired to go to a party with the family of 
her employer, Jobo J. Berger. They refused 
to take her, and, in revenge, she attempted to 
set the house on fire. 

Kixdsrox, Ont. Jan. 23.—There were three 
incendiary tires bere last night, the most seri- 
ous dem that in Skinner & Co.'s drug-store, 
where the loss amounts to 920.000; fully in- 
sured. The incendiary was caught and proves 
to de a sou oft R. M. Hersey. a lead mer- 
chant. Incendiary fires have been very tre- 
quent for some time past, but the authorities 
have been unable to detect the perpetrators. 

Fort Smit, Ark., Jan. 28.—([Special. }—Five 
business houses in the Village of Da ton, Se- 
bastian County, twenty-five miles south ot this 
city, were destroyed by fire last night. Total 
loss $10,000, as follows: W. H. Crawford, 
$2,000; Cooper & Beene, $3,600; Reid & Welch, 
$650; Marcus & Pierce, $2,000; Brandar & Sut- 
ton, $1,100. Crawford was insured for $2,000 
in the Mutual of Little Rock. The others had 
no insurance. Incendiarism is claimed. 

New Yorn, Jan. 23.—The fire among the 
cotton bales at the American Docks, Tomp- 
kinsviile, Staten Island, which broke out last 
Wednesday and destroyed two storehouses, with 
a loss of about $150,000, bas not yet been ex- 
tingu sbed. It will probably take three weeks 
of bard work to extinguisu the fre. 

MARSHFIELD, Wis., Jan. 23.—({Special. — The 
Presbyterian church of this city was totally 
destro ed by fire tonight. Loss, $4,000; insur- 
ance, $2,600 in the Continental Underwriters 
and Loadon, Liverpool & Glove. 

SHENANDOAG, Pa., Jao. 28.— An investigation 
made today shows that the fire which broke 
out in Packer’s coll err No. 2 at Lost Creek 
last August has been at last extinguished. The 
Leuigh Valley Coal Company spent over $50,- 
000 in trying to subdue the flames. 

PittsBurRG, Jan. 24.—Between 12 and 1 
o'clock this mornmg Scott Bros. planing-mill, 
on Water street, caught fire and in less than 
one bour the building and stock were in ruing. 
The loss was $12,000; insurance, $5,000.

The boiler was out of repair, and the bridge- 
tender could not turm the bridge, so the tug 
opened it by pusbing against it. The Commis- 
sioner Of Public Works will request the rail- 
road company to buy a lever, so that the bridge 
can be opened when the steam machinery is 
out of order.

— P $>tptiowes Mac 
ready, who was charged with mutiny on a 
German vessel, and who claimed that he was a 
citizen of the United States, had a further 
hearing before the United States Commissioner 
today. Macready claims that be was born at 
Lockport, N. T., thirty-seven years ago, and 
named many places where he had exercised his 
right to vote.

WasHinctTon, D. C., Jan. 23.—|Special.}—A 
statement has recently appeared in the news- 
papers that Peter Johuson of Petersburg, Me- 
nard County, III., has been expelled from Ger- 
many despite the protest of Minister Pendle 
ton. Inquiry at the State Department today 
failed to throw licht on the matter. Minister 
Pendleton has not made a report of any such 
proceeding, and until be is heard from the cir- 
cumstances cannot be learned. A number of 
cases bave been reported from Vienna where 
naturalized Americans bad been arrested, but 
in every one satisfaction was given. In 
these cases the arrests were those of 
men who had left their native country 
when cbildren, and, baving emigrated here 
and been naturalized, returned to Austria. 
The authorities bad them arrested, and would 
have forced them into the army bad they not 
proved their American citizenship. The ap- 
prebension in several instances arose from the 
quesuonable company in which the Americans 
were seen, and tne officials had recourse to this 
method to get rid of objectionable people. 
From this nas arisen ali the outcry about the 
wholesale expulsion of Americans and others 
from the German Empire. It is surmised that 
Johnson may have been expelied for some 
alleged offense against the German laws.

FOR A BROTHER’S LIFE. 


A YOUNG MAN WAS WILLING TO SWEAR HE 
COMMITTED MURDER TO SAVE THE REAL 
CRIMINAL, HIS BROTHER. 

New York, Jan. 23.—(Special.}—A curious 
outcome of a convictio.w or murder transpires 
in the case of George Ogie, a typical young 
tough, who stabbed a fellow-loafer, Jim Brown, 
four years ago. The Lynwood Club, composed 
of ruffians, gave a ball at the Grand Opera- 
House. Brown had been a member, but was 
then in disfavor, and was therefore exciuded. 
He spent the night in a neighboring barroom, 
where Ugie and a gang met him after the close 
of the ball. There was aloud, drunken quar- 
rel, and then Ogle deliberately struck Brown 
clear through the heart witha knife. The wit- 
nesses were all Lynwood Ciub loafers, and they 
would not tell who was the murderer; but 
Ogie soon quitted the city, and his absence 
indicated to the police that he was the 
assasin. He stail away more than three 
years, and his hiding place could not be 
learned; but the cetectives, taking advantage 
of a row inthe Linwood, got from two dis- 
gruntied members a true account of the crime. 
Therefore, when Ogie voluntarily came back 
to town, the evidence was his coa- 
viction, which bas now taken place. Why he 
risked this disaster to himself was a puzzie 
during the trial, but’ is now made clear. He 
had a brother, Sam, a much better fellow than 
he and never his companion in revelry. Soon 
after George's departure, however, Sam began 
to cultivate appearances of exceeding tough- 
ness; and in his sproes he assiduously con- 
fessed, with careful showof secrecy, that it 
was de and not George who ki led Brown. 
Three mutual friends of the Ogle brothers 
agreed to swear, on being called on to do so, 
that Sam was the murderer, while three others 
covenanted to stick tothe truth. The piot 
seemed feasibie that, when George should 
be put on trial, be and the three 
perjurers could clear him dy testify- 
ing against Sam. Afterwards, if Sam 
should be arraigned, the truth would prevail, 
and ne would escape conviction; but it would 
then be too late to barm George, for an ac- 
guittal is a finality of prosecution. So George 
returned to tace justice. But the scheme 
faiied. While he was on the stand he was 
asked if he saw the stabbing. He answered 
that he did. Just at that port a rather con- 
fused cousultation was held by his counsel and 
intimate friends. George was not asked who 
used the anife, and the intention to tempora- 
rity fix the crime on Sam was bastily abaao- 
doned. The reasonturns out to be that the 
volunteer perjurers, having been told of the 
dangers of the meditated faise testimony, gave 
notice that they would not serve. Sam was 
ready for the sacrifice to save his guilty broth- 
er, but his long, patient, and ciever efforts 
came to naught. His reward was a cursing by 
George for having brought bim back to New 
York from his safe refuge. 


SHOULD SUTS HAVE WHISKY? 


THE QUESTION OF THE WAY TO TREAT THE 

INMATES OF INEBRIATE ASYLUMS. 
New York, Jan. 23—(Special.|—A contro- 
versy has arisen in and about the Inebriate 
Home at Fort Hamilton, down the bay. The 
difference is in opinion as to whether sots un- 
der curative treatment ought to have alcoholic 
drink. It used to be the practice in this insti- 
tution to deprive the patients altogether of 
liquor from the moment of their entrance, and 
no form of alcohol was put into the medicines 
administered. A radical change of medical 
policy bas been made whereby a tapering-off 
process is employed; and this is assailed by the 
total-abstinence people on both moral and 
physical grounds. The departure from pre 
vious metbods in such institutions is chiefly 
due to Dr. Lewis Mason, the home’s consult- 
ing pbysician, and upon him the wrath of 
the radicals descends. He says: 1 have 
bad an asylum experience of almost twenty 
years, and lam fu ly satisfied tha. no hard 
drinker should be suddenly cut off from all in- 
toxicants, but that bis supply should be grad- 
ually reduced until a point of total abstinence 
is reached. In this nome and others I have 
seen the most awful sufferings result from the 
usual mode of treatment. The inebriates are 
brought in with their nervous systems all 
aquiver, their digestion disarranged, and their 
appetite for stimulant wildly aroused. We 
formerly shut them off entirely and spelis of 
delirium tremens ee —ͤ—ę—zg Hardly 
a patient escaped a period of this acute mania. 
— joath to let acy drinking be done in 
the home on general principles, but we bave 
had to come to the belief that we were mis- 
taken in that view of the subject. We now ad- 
minister ale, but sometimes distilled liquor, 
beginning with as much ag a pint of malt fluid 
every two hours until the patient sleeps natur- 
ally. Then we diminish the quantity and fre- 
quency, so that usually in a week or two he is 
a total abstinence man. The condemners of 
this plan will undertake to thwart it by appeal 
to the couris.

Stewart's Hunt Ba!]”—Gossip 
About the Artist Wh’stler. 


New Ton, Jan. 21.—(Special Correspond- 
once. — The talent that is brought out at pri- 
vate entertainments for “sweet charity's” 
sake is a matter of surprise to me just for this 
reason: Society women lead such an exbaust- 
ing life I cannot solve the constantly-recurring 
problem of how they find time to be so tal- 
ented. I met one society leader yesterday who 
gathers about ber musical amateurs and pro- 
fessionals not only because she appreciates 
them so bighly, but because sbe is herself a 
more than ordinarily gifted vocalist. At one 
time I was asked to ber house to meet every 
musical star in the country, with Gerster at 
the bead of the list. There is no rest for her in 
the summer, for her villa et Mount Desert 
is also full of guests the ontire 
season. I pitied her so intensely for 
the bore of attending thirty teas 
in one month, for it never oveurred to me that 
she could be anything eise but an object of 
pity, baving to go out and meet the same peo- 
ple who said the same things every day in the 
month. She smoothed out the wrinkles of 
sympathy that had drawn up my forehead by 
the joiliest little laugh and arejoinder: Don't 
pity me. I like it.” Thirty teas, which seem 
absolute torture to me, are but one feature of 
many forms of gayety, and yet she keeps up 
her music so that gifted professionals gladly 
listen to ber. 

But the marvel of all—for she is not only a 
leader in fashionable society, but ber name is 
on the list of nearly every philanthropic 
scheme—is Mrs. John Sherwood. When I en- 
tered her large parlor yesterday I found it filled 
with an audience of men and women repre 
senting distinguished names in art, literary, 
and social circies, and there Mrs. Sherwood sat 
among them so fresh and animated tnat work 
never seemed to have come near her in any 
form. Her present course of readings is for 
the benefit of several charities she is in- 
terested in. I believe at the last one 
she made $150, and the crowded rooms 
yesterday meant as many more, I imagine. 


In an interesting paperon Rome as she saw 
it last year with Mr. Storr, the sculptor, and 
Mr. Jarvis, the art critic, as cicerones, sbe re- 
ferred tothe modern street in Rome as a 
‘**nineteenth-century impertinence, and 1 
think those of us who first found we were go- 
ing to the Palace of the Cwsars in a horse-car 
will agree with ber. After ber reading there 
were recitations by Miss Sarah Cowell, and 
Miss Thursby sang. Sbe chose a German song 
with a roilicking | ttie laugh in the chorus, an 
Itallan air, and graciousiy gave au English 
ballad asanencore. She looked so pretty and 
bright in spite of the sombre mourning which 
she wears for ber beloved sister. A society 
débutante, Miss Van Auken, recited a pathetic 
poem of her own, and I fell to wondering 
again how a belle finds time not only to write 
yards of poetry, but leisure to know how to 
recite according to the exacting rules of elocu- 
tion. 


AMATEUR THEATRICALS. 

I saw this same girl in private theatricals at 
the University Club Theatre Monday evening. 
It was another benefit for still another one of 
the many charities that take the interest and 
time of New York women—the Orthopedic 
Hospital this time. The littie theatre was filled 
with an ultra-fashionable audience. Though 
almost every one was in full evening toilet, 
there were enough bonneted ones to relieve 
embarrassment. The air was heavy with the 
odor of violets, and pinks, and byacintbs from 
the bouquet de corsage that almost every one 
wore. The “Amateur Comedy Club,” com- 
posed of young society people, gave the enter- 
tainment, and as there was no besitaney in 
asking a goodly price for the tickets there was 
a fine barvest for the benefit of the lame and 
deformed. The acting was very good, espe- 
clally that of the two men, who are always in 
demand for theatricals—Mr. Chauncey and Mr. 
Elisha Dyer. The stage was made extremely 
pretty by the profusion of palms, the curios, 
buhi furniture, rare china, carved wood, and 
rich stuffs from the drawing-rooms of the par- 
ticipants in the play. 

A TRIUMPH IN STAINED GLASS. 

Mr. Louis Tiffany bas just completed a win- 
dow for Mr. H. K. Porter of Pittsburg 
which is considered one of the best specimens 
of glass ever executed. I was fortunate in 
seeing it before it was sent home, and for- 
tunate in being able to recall its prospective 
surroundings, as I have visited the Porters. 
They live on an eminence in the midst of a park 
of oak trees. The piace is called The Oaks 
and is really appropriately named. The house, 
when I saw it last winter before the additions 
were made, was as much like an English manor 
bouse asis often seen in this country. The 
ball was wide and lofty. In enlarging the man- 
sion they have been very careful not to de- 
stroy the original features, and the 
already wide staircase 6 to have a 
landing half way up, at the top 
of which this rare window will be placed. Miss 
Dora Wheeler competed for the design with 
other artists, and it was awarded to her. I saw 
the cartoon on the wall of their cabin last sum- 
mer, but did not dream that an already lovely 
figure could be so enhanced by color. There 
is but one figure—that of a young, slender 
woman, dressed in medieval costume and car 
rying a covered dish with grain for three pea- 
cocks that surround her. One sits on a sort of 
stone balustrade which we always associate 
with peacocks, and which I actually found 
did exist in real life in Engiand as 
well as in its old pictures. Another 
walked by her side, and the widespread 
tail is made to seem as if it might be the train 
of ber richly-colored gown. Another peacock 
in front of ber bas the partly-closed plumage 
trailing on the sod, and both have raised open 
bills as they turn their beads to the feeder. 
The rowof hollyhocks and the foliage of a 
tree beyond the stone railing are the bits of 
flower and leaf that complete this group. The 
coloring is suberb. The very border of oak- 
leaves bas every imaginable tint. from pink, 
crimsons, and orange at the base, to ail shades 
of yellow and green on up to the upper border. 
Only the sun on one of our autumnal forest 
scenes could match this superb coloring. 
One of the artists toid me there was 
not a particle of paint in the window. 
1 should like to have had time to 
count the leaded panes at the back, but when 
you know that one peacock’s tail takes about 
twenty different bitg of glass it will give some 
idea of the task. ‘Tiffany keeps several tons of 
glass on band, ali cut into sheets, perhaps two 
feet by one wide. Some are plain, others vari- 
egated. From these ure cut the desirable col- 
ora, and it is in harmonizing them that the dif- 
ficulty occurs. I beiieve Mr. Tiffany se- 
lected all the colors in this piece. The rich- 
ness and depth of color in the foliage ard in 
the breast of the peacocks were made by doub- 
ling the plates. Great care bas been taken to 
try to express by the coloring the idea of the 
design. There is very little of the opalescent 
effect which characterized Mr. Tiffany’s first 
work five years ago, but even he must feel 
that the art of barmonizing the richest, most 
intense colors has made remarkable strides in 
80 short a time. 

A BALL-ROOM PICTURE. 
Reichard & Co. have placed a picture on ex- 
bibition the last few days which is cailing two 
classes of people about it—the artists, for the 
admirabie grouping and action of the piece; 
the fashionable set, because many of the fig- 
ures are portraits of their own coterie. It isa 
* Hunt Ball,“ and was exhibited in the salon 
this year with the talismanic words, ** Menuon 
Honorable.” The bail-room is that of Mrs. 
Monroe, the mother of the banker. It has the 
same paneled walls in gold and white, the same 
mirrors in wide gilt frames, and the self-same 
buge crystal chandelier that Parisians will not 
alter, no matter how much house decoration 
progresses. The artist, Jacques L. Stewart, 
paints himself entermg the door, but he 
is almost obscured by the diaphanous 
sea of tulle which whirls past him. 
A tall, handsome man in the foreground sig- 
nalme the figures of the german with a tam- 
bourine is the Comte de Jansey. The women 
are most of them very pretty, and whether 
they dance, or pin on favors, or distribute 
flower favors, or flirt in a corner, they are the 
embodiment of grace, and look what they are 
said to be—mostly American tourists or bei ong- 
ing to che American colony. The Duc de Morny 
does not look a Duke, but the girl dancing with 
him would make a beautiful Duchess. The 
artist had a bard task to introduce as much of 
that singularly difficult color to manage as ap- 
pears in the fourteen scariet coats. One face

another. At each sitting Mr. Whistier would 
say, Now for my revenge.“ and take out on 
Mr. Chase what he bad submitted to from the 
compulsion which friendship sometimes exer- 
cises. I rather think Mr. Chase had the best 
of it and could keep his comrade 
in check, as be has not tne marked individual- 
ity that offers such opportunity for reproduc- 
tion; indeed, he is sucha very good-looking 
man that I hardly know bow be could be cari- 
catured. But we shall see, as Whistler is still 
expected and may bring bis portrait of Mr, 
Chase to exbibit beside that of his own at the 
Metropolitan Museum, where the Society of 
American Artists hold their exhibition this 
year. Mr. Chase regrets Mr. Whistier’s dilly- 
Caliing about coming over be as now he 
considers him so well adve y tbe reports 
of bis 10 o'clock lectures that come from Lon- 
don, and by bis pictures, etc., tat it would be 
a pity to miss such a good send-off. He ex- 
plained to Mr. Chase that be chose 10 o'cléck 
p. m. because be felt from his own experi- 
ence that aman can listen far better after 
his dinner is eaten at leisure and 
bad time to digest than when he is compelied 
to hurry througb eating and dash off to some 
distant hall. The men discussed the question 
whether 10 o'clock would be acceptable to New 
York, and one of them thought it might as a 
novelty; but I rather think so small a portion 
of this city dine at 8 or balf-past, as in Eu- 
giand, that after atime it would be rather a 
bore to start out at 10 to bear even Mr. 
Whistier talk an bour on art. One of the art- 
ists describes Mr. Chase's picture of Mr. 
Whistier as a portrait of his eccentricities.” 
He bas not attempted to hide but has rather 
accentuated the white lock which appears in 
the otherwise dark hair; indeed, one of Mr. 
Chase’s friends says it looks like the tuft on 
bis pet cockatoo. The bigh lights are con- 
centrated in the one eye-giass, also; the cane 
is held in the artist's peculiarly original manner 
of holding everything; and his tall, slender 
figure, with the arms carried in a manner 
wholly bis own, makes a picture totally differ- 
ent from any other portrait. Imagine what a 
companionabie man he must be when he is so 
good-natured that he will let one of his best 
friends exaggerate even bis individuality of ap- 
pearance and then approve of the portrait when 
it is done. I wish we could count on this errat- 
ic Whistler sending us something he has done 
lately. Rossetti even praised one of his paint- 
ings at aspring exhibition as being the most 
delightful bit ot color on the walls.“ 


ECHOES FROM THE SOUTH, 


ANNIVERSARY OF THE LOUISIANA SECES- 
SION CONVENTION—MATTERS IN GEN- 
ERAL. 

New ORLEANS, La., Jan. 23.—[Special.]}—To- 
day is the anniversary of the assembling of the 
Secession Convention of 1861, which met in 
Baton Rouge. Only about twenty of its mem- 
bers survive. The mortality among them has 
been quite severe the last year. Ex-Goy. 
Alexander Mouton, its President, and John 
Perkins, who calied the convention to order, 
are among the most conspicuous deaths. Dr. 
Carr of Union Parish died last Monday, Of 130 
votes seventeen were cast against the 
ordinance of secession. Afterwards all but 
seven of these signed the act. 

For the last year tbe shops of the Ilinois 
Central Raiiroad at McColi’s City and Water 
Valley have been engaged in building new lo- 
comotives, and several large and hanasome en- 
gincs were turned out of the shops complete in 
every detail, and are now of the first ciass, and 
the officers of the road say their superiority 
over the engines made at the company’s shops 
in Chicago and elsewhere became so manifest 
that the company recently sent tor a comple 
ment of Soutbern locomotive engines and 
placed them on the Northern Division of the 
lilinois Central Railroad. 

Last Thursday afternoon the widow Nicko- 
laus, residimig In Algiers, died of leprosy. The 
woman was 74 years of age, and had been a 
leper for the last twelve or fifteen years. Ex- 
actly what caused the disease or how she con- 
tracted it is not known. Sue left a son and 
two daugbters, the formerof whom inherited it 
trom bis mother. The daughters have not ex- 
hibited any symptoms of the disease, and may 
escape it. Mrs. Nickolaus was treated by Dr. 
W. H. Riley of Algiers. She was a native of 
Switzerland. and bud been a resident of Algiers 
for many years. 

A quarrei arose Monday afternoon between 
Judge N. S. Landry, a Justice of the Peace of 
Ascension, and his colored constable, William 
Jackson, which culminated in a serious fight. 
Jackson sbot the Judge three times, but none 
of the wounds are considered dangerous. 
Judge Landry at first defended himself with a 
heavy cane, but fired two or three shots subse- 
quently without effect. Jackson's cranium 
was badly battered, and he is reported in a 
precarious condition. Further damage might 
have been done, but the vombatants were 
separated by the magistrate’s daughter. 

The American Exposition bas taken ona 
new lease of life. For the last few weeks it 
has been financially embarrassed, but its man- 
agers have overcome the trouole and it is now 
guaranteed that the exhibition will be kept open 
till May. Mediterranean-Day was celebrated 
today. The creoles are to have another day— 
Feb. 7—and the inter-State tournament Feb. 13. 

The British steamship Ben Venne arrived to- 
day, bringing in 294 emigrants from Palermo 
and Massena. Their countrymen here receive 
and provide employment for these people at 
once, mostiy in the fruit business, which they 
monopolize. 

The Typographical Union of New Orleans 
bas indorsed the action of the Trades assem- 
bly in reward to the recent indictment of their 
members for libel, and contributed the sum of 
$500 to be used in their defense, 

The Contederate monument at Baton Rouge 
is to be commenced Feb. 22, and the Hon. B. F. 
Jonas, Collector of the Port, has been chosen 
orator of the day. 


FUNNY SOLDIEK WEDDINGS. 


THE WIVES AGREE TO DECLARE THE AL- 
LIANCE OFF WHEN THEIR WARRIOR LAD- 
DIES MARCH AWAY TO SOME OTHER POST. 
New York, Jan. 23.—(Special.|—The atten- 

tion of Gen. Hancock, commandant of the 
United States troops on Governor's Island and 
in the bay forts, bas been tragically called to 
the peculiar matrimonial methods of some of 
bis soldiers. Near Fort Hamilton is a hotel 
long famous as the home of great thieves and 
the training place of pugilists. It was until 
lately kept by Red Leary of Continental tame 
as a professional scoundrel, and he made it a 
hiding refuge for criminals. Its present host 
is Pauline Ramsay. Peter Hansen committed 
suicide there a few days ago because his bride, 
who boarded there, insisted on intormally di- 
vorcing herself from him and marrying a 
Sergeant Berden, one of Gen. Hancook’s sub- 
ordinates. The young wife was a pretty 
daughter of Mrs. Ramsay, and investigation 
proves that two of ber sisters are the wives ot 
corporals stationed at Fort Hamilton. Alto 
gether seven couples, composed of regular 
army men and Brooklyn giris, are living in 
the neighborhood. Marriage ceremonies have 
legally united them, but in every case there is 
an agreement that the wedlock shall cease on 
the transfer ol the soldiers to another post. 
The six wives have positively promised to be 
deserted without ado, and their matrimony 
amounts practically to an enlistment for the 
uncertain term of their husbands’ stay in this 
neighborhood. Mrs. Ramsay is understood to 
have invented the peculiar system, which 
Gen. Hancock will at orice destroy, if he can. 
Two of the men are believed to have wives 
elsewhere, and, if so, they will be prosecuted 
for bigamy. Morality has been at a high 
standard on Governor's Island since Hancock's 
possession, but the soldiers seem to have de- 
come demoralized just beyond the lines. 


KILLED BY A RAILROAD COLLISION.

During those 
leaps the pupil should be very quick, and his 
motion must be kept inversely to the position 
of the horse: that is to say, while rearing the 
upper part of the rider's body should remain 
forward, to return to the perpendicular when 
the horse comes down again to the ground; the 
rider should aiso take bis body backward as 
soon as be feels the horse's croup rising from 
the ground. 

When the instructor has ascertained the 

progress of the pupil be may teach bim to ride 
free jumpers. The first jumper to be used 
must be the one who will rear on the handling 
of the reins, ‘kiek when touched with the spurs, 
and epring up after we first effect, mmediate- 
ly fo.lowed by a second. The pupil must never 
be allowed to check the borse’s movements, 
for otherwise the animal would soon refuse to 
jump. After each jump the pupil should not 
forget to pat bis horse, The second free jumper 
wil be selected so as to allow the pupil to 
learn how he may prevent his horse from 
rearing, kicking, twisting, and buck-jumping. 
To keep the animal in good condition, the 
teacher must mount him sometimes, and see 
that he has preserved all hig qualities as a 
jumper. 
After baving gone through those various 
studies, I think that the pupii will derive great 
p ensure from practical jumping over fences, 
etone walls, and ditches, providing, however, 
his horse should be willing to jump after be 
nas brought bim with leg and ren up to the 
obstacle. The next thing is to learn to train a 
horse.

WILLIAM STELNITZ, 


A 8 Men OF THE WELL-KNOWN 
PLAYER. 


CHESS-

William Steinitz, whe is perhaps the most 
thorough chess-player living, was born at 
Prague May 7, 1836. His early education was 
received in that city, but be subsequently at- 
tended the Polytechnic School at Vienna. His 
first attempt at chess-piaymg was with the 
locai players at Prague. and, receiving instruc- 
tions trom Hampe and Jenai, took prizes in 
the local tournaments at Vienna of 1859, 1860, 
and 1861. In 1862 be attended the London In- 
ternational Chess Tournament, but only suc- 
ceeded in gaining the sixth prize, In the fol- 
lowing year, however, he defeated Mr. Biack- 
burn in a mateh. In 1865 he succumbed to De 
Vere, to whom be bud given odds of pawn ana 
move. In 1866 he played the famous Anders- 
sen, whom he defeated. Since then his career 
bas been one of almost universal success. In 
1872 be met and defeated Bird, Blackburn, and 
Zakertortin a series of matehes. In the In- 
ternational Tournament at Baden he gained 
the second prize, Anderssen winning the first. 
In the London Tournament of 1872 Steinitz 
won the first prize. It was on this occasion 
that he and Zukertort first met. Ina 1873 we 
find bim at the Vienna Tournament, and here 
be played a tie with Blackburn, whom be sub- 
sequently defeated, w 
the Vienna Tournamen 
with Winawer for first place. In 1873 he set- 
tied in London, devoting bimself to chess liter- 
ature. In 1882 be first visited America, and 
has since become a citizen of the Usiied States. 
In the great tourney of 1883, at London, Mr. 
Steinitz suceumbed to Zukertort, who won 
first place. The International Chess Magazine, 
controlled by Steinitz, is considered one of the 
best ebess periodicais published. Tue match 
between Zukertort and Steinitz which is now 
being played is for $2,000 a side, ana the piayer 
wionimg ten games is tobe the victor. 
The match opened in New York, where four 
mes were played, Zukertort winning three. 
t continues in St. Louis Jan. 29, and closes in 
New Orleans.

Its Remarkable Progress in the 
United States During the 
Last Few Years. 


Twenty-five States and Forty Institu- 
tions in Which It Has Been 
Introduced. 


Progress—The Ohicago School 


Cnaries H. Ham in Harper’s Magazine: The 
progress of manual training in the United 
States during the last few years bas been very 
great, whether it be considered from the stand- 
point of the growth of the public sentiment on 
the subject or trom that of its introduction to 
existing schools, public or private. and the es- 
tablishment of independent schools. It is in 
some form in certain of the schools of twenty- 
five of the States of the Union, and there are 
at least forty educational institations in the 
country where it is made part of the course of 
instruction. The character of the schools into 
which manual training has been introduced is 
varied. The range is from the most noted col 
leges and universities in the land to the public 
schools of small cities. 

In the public schools of New Haven, Conn., 
a simple form of hand and eye training was 
adopted two years ago, and the experiment 
proved so satisfactory that it is to be extended 
through all the grades, selecting the kind of 
work best suited to the age ana capacity of 
each pupil from the kindergarten to number 
twelve.“ Prof. Dutton, Superintendent of the 
New Haven schools, thus defines manual train- 
ing: It rests upon the supreme fact that 
body and mind act and react upon each other; 
that any act is a thought expressed; that the 
application of the hand and eye to systematic 
and artistic pursuits produces a reflex benefit 
to the mind of the worker; that bandwork 
awakens spontaneity of feeling, strengthens 
the will, and ipsures a maximum of power.” 

The department of practical mechanics of 
Purdue University, Indiana, 1s now six years 
old. From its inception to the present time it 
bas been in charge of Prof, William F. M. Goss, 
a graduate of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. He writes: “I believe that a 
weil-devised practice in any of the constructive 
arts, involving not more than one-third of the 
student’s time, will yield as much mental im- 
provement as will result if the whole time be 
devoted to study from text-books.“ 

Prof. A. M. Bumann, a graduate of the St. 
Louis Manual Training School, and now in 
charge of laboratory exercises and drawing in 
the High School of Omaha, Neb., writes that be 
bas sixty pupils, that the St. Louis Manual 
Training School course bas been adopted, that 
‘the boys are very fond of the work, that it 
meets with great favor from the citizens, and 
that the Board of Education designs to place 
the new methods of instruction within the 
reach of as many as possible of the public 
schoo! pupils. 

A RECORD OF PROGRESS. 

Prof. John M. Ordway, late of the faculty of 
the Massachusetts Iastitute of Technology, 
now at the head of the manual-trainine depart- 
ment of the Tulane University of Louisiana, 
writes from New Orleans: Manual training is 
to form a part ot every one of the courses in 
our high-sehool department. We shall dave 
all mat is given in the School of Mechanic 
Arts in Boston and considerably more. We 
have a prospect of a very large school the com- 
ing year, and I believe not afew are attracied 
by the mannal training. The ‘boys’ were en- 
thusiastic last year.” 

Dr. Josepn C. Shattuck, Dean of the Denver 
(Colo.) University, writes that manual training 
was inaugurated as a department of that insti- 
tunon Oct. 12, 1885, in charge of Prot. Charies 
H. Wright. a graduate of the St. Louis Manual 
Training Seboo!. 

In Mrs. Hemenway's vacation school for 
girle in Boston the pupils have this year, as 
well as last, bad instruction in the use of car- 
penter’s tools. A visitor writes: The work 
that I eaw there iu August, 1885, was quite as 
good as any boy's work. The same giris also 
had instruction in cookery, and in drawimg 
and sewing. They were aiso doing embroidery 
from their own designs.”’ 

Prof. H. H. Dinwiddie writes: In spite of 
its name, the conditions of its endowment 
fund, and its avowed object, the State Agri- 
cultural College of Texas was founded on the 
plan of the oid classicai and mathematical coi- 
lege, and-had no industria! features whatever 
till the beginning of the year 1880. At that time 
the public sentiment of the State bad con- 
condemned so decidedly and repeatediy the 
misappropriation of the funds and perversions 
of the energies of the college, under its ad- 
ministration as a literary school, that the di- 
rectors found it necessary to reorganize it on 
an industrial basis. He adds: The college 
offers two distinct courses of study, the agri- 
cultural and the mecbanieal, and the majority 
of students choose the mechanicai course, and 
show great interest in its manual instruction.” 

The University of Minnesota bas bad a man- 
val training department since 188}, and Prof. 
M. A. Pike writes that they are * breaking 
ground for a new building for a college of me- 
chanie arts which will contain fully equipped 
shops (laboratories) tor vise-work, itorging, 
wood-work, pattern-work, and molding.“ He 
adds that there is an agitation in the City 
School Board of Minneapolis on the subject of 
adopting manual training as part of the course 
of public instruction, 

The Le Moyne Normal Institute, Mempbis, 
Tenn., is a private school for the education of 
colored youth of both sexes, In the depart- 
mentof manual training it gives to girls needle- 
work, a course in choice and preparation of 
food, with practice in an experimental kitchen. 
and a course in nursimg and care of tne 
sick. Asacomplement to this training for 
giris, Pruf. H. J. Steele writes: “I am about 
to erect workshops [laboratories] for training 
our boss in wood-working, iron-working, and 
moldmg. The course is tu comprise two years. 
two hours per day at tue benches, We shall 
— have type-setting and printing as special- 

es. 

Prof. Newton M. Anderson writes from 
Cleveland, O., that a buliding is in process of 
erection in that city designed for manual train- 
ing exclusively. It is intended to receive 
pupils from the pudlie bigh schools, which 
will close at 2 o'clock p. m., thus giving them 
an opportunity for three hours’ instruction 
daily in the laboratories. Courses of evening 
lectures will be given on physics, mechanics, 
chemistry, and mathematics, and there will 
also be evening classes in drawing. 

The University of Wisconsin bas a depart- 
ment of ** Practical Mechanics.”” Prof. Charles 
I. N in charge of it, writes that he began in 
1877 with two students, and increased the num- 
ber to thirty-eight in 1884. He adds: We 
are now erecting a building with laboratories 
for carpentry, forgmg, toundry, and machine- 
tool work, which will accommodate about 100 
students.“ 

In the public schools of Gloucester, Mass. 
there is a manuai-training department, with 
provisions for the instruction on Saturdays 
of boys from the two upper classes of the gram- 
mar schools in the use of some of the princi- 
pal tools and in carpentry”; and in Peru, III., 
the “Gloucester” plan nas been adopted. 

. a hay SCHOOL AT MOLINE. 

n oline, III., for the last two years 
the Board of Education has awarded to 
pupils in the public schools premiums for 
the best specimens of a variety of industrial 
work, ag for example; Articles of furniture, 
articles of clothing, articles of food, lace and 
artistic needlework, wood carving, drawings, 
tree-hand and mechanical, etc. These awards 
have produced such excelient results that the 
subject of the adoption of manual training as 
part of the regular public-scboo! course is be- 
ing agitated. Prof. W. 8. Mack, Su perintend- 
ent of the Moline schools, 
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der: Carpentry, wood-turning, wolding and 
oust img, forging, and machine-tool work. The 


instruction as may be deemed necessary in 
mathematics, drawing, and tne English 
branches of a bh course. But the 
desige of those who inspired its endowment 
and establishment was to make it the rally ing- 
point of educational reform, the seat of 
propaganda of the new education. It was 
thougat that from the vantage-ground of a 
model school conspievously placed it would be 
easy to show the value of manual training as 
an educational force, and bence to secure its 
admission to the pub. ie schools of the country, 
inte every grade of which it must enter, be- 
lung with the kindergarten, if itis to be- 
come a leading feature of general education. 

THE RESULTS ATTAINED. 

Dr. Henry H. Belfieid, director of this school, 
has been twenty-five years an instructor—nine 
years of which time have been spent in the 
primary and grammar schools, seven years at 
the bead of one of the high schools of Chicayo, 
and two years in his present position. As to 
the intellectual ana physical results of the new 
education, as they have falien under bis ob- 
servation, he makes the followmg important 
statement: “My pupils bave been neither 
exceptionally brilliant nor unusual well 
fitted on entering, yet their academic work 
compares well in quantity and quality with 
that of corresponding classes in other high 
schools, notwithstanding that three hours are 
da ly devoted to laboratory work and drawing. 
While this work makes a demand on 
brain as well as on muscle, it is a 
rest from the old régime routine, aad 
seems not to impede progress in purely intel- 
lectual exercises. The effect on health of 
pupliis’ laboratory exercises was not a subject 
of observation or inquiry with me until my at- 
tention was directed to it by parents, several 
of whom stated that their sons bad never be- 
fore reached the end of a school year without 
‘breaking down’ and leaving school tempora- 
rily. The testimony to improved bealth bas 
been upitorm, with a few exceptions. Two am- 
bitious boys have shown slight effects of over- 
work; three have been excused wholly or 
partiy from forging, their eyes being unable to 
endure the ight and heat of the fires.” 

One month after the inauguration of the 
Chicago scbhool—March 3, 1884—the Baltimore 
school “for manual training was opened, 
The course was modeled after that of the me- 
chanic arts department of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, and the institution 
was made a part of the city publhe-school sys- 
tem. In bis:first report Dr. Richard Grady, 
direetor, observes that it is the first instance 
of the connection of manual training with a 
city public-school system, and adds: It rep- 
resents the last and boidest step that bas 
been taken to relieve public education 
from the accusation that it is ‘unpracti- 
cal,’ and, its inception marke an era in the 
educational history of Baltimore.“ The 
report also states that although it was in- 
tended not to have a class of more than forty 
or fifty pupils at first, so numerous were the 
applications for admission that the month of 
March closed with sixty-two students on the 
roll, April with eighty, June with 100, and Sep- 
tember with 160.“ Mr. Henry A. Wise, Super- 
intendent of the schools of Baltimore, speake 
of the popularity of the manual training de- 
partment, and believes not only that it will 
prove to be an educational success, but 
that it will lead ultimately to the engrafting of 
industrial work upon the primary and gram- 
mar schools. He adds: “Manual truining 
should not be entirely confined to the boys’ 
schools, and itis recommended that steps be 
taken to introduce sewing into the schools at- 
teaded by giris.” 

TOLEDO’S 8CHOOL. 

The Toledo (O.) school was established in 1884 in 
temporary quarters, with sixty students of the 
high senool, ten of whom were girls, tuking its 
course of training. During the present year a 
large building has been erected tor the use of 
the schoo!, aud its enrollment of students is 
now over 200, of whom fifty are iris, all 
students also of the high school, whose entire 
eprollment is 276. The school owes its exist- 
ence to a bequest made thirteen years ago by 
the late Jesup W. Scott for the promotion of 
industrial education in connection with the 
public-school system. It supplements the hbign 
school., giving the manual, while the h gh school 
gives che mental training. Its course occupies 
tnree years, and is substantially the same for 
boys as the manual side of the course of the 
schools of St. Louis and Caicago. The course 
for girls comprises free-band and mechanical 
drawing, designing, molding, wood-carving, 
cutting, fitting, and making garments, type- 
writing, and domestic science, including the 
art of preparmg and cooking food, house dec- 
oration, and care of the sick. Mr. A. BE. Ma- 
comber, one of the directors of the Toledo 
University, which, jointly with the city Board 
of Education, constitutes the Board of Man- 
agement of the Manual Training Senoo', 
writes: “The brightest and most faithfui 
pupiis of the high schoo: have eagerly availed 
themselves of the opportunity for manual in- 
struction, and the zeal with which the new 
work is pursued bas added a fresh charm to 
school life.” 

The public-school authorities and instructors 
of Toledo are giving the reform movement 
their hearty support. Prof. J. W. Dowd, Su- 
perintendent, deciares that the training in 
the manual school lets in a flood of ligbt upon 
a thousand things but imperfeotiy understood 
before,”’ and adds, Ali of the manuai ere 
cises are mental exercises.” Prof. Adams, an 
instructor, says: The work of the manual 
training school compels the student, whether 
bright or dull, to give careful thought to every 
step he takes. Guesswork or burried work 
wil not make a perfect joint nor a perfect 
square, nor will it make the lines of a drawing 
sustain to one another their proper re.ations, 
The effect of this one fact on our pupils’ study 
and cluss-room work cannot be overestimated. 
Manual training and mental training are 
mutually recreative. The two courses of 
work taken together tend to form babits of 
thoughtfulness, batts of methodical work. 
and habits of exactness, besides the mutual 
interest that they afford each other. 

The establisment of the Toledo Manual 
Training School in connecuon with the public- 
school system of the city is the third and cul- 
minating step in educational progress taken in 
Ohio, it having been preceded by the adption 
ia the State University of a course of instruc- 
tion in the mechanic arts, and by the found- 
ing at Cleveland of the Case School of Applied 
Sciences. 

A QUAKER CITY REVOLUTION. 

A revolution iu educational methods has oc 
carred in the City of Philadelphia. The Spring 
Garden Institu established long ago by 
Mr. Charies G. Le showed the practicabil- 
ity of hand-training; Mr. Edward T. Steel, 
President of the Board of Education, for years 
ad vocated manual training in a general war: 
and Mr. James MacAhster, who went from 
Milwaukee, Wis., 1883, to accept the Superina- 

the schools of the city, writes 
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the aid of en appropriation from the School 
Board, as adjuncis to the regular schools. 
THE MOST COMPLETE COURSE. 
Philadelphia has thus the most 
course of manual instruction of any city in the 
country, consisting of the kindergarten, the 
Schoo! of Industrial Art tor the boys and giris 
ot the grammar and the Manual 
Training School for boys from 14 to 18 years 


of age. 

Superintendent McAlister writes that the 
conviction obtains among the members of the 
Board of Education of Philadelphia, and is, in 
bis opinion, growing in the public mind gener- 
allv, that every child should receive manuel 
training; that a complete education implies the 
training of the hand in connection with the 
training of the mind; and that this feature 
must ultimately be incorporated into the pub- 
lic education. He concludes: I feel encour- 
aged to go forward with the work. The great 
principles which underlie the system are with 
me intense convictions, and they mean nothing 
less than a revolution in education. The new 
system is the reslization of the dream 
of every great thinker and reformer 
in edveamon from Comenius, Locke, and 
Rousseau to Pestalozzi. Froebel, and Spencer. 
My conviction and action in connection with 
this movement are based upon what, in my 
judgment, should constitute an education de- 
Sigoed to prepare a human being for the social 
conditions of today, and not merely for the in- 
dustrial demands of ourtime. And this must 
be realized in the public schools or they will 
fail in accomplishing the ends for which they 
were instituted and are maintained.“ 

The limit of space forbids consideration of 
other manual training schools, some of which 
are, however, weill known to the pub ic. as that 
of St. Louis, Prof. Adlers Workingman's 
School in New York City, and the meckanic 
arte department oi Girard College. 


RUNNING FER WITH SCHEMES. 


THE SECOND CHICAGO AT THE MOUTH OF 
THE KAW HAS ANY NUMBER OF NEW 
PROJECTS ON HAND. 

Kawsas City, Mo., Jan, 283.—[ Special. T 0 
notable samples of Kansas City’s generosity 
have been afforded this week. A mass-meet- 
ing of citizens was held in behalf of the sebeme 
to found a newaboys home and over $3,000 
was subscribed. The other case was in ref- 
erence to Miss Maud Long, the young woman 
who beroically went out in the night, walked 
several miles, and rescued the two little Me- 
Connell children, abandoned to die by a mad- 
man. The subdscripuon raised for Miss Long 
already amounts to $500. 

Frank Sluts, a prominent milk-dealer, was 
fined $50 by the Recorder for selling adulter- 
ated milk. This is the rst conviction under 
the new ordinance. He at once appealed the 
case. The defense claims that the ordinance is 
unconstitutional. 

Another cable road 1s talked 6f. A petition 
bas been circulated and largely signed for the 
right of way for a cable road on Brooklrn ave- 
nue, from Tenth street to the southern city 
limits. This makes seven proposed cable lines 
before the Coungil. 

The mania ior real-estate speculation bas 
reached the female portion of the community. 
Mrs. Reppie, who has been very successful in 
ber real-estate speculations, both as agent and 
on her own account, has organized a company 
of stockholders, of which are only women, for 
the purpose of more extensive and mutual op- 
erations. The corporate name is The Ladies’ 
Mutual Loan 4 investment Association, and 
the stockholders met yesterday for the pur 
pose of selecting directors for the first year, 
the tollowing being chosen; Mra. 8. F. Twisa, 
Mrs. Bernard Doneliey, Mrs. Morrison Mun- 
tord, Mrs. Sue M. Reppie, Mrs. J. W. Merriil, 
and Mrs. Brady. 

A syndicate composed of New York, Chica- 
go, anc Baltimore capitalists has been organ- 
ized for the purvose of building and condact- 
ing a packing-house in Armourdale. O. H. 
Hammond Jr. of Baitimore is President of the 
syndicate, and has been in the city for several 
days arranging fer the purchase of land for 
the syndicate. The purchase bas been made, 
and the company will begin the work of build- 
ing the packing-bouse eariy next spring. 

The ninth annual ball was a greater success 
then any heretofore given by the Craig Rifles. 
Nearly every person of social prom:nence in 
the city was in attendance. The costumes 
worn by the women were unusually elegant, 
while the men appeared in evening dress. 

Tuo Santa Fé Company is preparing to build 
an extensive stock exchange at Argentine, and 
will also build yards capable of hoidm 80,000 
bead ot caitie. Tue company will also buiid 
an extensive packing-house in connection with 
ite stock~y ards. 

T. J. Bimpson of Worthington, Minn., has 
written a letter to Mayor Moore in which he 
urges the people of Kansas City to buiid a rail- 
road to connect with the Furgwo Southern and 
the Duluth Southwestern Roads. Simpson's 
scheme is to have one continuous line of rail-- 
road built from the Aretic regions to the Gulf 
of Mexico. This be claims would make Kansas 
City a great point of trade between the ex- 
treme North and the Guif States. 

The scheme for the consolidation of the four 
cities at the Kaw’s mouth—Kansas City, Kas., 
Wyandoue, Armourdaic, and Argentine—is 
being widely and favorably discussed.

The 
steep incline is divided into two alleys, or 
slides, while on the extreme west is a cleated 
foot-track, up which the returning tohoggan- 
ers leisurely trudge preparatory to taking an- 
Other beader down below.“ ‘The downward 
rusb is exciting, startiing, exhilarating; the 
walk back—like the climb to your office when 
the elevator is out of order—a trifle laborious. 


Tobogranh by daylight is all well enough 
in ste way, Dut it is bardiy to be mentioned in 
the same breath with the superior and more 
exciting pleasure of tobogganing at night. 
The Oakenwalds are not dependent upon the 
pa e light of the inconstant moon, for at either 
end of the slide is a big lvweomotive 
not to speak of severai at the side, ali of which 
iliuminate the track and add to the bizarre 
character of the scene. If any further excite- 
ment is wanted as the loaded toborgan goes 
plunging and tearing down the bili it is afford- 
ed by the sight of the swiftir-moving traing 
over there to the right, now rushbime by in one 
direction and now in another, but really only 
laggards in their race with the fiyimg littie 
craft which darts down the slide like 
a flash and is at the bottom almost 
before you can get out your watch 
to time its passage. There is a sentimental 
flavor, too, about the sport at night which is 
wanting in the rude and gareh day.

THE DARK SIDE OF THE LIGHT STAGE. 

A Paris letter to the Philadelphia Telegraph 
contains the following, probably by Mrs. Lucy 
Hooper: 

“The chief folly of the young American 
prime donne abroad lies in their unwillingness 
to do what they can do and what is offered to 
them. One American girl who had been sing- 
ing with some degree of success in Italy came 
to me one day with her mother and declared do 
me that she was penniiess, and implored the 
help of the Americans in Paris, which was 
freely accorded to her, An American geatic- 
man in this city offered to insure ber a good 
engagement at the Casino in New York if she 
would return to the United States. The mother 


refused the offer with finescorno. ‘My daughter 
* she declared, ‘and cannot sing 
in operetta.” ‘hese people

This being the case why should not these am- 
bitious young women take Mrs. Hooper's 
advice and go into operetta? Their voices and 
persons generally suit such a life better than 
grand opera. | this there can be but one 
answer, whch is that the light opera stare has 
not as yet grown out of the odium of unfavor- 
ablesurroundings. At best the stage is a try- 
ing place fora young ,.girl. To travel ima 
“eombination”’ ig to remove herself from the 
restraints of home and the public opinion of 
her acquaintances, and to expose herself 
to the danger of late hours and un- 
desirable proximities. Even in the best 
cases these . evils are inseparable . from 
the life; they can be mitigated but not 
cured, The principal danger and offense of 
the light-opera stage, and a sufficient ground 
why any refined girl should think ser.ousiy be- 
fore going upon it, is the fact that as theairical 
matters are now conducted much of her popu- 
larity will depend upon ber taking tne eyes of 
the bill-board public. The delicate gentlemen 
who go out between the acts for fresh alt and 
come back masticating a clove are the gods 
who make or mara light-opera smger’s fort- 
une. This 1s bad evough, but it is not all. 
Many of the companies still appeal to the same 
tustes as formerly did the Lydia Thompson 
troupe. Fleshy women in scanty costumes 
draw the sensuous fi.es from miles around. 
Nothing very serious happens. to. the flies. 
They do not come into the parior Of the at- 
tractive spider; they simply gaze at her netner 
extremities over the foot-lights, and adjourn 
now and then to the nearest wet grocery. 

This kind of appeal to the lower grade of 
men is essentially vulgar. it surrounds the 
actresses with a class of admirers who at the 
very least must contaminate the air she 
breathes, and if she be at ail fastidious make 
her lde a burden. They form the immediate, 
immanent. pubiic, whose verdict is success or 
failure. She herself may be attired in the 
finest of Worth dresses; next ber upon the 
Stage stands a line of common taces and well- 
displayed forms. Upon State street lately a 
troupe has been seen by those who 
sought it manifesting this phase of 
stage life at something like the worst. 
The Carleton Nanon is not free from it, al- 
though it cannot be charged with downright 
coarseness. Still the drum-corps in the first 
act is not composed of great aunts ’’; it 
therefore counts. The Mikado” is whol 
ly free from this element, but the play is vul- 
garized in other and possibly almost as ob- 
jectionable ways. It is not until one reaches 


the level of the Boston Ideals and the Emma 


Abbott troupes that this phase of stage life 
retires to the background. 

There oan be no cure for these evi’s but in 
a bealthy public op nion, meaning thereby the 
opinion of refined and cultured ladies and gen- 
tlemen. If the lovers of coarseness are the 
only enthusiasts who will pay over money at 
the box-office their wisnes will rule: if the bet- 
ter public will come or stay away judiciousiy 
an opinion will in time make iteelf felt. As to 
the immortality of the stage, everybody knows 
that popular ideas upon that subject are great- 
ly exaggerated. These showy giria, u the ma- 
jority of eases no doubt, are danag American 
girls. earning a living in a manner orig- 
inaliy disagreeable to them. The root 
of the vulgarity in these costumes appears to 
be one or the other of these two: either the 
suggestion of nudity, as in the Orpheus 
costumes; or in emphasizing the mispiacing of 
sex, as when a pronouncediy muliebrine 
woman is assigned to a quasi-male part. The 
former is indelicate; the latter revolting. It is 
not a question of exposure or of form, but of 
running counter to refined ideas and custome. 
Can anybody assign a good reason for the 
lingering of such an anomaly in art? 


MME. HASTREITER’S SUCCESS. 

Mme. Hastreiter continues to improve upon 
the New York public. Concerning the repeti- 
tion of Orpheus in Brooklyn the New York 
Times says: Mme. Hastreiter’s interpretation 
of the arduous role of Orpheus has gained in 
dignity and poise, and is now more symmetri- 
cally rounded than it was at first. Musiealiy 
it is the strongest impersonation yet given by 
any member of the company. Mme. Hastreiter 
sang last night with the same excellence and 
abundance ot tene, the same intelligence, and 
the same feelmg as have beretofore character- 
ized her work. She was rewarded. witb fre- 
quent and bearty applause and several recails.”’ 

Nym Criukie, in the Worid, says much more, 
baving reference not alone to the highly-gi!teda 
Chicago singer, but to the Thomas inflexibility, 
and to matters and things in general. As thus: 

But Hastreiter bas traversed these transcenden- 
tal lines with a royal puissance. 

She walked on unheralded in Giluck’s antique, 
and the moment she took the stage she filled it. 

It was a surprise to American opera. 

I think that American opera was a little afraid 
that it couldn't stand alone all at once or it would 
not have propped itself with so many legs. It 
rather leaned on its ballet, so to speak, and it 
would be manifestiy cruéi to remind the reader 
Who saw u through a glass that it leaned on a 
broken reed, for however fragile the ballet was in- 
dividually it was picturesque and pretty collect- 
ively. And I understand that it is one of the pur- 
poses Of American opera to cuitivate public taste 
away from the concrete dancer to the abstract 
group. 

We are on the high road from the person to the 


poem. 

But that ts where Hastreiter blocked the theory. 
She furnished both the poem and the person, and 
made her own road. 

It was interesting to watch this wave of prima 
donna, with a ground-swell of mezzo soprano, 
come up against the adamantine modern orchestra. 
Time was when the orchestra was tiexibie, adapt- 
able, obedient, and bent its bars for the cavutina 
and the cadenza. But that time is passed. Wood 
and brass now represent the conservation of en- 
ergy. They furnish the tide on which the prima 
donna is the ripple. 

There was that baton of Thomas’. It was made 
by the Medes and Persians. It was never intended 
for a magic wand.

But altogether 
sbe wore the orchestral bit well, and presented us 
with a prima donna who recognized tbe inevitable 
and made a hit in chains. 

There was a disposition on the part of the an4i- 
ence to give her welcome the moment it had meas- 
ured her. 

Se the American opera sets out with having 
made one distovery in a singer. Otner opera sea- 
sons have waxed and waned without doing s0 
much. 

Hastreiter is not only a full-toned dramatic 
smeer,. but she is an excellent actress. Her de- 
clamatory work will compere favorably with any 
that is done at the upper house, and she brings to 
her work that respiratory power and the full-vow- 
led in.opation that seemed for a long time to be 
lost on our operatic stage.

Liszt, however, 
is constaotiy removing the hands from one 
part of the keyboard to another by wide leaps, 
the eye and the muscular sense being guides 
to the correct position. Hitherto blind players 
have been unable to educate the muscular 
sense to s0 fine a point as to be able to alight 
with certainty after long skips of this kind. 
if Mr. Hoilins bas done so de is indeed a 
wonder; his seat, also. must be very steady, 
foranerror of a quarter inch there would 
carry bim wide of the mark. 


London Musical Standard: Dr. C. F. Pohl, 
the distinguished littérateur and Librarian of 
the Musikverein at Vienna, in a letter just re- 
ceived gives an interesting account of the mu- 
sical season now at its bight in that city.

Ry this it would seem that the 
parts are now ready, and so we shall probably 
bear the work at Sydenham, according to 
promise. Tue society also announces a per- 
formance of a symphony by Brudner, which 
has already met with much approval in Leips o 
and Munich, From this brief synopsis it will

CASSIOPRA. 

The Milky Way passes directly through the 
constellation of Perseus: 
He in the north wind stands gigantic, 
His right band stretched toward the throne, 
Where sits the mother of his bride; as one bent on 
dome high deed, 
Dust-stained, he strides over the floor of heaven. 

About 10° south of the centre of the row of 
stars just described is a star of the second mag- 
nitude in the head of Medusa, which Perseus 
holas in his hand. This is the celebrated Algol, 
or the Winking Demon. It will be seen nearly 
in the zenith. A little triangle of fourth-mag- 
nitude stars is near zit. During two days and 
tourteen hours this star is of the second mag- 
nitude. Then it suddenly begins to grow 
faint, and within about tour bours and twen- 
ty-four minutes it sinks to the fourth magni- 
tude, so that unless the night is moonless and 
clear it is almust invisible. Inafew minutes 
it begins to brighten egain, and within four 
hours more it regains its former brilliancy. 
From minimum to minimum the period is two 
days twenty hours and forty-nine minutes. 
There was a minimum of Aigo) about twenty 
minutes after 6 o'clock last night. 
Some 15° east of Perseus the brilliant star 
Capella in Auriga will attract the observer's 
eyes. 
Between Perseus and Cassiopea the observer 
Will notice a faint silvery spot upon the “ky. 
This marks the uplifted band of the bere in 
which he carries his diamond dagger. Turn 4 
telescope upon that spot and the eye will be 
dazzied as by the sparkiing of a thousand dia- 
monds. It is a wonderful cluster of little stars, 


and forms one of the most charming phenomena 


in the beavens for the amateur telescopist. The 
observer who wishes to know the full meaning 
of what he sees should remember that every 
one of those glittering points, swarming as 
thicks as bees in the field of the telescope, is 
really a blazing sun. 

Cassiopea is not less interesting to the star- 
gazer than Perseus. It contains several double 
stars and star clusters, and it is particularily 
famous as the consteilation in which the great 
new star of 1572 blazed forth. This star was 
described by Tycho Brahe as outsnining every 
other starin the heavens. It gradually be- 
came fainter, and in about seventeen months 
disappeared. It has never been seen since, but 
there is some slight ground for expecting that 
it may blaze out awain before the end of this 
century. The curious reader who wishes to 
know where this wonderful phenomenon ap- 
peared can find the spot by noticmg a small 
etar opposit the right-hand opening of the W 
in Cassiopea. It was near this star that the 
biazing wonder of 1572 was seen. It has some- 
times been called the Star of Bethlehem, be- 
cause if, as some believe, it appears once in 
every 815 years or thereabouts, there must 
have been an apparition of it about the time of 
the birth of Christ. 

Cepteus, who does not play a very promt 
nent part in the story of Andromeda, did not 
bave a conspicuous constellation allotted to 
him among the stars. It may be recognized, 
however, to the left of and below Cassiopea. 
near to the pole star, by a row of three stars 
widely separated. 

To find Andromeda one should face the west 
and then glance upward to the zenith. A row 
of three br ght stars will be seen sloping off 
from the direction of Perseus toward the 
southwest. One of these stars is almost ex- 
actly overhead at 7 o'clock. The star furthest 
to the southwest is Alpberatz in Andromeda’s 
head. It may be recognized by the fact that it 
marks one corner ot a great square, cailed the 
Square of Pegasus, the sides of which average 
about 15° in length. The middle star of the 
three in Andromeda is Merach in her girdie. 
Two fainter stars three or four degrees apart 
are seen in a live northwest of Meracb, and 
pear the furthest of these is the celebrated 
nebula of Andromeda, indicated in our picture 
by an oval line. The nebuia is one of the 
largest and most interesting in the heavens, 
and it was near the centre of it that a new star 
suddenly shone forth last fall. This star has 
now faded from sight. The bright star in the 
foot ot Andromeda is the nearest one to Per- 
seus, and is called Aimaack. It is a beautiful 
double. Any good telescope will show that it 
consists of two stars, the larger one of a rich 
golden-selliow color and the other blue. A very 
powerful telescope will separate the blue star 
into two more, one biue and the other green. 
To find the sea monster one must look in the 
southern quarter of the heavens, about 20° or 30° 
to the richt of Orion, which at 7 o'clock will be 
seen in the southeast. The monster appears in 
maps of the heavens under the name of Cetus. 
It forms the largest constellation in the sky, 
being about 50° long from east to west. The 
observer must consequently expect to see it 
reaching across the whole southern heavens. 
Its head, which is 35° or 40° directly south of 
Aigol, is marked by five stars, 4° and 5° apart, 
which form the outlines of a pretty regular 
pentagon. The remainder of the consteliation 
extends far toward the west, and the general 
outline of the whole figure bas been compared 
to an inyalid’s chair, the seat being on the 
west and we long sloping back extending to- 
ward the east and reaching within about 20° 
of the Hyades, the point of w ose V-shaped 
figure is directed toward the head of Cetus.— 
New York Sun.

supply has largely come, not from actual do- 
inge of present members of society, but from 
revelations of what has been done in the past. 
Thus the d’Herisson memoirs were tuown-talk 
for a week and the memoirs of Andrieux, the 
old Police Prefect, engrossed atten don for a 
long time. The letters of Rachel—written by 
Cremieuax for a cash consideration— were a gen- 
vine godsend to the gossips. And now the 
scandal is at hand. It is in no way offensive. 
It has only to deal with meanness and rapacity 
on the part of some very aristocratic people. 
Moreover, it contains an instructive lesson and 
presents an interesting view of certain phases 
of society here t Americans are apt to over- 
ook. This is excuse for the narrative I am 
about to lay before you. The scandal, if we 
may so term a truthful recital, has 
its origin in a book just published 
here by the well-known house of Ollendorf. 
Its author is the wife of the several-times 
millionaire Baron Raschasch. She is a young 
and beautiful woman and has written a clever 
book. The volume in question consists of a 
simple recital of personal history: the author's 
courtship and marriage with her first husband, 
their married life, his death, and her subse- 
quent dealings with his brothers and sisters. 
I may add that the first husband referred to 
was the Prince Lous of Sayn-Wittgenstein, 
Prussia; and among the relatives with whom 
the young widow had legal dealings are the 
Princess Chigi—the contemptible wife of a 
most estimable man—and the Princess Hohen- 
lobe, wife of Prince Hohenlohe. who 
was thirteen years German Ambassador 
here and is now Viceroy of Alsace 
Lorraine. Had these two titied viragoes any 
sense of shame this book would make them 
put on sackcloth and ashes. But they have 
not. However, it is well for the Princess 
Hohenlobe that she ne longer lives in Paris. 
The city would scarcely prove large enough to 
contain both her and the author of the book I 
am writing about. Besides, society would— 
since these revelations have come out—treat 
ber with even less consideration than formerly. 
And she never was well thought of here. Her 
miserly parsimony was always a byword. Her 
gaunt, barridan-like figure, always iil-dressed, 
was an object of ridicule. And ber fondness 
for attending criminal trials of the most revolt- 
ing character made herto be regarded as a 
species of ghoul. It used to be said that Ger- 
many's hardest blow at Franee was the send- 
ing of that woman to lead German society in 
Paris. 
THE RADZIWILL FORTUNE. 

But to take up the narrative. The Princess 
Hobentobe is a balf-sister of the late Prince 
Louis of Sayn-Wittgenstein. Sbe and her 
brother Pierre were children of that famous 


Russo-Polish heiress, the Princess Stepbanie 
Radziwill. The latter, it will be remembered, 
was outrageously robbed by the Russian Gov- 
ernment, and only succeeded in estabiishing 
her right to a portion of her fortune after her 
husband bad brought in der behalf and won 
some 12,000 lawsuits. The extent of ber estate 
in Poland may be imagined when it is known 
that she emancipated more thap 50,000 serfs 
who lived on them. The husband of the 
Princess Stephanie was indefatigabie in de- 
fending bis wite's interests. But when he 
proved that members of the imperial lamily of 
Russia, if not indeed the Czar Nicholas himself. 


had profited by the spoliawon of her 
fortune, be deemed it safest for him 
to quit Russie, unless he wanted to 


be sent to Siberia. 80, just in time, for the 
warrant for 01s arrest was already on its way, 
he scuttled out of the Czar’s domains and re- 
tired to his ancestral estate of Sayn, in the 
beautiful valley of the river of that name. 
There, in 1881, the Princess Stephanie died, 
leaving her enormous fortune—for it was 
enormous, despite the inroads made by Rus- 
sian pirates—to her husband. He made the 
bulk of the real estate over to their only gon, 

terre, and the personal estate to _ their 
daughter, the present Princess Hohenlohe, 
making them both very rich. Then the Prince 
ot Sayn-Wittgenstein, after mourning tor 
Stephanie a proper length of time, married 
agein. The second wife was the Princess 
Leonetta Bariatinsky. She was one of the 
most beautiful women in Europe. But she 
was most cold-hearted and imperious. The 
Prince had a epecial law enacted, by 
which on his death one-fourth of his property 
was to go to his widow for life, and 
the remainder to such of his children as he 
should elect. And this law was to govern 
future generations as well. To this couple 
three sons were born. Frederick, the eldest, 
was aliar and a blackeuard. Louis, the second, 
was a thorough gentieman. Alexander, the 
third, was worse even than Frederick, and dis- 
tinguished bimself by betraying a sister of the 
lady who wrote tbe book now under considera- 
tion. This de did by a marriage which was 
fully legal in every respect save that the Em- 
peror's consent had not been gained. The 
wife thought it was all right, but in a few 
years he grew tired of ber and cast her off 
and published to the worid that she had been 
nothmg but bis mistress. Frederick, the 
eldest. was better, for be married a dissolute 
actress, but remained faithfulto her, and even 
renounced his Princely rank in order that the 
marriage might be binding, whether the Em- 
peror gave his consent or not. But when the 
father died de naturally left his estates to 
the second son, Louis, the only decent one 
of the lot. 

A ROMANTIC WEDDING. 

It was in the autumn of the terrible year 
that Prince Louis of Sayn-Wittgenstein met and 
fell in love with the Fraulien Amelie Lilienthal. 
She was the daughter of a wealthy and bighiy- 
respected Jew. One of ber sisters was betrayed, 
as 1 have just related, by Prince Louis’ ras- 
cally brother Frederick. Aoother sister mar- 
ried the son of that eminent Beigian diplomat, 
Baron Notbamb, and is one of the most higb- 
ly-esteemed ladies in that country. She also 
has been much admired for bor beauty and 
virtues in Rome and Nice, where she bas lived. 
Amelie was the most beautiful and accom- 
plished of the three. She was less than 16 
years old when she met Prince Louis. It wasa 
love-match, pure and simple, on both sides. 
She did not know how rich he was. Like the 
Lord of Burieign,” in Tennyson's poem, be 
made ber think he was a comparatively 
poor man. Sbe loved him for the 
real worth of his noble character, and supposed 
she would haveto live with him ina ruined 
house, with only one or two servants. The 
Emperor gave his consent, and in May, 1871, 
they were married.

The indefatigable Mrs. Weidon is determined 
to collect, if possible, from M. Gounod the $50,- 
000 damages awarded to ber by the English 
court.

Reports from Berlin are that Bismarck’s 
heaith is in a bad way. He suffers constantly 
from insomnia and confusion of the mind, 
and is almost constantly racked with rheumat- 
ic and neuraigic pains. 

You Americans are sending patients to M. 
Pasteur for operation. It was proposed to do 
the same thing in Poland with several persons 
who had been bitten by a mad-woif. M. Pas- 
teur said he would be glad to treat them with- 
out charge. But the Kussian Government, be- 
cause they were Poles, refused to allow the 
patients to leave their homes, and several uf 
them bave died. 

Mr. Worth furnished to the Empress of Rus- 
sia several costumes for the New-Year’s fes- 
tivities at St. Petersburg which were probabiy 
the most elaborate and costly ever produced 
by him.
